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CONGRESS AND THE CANAL 


THE NICARAGUAN TREATY GAIN- 
ING IN POPULARITY. 
CONGRESSMEN GRADUALLY BECOMING IM- 
PRESSED WITH ITS IMPORTANCE—THE 

NEW MENOCAL EXPEDITION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The proposed 
treaty with Nicaragua is forcing itself more and 
more upon the attention of members of Con- 
gress, and it appears rather to gain than lose in 
popularity as the opportunity to grasp a 
great claim becomes understood. The disposi- 
tion at first manifested to class it with the 
Mexican and Spanish treaties appears to 
be wearing away, and the tendency to 
press its approval was very frankly exhibited 
to-day in the language used by Representative 
Tillman, of South Carolina. He said that he re- 
garded the undertaking as one of such vast im- 
portance to this country that it should not be 
dropped if it is practicable to carry it through. 
It was his belief that the people of South Caro- 
lina would favor the ratification of the treaty. 

“What will they say about the chance of for- 
eign intervention ?” 

To this Mr. Tillman replied: “*We have no 
navy witb which to maintain our right to carry 
on the work, but,” said he, “if men and money 
are needed to resist interference, South Carolina 
would cheerfully vote to contribute her quota 
of both.” 

The publication of a dispatch from London 
conveying the news that Great Britain is likely 
to resent the attempt of the United States to act 


upon the treaty and in disregard of the Clayton- 
Bulwer agreement seems to add to the popularity 
of the treaty rather than to make it unpopular. 

Secretary Chandler replied to-day to the re- 

uest of the Senate for information regarding 
the sending of asurveying party to Nicaragua. 
In his answer the Secretary says that orders have 

mn issued to Civil Engineers Menocal and 
Peary and Ensign Chambers to visit Nicaragua 
in order to make a survey for the proposed 
canal. As authority for such orders Mr. Chand- 
ler refers to the general power of his department 
under the President to issue such orders to all 
officers of the navy as may be deemed for the 
ublic interest. The cost of the expedition, 
n addition to the pay and mileage of the 
officers, is estimated at $1,000 for an outfit and 
$1,000 per month while the party is in Nicaragua. 
The Secretary aiso states that it is proposea to 
revise the survey previously made by Mr. Meno- 
eal, and to investigate any change in the route 
suggested as possibly available for shortening 
the canal and diminishing its cost. Mr. Vest, 
who introduced the resolution in the Senate, 
asked that Secretary Chandler’s letter be laid 
upon the table. He would soon call it up, the 
Senator said, and would then have something to 
say about the power of the Navy or any other 
department to order such an expedition without 
the action of Congress. 

Among others who are expected to oppose the 
ratification of the Nicaraguan treaty in the 
Senate are the men who favor the Eads 
ship railway scheme. It is not known how much 
the opposition of this kind will amount to. Mr. 
Menocal, one of the most earnest advocates cf 
the canal, regards Capt. Eads’s plan as chimeri- 
cal. Such a railway, he thinks, might do for 
schooners and othersmali vessels, but to attempt 
to carry overland one of the great ocean freight 
steamers would, in his opinion, result in a total 
failure. 

ENGLAND’S OBJECTIONS. 

LONDON NEWSPAPERS PROTEST 

AGAINST THE TREATY. 

Lonpon, Dec. 17.—The Times this morn- 
ing devotes a leader to the proposed treaty be- 
tween the United States and Nicaragua, based 
onacabled summary of the synopsis of the 
treaty printed in THE NEW-YORK TIMEs. The 
writer says: “The terms of the Nicaragua 
treaty will excite profound amazement in En- 
gland and America. Ifthe published version of 
its leading features is correct, it will undoubted- 
ly elicit a distinct protest in both countries, as 
being in direct violation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. Indeed it presents a more distinct 
violation of that instrument than Mr. Biaine 
ever contemplated. Americans must not sup- 
pose that Englishmen will deprecate the treaty 
owing to any alarm at the extension of the 
American dominions or from any mistrust that 
the advantages gained will be abused to the in- 
jury of British trade, but they cannot approve 
the example afforded of one State purchasing 
the control of such a waterway for its personal 
advantage and not as a Trustee for the benefit 
of the world. The summary cabled makes no 
mention of avy provision in the treaty with ref- 
erence to the world’s trade. A navigable high- 
way between two oceans is not a petty matter of 
sale and barter between a couple of States.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that Earl Granville 
opposed the attempt of Secretary Blaine to 
annul the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and that, 
therefore, it is hardly likely that Earl Granville 
will assent to the proposal now. 

The St. James Gazette says that the powers 
whose representatives are now assembled at 
Berlin have obviously astake in the proposed 
Nicaraguan Canal, and that they are likely to 
co operate with England to oppose the project. 
In that case, it continues, they would find a 
strong auxiliary force opposing America,which 
would make it difficult for that country te carry 
out the project.

NO POWER TO WITHDRAW THE GUARDS 
STATIONED AT THE MINES. 

CotumBus, Ohio, Dec. 17.—The Cigar- 
makers’ Union at Canton addressed a communi- 
cation to Goy. Hoadly earnestly urging the 
withdrawal of troops from the Hocking Valley. 
The Governor, in answer, replied that the reso- 
lution requesting the withdrawal was evidently 
inade under a misunderstanding of the facts, 
and adds: “There have been no State 
troops in the Hocking Valley since Oct. 
3 last. The mines are all guarded by private 
armed guards employed and paid by the 
operators, and commonly, though improperly, 
called ‘Pinkerton guards.’ he resolution of 
your union must have referred to these. As the 
right of the people to bear arms is guaranteed 
by the Constitution, and as there isand can be 
uo jaw passed forbidding the carrying of the 
same, except as concealed weapons, and as 
the rigut of every citizen to guard and defend 
his own property by himself or his agents is 
unqualified and absolute, it follows that I have 
no power to interfere with these guards, nor can 
any law be passed which, in my judgment, will 
deprive the operators of the power to defend 
their property, it attacked, in the way which 
they are now doing. I make no comment on the 
wisdom or unwisdom of what is going on in the 
valley, but simply call your attention to the 
lecal rules controiling the situation, and to my 
own want of power in the matter. Should the 
*Pinkerton guards’ violate the laws of the State 
in any way, the courts throughout the valley 
are open, and no doubt justice will be done.”

The Antu- 
nano cleared for Vera Cruz via Galveston, and 
is the first of a new line of steamers in this trade 
flying the Mexican flag.

Experts who examined the mineral to-day 
pronovnce it of sufficient value to make the 
mining a profitable undertaking. A specimen 
oi the find was sent to Philadelphia to-day for 
the purpose of having it assayed. The villagers 
are greatly excited over the discovery made, and 
asmall army of prospectors threaten to invade 
Wonders and Harter’s find at once in search of 
precious metals.

ALBANY, Dec. 17.—William M. Evarts will 
probably publish to-morrow or within a day or 
two a letter defining in unequivocal language 
his position on the tariff question. The idea has 
been suggested to him as one of the necessary 
preliminaries of the Senatorial canvass, upon 
which he is now fairly launched. It may 
be unnecessary to say that his tanff views 
will be so strongly protective that the 
most radical manufacturer can have no cause of 
complaint. Mr. Evarts is in high spirits over the 
prospect of entering a race with apparently so 
many things in hisfavor. His boom will be still 
further projected into space by the Canajoharie 
tea party to-morrow night. The Arkell feast is 


prepared and only the bidden guests are needed 
tomake it a great success,so the Evarts men 
claim. 

Superintendent of Prisons Isaac Baker, though 
distinctly declaring that he is out of politics, 1s 
by no means inattentive to what is going on. 
His sympathies are with the Morton canvass. 
Assemblyman John C. Hogeboom, of Columbia 
County, was in the city to-day. He is also a 
Morton sympathizer, though he does not talk 
out loud to that effect. 1t is reported that Silas

THE SPANISH TREATY. 


REASONS WHY SUGAR GROWERS AND IRON 
MEN ARE OPPOSED TO IT. 

St. Louris, Mo., Dec. 17.—The National 
Sugar Growers’ Association met this morning. 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
New-York, and Kansas were represented. Presi- 
dent Norman J. Coleman, of Missouri, in his 
annual address denounced the Spanish treaty as 
the destroyer of American sugars for the benefit 
of the foreign sugar trade, A letter was 
read from Prof. H. W. Wiley, Chief 
Chemist in the United States Agricultural 


Department, urging the National Association to 
take action against the Spanish, Mexican, and 
Hawaiian treaties, the latter being characterized 
as an annual robbery of $4,000.000. A letter was 
also read from the Hon. Seth M. Kenny, of Min- 
nesota, advising the association to advocate a 
bounty for American sugars and no more dona- 
tions to foreign paupers. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 17.—Following are 
the main points of a memorial to the United 
States Senate adopted to-day by the iron ore and 
transportation men against the ratification of 
the treaty with Spain: 

The undersigned, representing the iron ore produc- 
ing and transporting interests of the Northwest, cull 
attention to the terms of the proposed treaty with 
Spain affecting American ore production. Duty on 
iron oreis now 75 cents per ton, insufficient for reason- 
able protection to capital and lubor enguged 
in the’ development of our American mines 
and in the transportation of their products to 
furnaces. Under the present duty we are 
now obliged to compete with some of the poor- 
est paid labor in the world in Spain and Africa. 
Even now hundred of thousands of tors annually 
displace the products of our American mines. Under 
this treaty iron ore is on the free list. Cuba has ex- 
tensive and valuable deposits of ore, and within a year 
or two large investments of capital have been made 
for their development. The admission of these ores 
duty free, as provided in the treaty, would be gross in- 
justice and injury to home production. Should the 
temporary or local advantuge thereby be gained 
by two or three iron and steel manufacturing 
plants favorably situated near the Atlantic coast 
for the use of these Cuban ores, that could only oper- 
ate to the injury of all Western and Northwestern iron 
and steel interests. Iron ore is produced in every part 
of our country. The product last year was not less 
than 10,000,000 tons. HKngaged in the business are vast 
capitals. and by it hundreds of thousands of laborers 
are furnished with remunerative employment. In the 
lake region, in mines, in railroads necessary for moving 
their products to the lakes, in transportation over lakes, 
and in the ore business of railroads moving cres from 
lower lake ports to furnaces in adjucent States are now 
employed $85,000,000 of capital, with all of the labor 
occupation that such amount of capital involves. In 
other sections of the country are similar connected 
and independent industries whose safety and ability to 
furnish employment to labor is menaced by this pro- 
posed removal of duty from Cuban ores. ‘That removal 
would close many American mines. ’ 

We do not ask the American Jaborer to live on the 
wages of Spanish West Indies. Werecognize the neces- 
sity ofenlarged markets. ‘The increesing volume of 
our products must be absorbed somewhere, but it 
would be a futal policy to seek this abroad at a sacrifice 
of vital interests at home. Our best and lurgest mar- 
ket is the home market. The preservation and en- 
largement of that is the first dictate of true American 
policy. A successful external policy must start from 
that economic premise. The proposed treaty, in our 
judgment, will not stand that test, and should be re- 
jected. 





A WAR CLOUD IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

BALTImMoreE, Md., Dec. 17.—Capt. Forbes, 
of the bark Albemarle, which arrived at this 
port yesterday from Rio Janeiro, says that when 
he left Rio Janeiro, Nov. 12, there were rumors 
of war between Brazil and the Argentine Repub- 
lic. The Brazilian authorities were conscripting 
for the army when he left. A young man whose 
father was from Pennsylvania and had become a 
resident of Brazil had been conscripted, and was 
appealing to American residents to have him ex- 
cused from military service. The Conde d’Eu 
had gone to the frontier to investigate the situa- 
tion, and action, it was thought, would be settled 
by the Cabinet when he returned. An American 
gentleman who had arrived in Rio from Buenos 
Ayres told Capt. Forbes that the Argentines had 
120,000 men ready to throw across the frontier us 
soon as war was declared. The Brazilian Nayy 
was being gotten into readiness for active serv- 
ice,and everything was activity and bustle at 
the sailing of the Albemarie. 
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ONE HUNDRED YEARS OLD. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Dec. 17.—The local min- 
isterial association celebrated the centennial an- 
niversary of the birthday of one of its members, 
the Rev. Dr. Oliver S. Taylor, in the First Pres- 
byterian Church, this evening. Dr. Taylor was 
born in New-lpswich, Dec. 17, 17&. He graduated 
from Dartmouth College with the Class of 1809, 
ana isthe oldest living graduate of the institu- 
tion. Heisstill hale and hearty, with faculties 
unimpaired save a slight deafness. An address 
was delivered by the Rev. Dr. Hopkins. The 
Rev. Dr. Hawley read letters of congratulation 
from President Arthur, the Faculty of Dart- 
mouth College, the Alumni Association, and 
others. The occasion was one of the most promi- 
nent events in the history of Auburn.

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TOPICS BEFORE CONGRESS 


THE LEASING OF THE CROW IN- 
DIAN LANDS. 

SENATORS SURPRISED THAT THE INTERIOR 
DEPARTMENT IS IGNORANT ON THE 
SUBJECT—INFORMATION ASKED FOR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The wholesale 
leasing of Indian reservation lands was again 
briefly discussed in the Senate to-day, when Mr. 

Dawes presented a protest of many Montana cit- 

izens against the leasing of a large part of the 

Crow Reservation. The protest set forth.that 

nearly allthe Crows were opposed to such a 

lease, yet by playing upon their ignorance agents 

of a syndicate of Colorado capitalists and cattle 
men had secureG the written assent of a majori- 
ty of the Indians to the lease. Common rumor, 

Mr. Dawes said, nad it that 8,000,000 acres 

had been leased from the Crows at 1 cent 

per acre, yet he had been surprised to find that 
the Interior Department had no information 
regarding such a tease. By law no such lease 
could exist without the sanction of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Mr. Dawes was inclined to 
think there was no such lease, because it did not 
seem possible that it could receive the sanction 


of the Interior Department. Senator Vest told 
his colleagues that he had been informed 
that such a lease had been obtained 
through the influence of certain Indian 
Agents knowing the Crow language. These 
agents had gone among the Indians 
and by all sorts of improper means had obtained 
their consent to the lease. It was, Mr. Vest 
thought, remarkable that the existence of the 
lease should be known to the press and the pub- 
lic while nothing about it was known _ in the In- 
terior Department. Later in the day Mr. Dawes 
offered a resolution, which was adopted, spe- 
cifically asking the Secretary of the Interior for 
any information on the subject the department 
might have. 
THE DISINFECTION OF RAGS. 

In response to the invitation sent out by 
Secretary McCulloch, calling upon importers of 
rags and persons interested in the manufacture 
of paper to present suggestions for the modifi- 
cation of the circular proposed to be issued to 
regulate the disinfection of rags, a committee of 
importers and manufacturers will to-morrow 
call upon Mr. McCulloch, and will ask for some 
changes in the instructions to be issued. The 
committee will consist of Mr.Warren, of Boston; 
Senator Warner Miller, Representatives Russell 
and Whiting, of Massachusetts; Mr. Goodwin, 
of Parker & Goodwin, New-York: C. E. 
O’Hara and John H. Lym, of New-York. 

The Boston representatives of the importers 
and manufacturers were elected at a meeting 
held in Boston yesterday, and the New-York 
members of the committee represent a meeting 
held yesterday in New-York. While the import- 
ers of ragsand others interested in their im- 
portation will not oppose reasonable or neces- 
sary precautions against the introduction of dis- 
ease in rags, they will make an effort to show 
that the danger of infection in rags has been 
misrepresented, and will endeavor to show the 
Treasury Department that it will be an uncalled 
-for hardship to force importers into the use of 
an expensive patented process. If a “ring” has 
been formed for this purpose, and an attempt is 
to be made to use the Treasury Department to 
advance its schemes, Secretary McCulloch 
can be depended upon to head it off. The im- 
porters have been assured that all rags afloat 
will be admitted when coming from ports not 
infected and with clean bills, and they wil! offer 
to disinfect all rags hereafter shipped before 
they are placed on shipboard. Disinfection be- 
fore shipment can be done cheaply, but the em- 
ploymentof either of the processes suggested 
in the Treasury circular, if employed at the 
ports of arriva!, would seriously embarrass the 
paper trade.

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 

The Reagan Inter-State Commerce Dill 
has been loaded with amendments to-day, and 
the prospect of its becoming a law has lessened 
with the adoption of each new amendment. 
Having adopted the amendment offered by Mr. 
O’Hara requiring equal accommodations for 
tickets at equal prices, the” House further 
amended the bill, on the motion of Mr. Breck- 
enridge, of Arkansas, to allow railroad com- 
panies to furnish separate coaches for blacks 
and whites; putin a clause offered by Mr. Goff, 
of West Virginia, providing that there shall be 
no discrimination against passengers on ac- 
count of race or color, and on motion 
of Mr. Mills, of Texas, still further provided 
that no railroad shall charge more than 3 
cents a mile for carrying passengers. The dis- 
cussion of the color question was sharp and bit- 
terand served to divide the House, so that the 
Southern Democrats voted steadily against the 
amendments having a tendency to social equal- 
ity in traveling privileges. while the Repub- 
licans and about 20o0r 30 Northern Democrats 
voted the other way. The bill will probably be 
passed to-morrow, but in a shape that will in- 
vite a great deal of change in the Senate. 

RIES 
RIDDLEBERGER AND M’CULLOCH. 

Senator Riddleberger’s persistent oppo- 
sition to the confirmation of Mr. McCulloch as 
Secretary of the Treasury is likely soon to re- 
sult in the failure which has been anticipated 
from the beginning. An executive session of 
an hour was devoted to the matter by the Sen- 
ate to-day, but Mr. Riddleberger succeeded in 
staving off a vote for another day. He has al- 
ready about exhausted any claim upon Senato- 
rial courtesy belonging to his position, and 
it is such courtesy alone that has allowed him to 
delay confirmation so long. It is expected that 
to-morrow Mr. Riddleberger will make his final 
move by asking the Senate to postpone further 
consideration until after the holiday recess. It 
is not thought that a majority will agree to this, 
and the result will be to reach a vote at once. 
Every Senator will be surprised if the vote does 
not result in Mr. McCulloch's confirmation. 

REET NS 
THE KILBOURN JURIES. 

Mr. W. W. Ker, ex-Government counsel 
in the star route cases, said to a reporter to- 
night that it was not true that he had stated ina 
letter to Mr. Randall that the juries in the 
Kilbourn-Thompson suit were “ fixed.” He 
said the facts were that while he and 
Brewster Cameron were investigating star 
route matters, certain persons submitted in- 
formation to them and proposed to prove 
that the Kilbourn juries had been “ fixed.” 
They referred the matter to the At- 
torney-General, who decided that it 
was nothing he could act upon, and directed the 
information to be handed to Mr. Randall, as 
Chairman of the Appropriation Committee, on 
whom Kilbourn would have to depend to get 
his verdict. This was done, he says, and that is 
all there is about it.

MORE CHARGES BY HAZEN,

NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


A RAINY AND QUIET DAY—PHILADELPHIA 
TO SEND THE LIBERTY BELL 

NEw-ORLEANS, Dec. 17.—This has been a 
day of nerveless reaction after the great strain 
of opening day. Besides the rain has fallen 
briskly all day, greatly hindering travel of all 
kinds, and divesting Exposition Park of all its 
outside beauties. There were but very few vis- 
itors to the grounds to-day, not a thousand, 
all told. The work within the building has 
made wonderful progress in the last 
three days. Order has been evolved out 
of the chaos in the Government building 
and the main building. By working night and 
day the citizens are making splendid progress. 
Elegant pagodas and brilliant exhibits blossom 
in the morning where a Sahara of naked space 
saw the sun go down the night before. It is 
probable that between 12,000 and 20,000 people 
were present atthe opening ceremonies, but the 


refusal of the Treasurer to give the amount of 
a0 receipts compels conjecture as to the num- 
ers. 

The United States steamer Galena, not the 
Tennessee as reported, camein late last night. 
She sailed from New-York on Dec. 5, and 
touched at Key West and Pensacola. She has 
214 officers and men all told, and reports all well 
anda voyage without incident. The parlors of 
the St. Charies Hotel are glittering with gold 
and blue to-night, Gov. McEnery giving a re- 
ception to the Exposition Commissioners, army, 
navy,and militia officers,and members of the 
consular services, 

There is some discontent on the part of ex- 
hibitors, and a meeting is to be held at noon to- 
morrow of all such, whose grievances will be 
ventilatea and a line of policy adopted. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—At the meeting 
of a committee of Councils this afternoon the 
question of sending the old Liberty Bell to the 
New-Orleans Exposition was again brought up. 
Those in tavor of sending the old bell South took 
the broad ground that, as the people of New-Or- 
leans desired it, both North and South would 
profit by such a fraternal act of courtesy, while 
those opposed to letting it leave the city argued 
that it might be broken or mutilated, and that it 
was a sacred trust to the city from the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence and ought not 
to be taken away from Philadelphia, Finally a 
resolution was offered authorizing the Commis- 
sioner of Markets and City Property to take 
down the bell, and directing the joint commit- 
tee appointed to attend the fair to take charge 
of the bell and hand it over to the authorities of 
New-Orleans. After some further discussion 
this resolution was ordered, by a vote ot 18 to 3, 
to be reported to Councils with a favorable rec- 
ommendation. 

The committee of Philadelphia ladies, organ- 
ized to operate in conjunction with Mrs, Julia 
Ward Howe to make arrangements for an exhi- 
bitiou of women's work at the New-Orleans 
Exposition, met to-day. It was announced that 
the committee was prepared to receive any kind 
of women’s work trom individuals, bodies, or 
associations of women, and especially desire 
contributions of literary work, musical compo- 
sitions, and inventions. It is designed to forma 
library composed entirely of women’s works, 
with a view of presenting it, at the close of the 
fair, to some association of women, as a nucleus 
for a general collection of that class of books. 
A number of works have been promised by 
publisbers, and a general response to the appeal 
of the committee is expected.

MINERS BADLY SCARED, 


A CAVE-IN WHICH DAMAGED A MINE BUT 
INJURED NO PERSON, 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 17.— At 6 
o’clock this morning as the miners living at the 
surface over No. 11 colliery, operated by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal Company, were 
eating their breakfast a loud rumbling noise re- 
sembling the report of an earthquake was 
heard, ard at the same time the houses 
shook on their foundations. So great 
was the shock that many of _ the 
younger inmates of the houses were awakened 
from theirslumbers. Assoon asthe report was 
heard the miners rushed out to learn what 
damage had been done. Although only one 
house had gone down with the surface it was 
feared that many more were in a 
very shaky condition, The foundation 
walls were badiy wrecked, and many of 
the dwellings were liable to fall over any mo- 
ment. The families residing 1n the houses were 
notified of their danger, and many of them made 
preparations to leave. Theinmates of the house 
that was wrecked had a narrow escape with 
their lives. With the arrival of daylight a fur- 
ther examination showed that the cave-in cov- 
ered an area of from six to eight acres, and that 
the suface had fallen in some places as much as 
six feet. Large fissures in the earth’ssurface wide 
enough to admit the body of aman were discov- 
ered. Atevery place where one of these death 
traps have been found danger signals have been 
placed. A large crowd went to the scene of the 
pt to-day, and more or less excitement pre- 
vailed. 

The cave-in is supposed to have been caused 
by a lack of propping in the abandoned Lance 
vein, which outcrops a short distance away, and 
in the workings below. By a previous cave-in 
Paymaster W. W. Lance’s house_was badly in- 
jured, and since it occurred Mr. Lance has been 
obliged to use wooden wedges between the 
foundation and superstructure to support it. 
The settling having continued, by the cave-in 
which occurred this morning, Mr. Lance’s house, 
though a long distance away, was badly shaken 
nnd seems to have been placed on a solid founda- 
tion, sothat the wedging process is no longer 
necessary. The damage to the colliery is con- 
siderable. The second opening or shaft is ren- 
dered useless on account of débris falling down 
the shaft. The engine house and fan house are 
badly cracked and have settled about 12 inches. 
The machinery is also wrenched and injured. 





TENEMENT HOUSE CIGARMAKERS.

THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE LAW 
AGAINST THEM BEING TESTED. 
ALBANY, Dec. 17.—The test case to de- 
termine the constitutionality of the law pro- 
hibiting the manufacture of cigars in tenement 
houses, which has been vigorously pushed by ex- 
Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer in the interest of the 
manufacturers, was argued before the Court of 
Appeals to-day. Peter Jacobs*was arrested in 
New-York on May 14, 1884, for violating Chapter 
272 of the Laws of 1884, and was held for trial 
by Justice Donohue, writs of habeas corpus 
and certiorari having been dismissed by 


him. The General Term _ reversed his 
order and discharged the prisoner. An appeal 
was then taken to the highest court to test the 
law. The Hon. William M. Evarts to-day made 
the argument against the law, Judge itten- 
hoefer and Morris 8. Wise appearing as associate 
counsel, District Attorney Peter B. Olney ap- 
peared forthe appellant. His argument was 
principally that the law had been violated by 
Jacobs in the making of cigars in a room 
where cooking, &c., was going on, and where 
his tamily lived, and that such proceedings 
were detrimental to health. The courts, 
he held, could not impugn the action of the 
Legislature, but should endeavor to discover 
grounds upon which a legislative enactment can 
be upheld. Mr. Evarts spoke for less than an 
hour, and the main points advanced were sub- 
stantially the same as those urged when the 
question of the constitutionality of the similar 
law of 1883 was before the court, He argued 
that the law in its obnoxious features was con- 
trary tothe Constitution of this State and of 
the United States. The judgment of the Gen- 
eral Term should be in all things affirmed 
and Jacobs's liberty under the Constitution 
maintained. The act struck at a man’s liberty. 
One could not build a little room off his living 
apartments and there earn an honest living, but 
must go into mammoth manutactories, The 
new point was made that the act of 1883, which 
applies only to the city of New-York, is still on 
the statute book, only the first section having 
been unconstitutional, and that it follows that 
the act of 1884 being a general act leaves the spe- 
cial act of 1883 intact, and the only act under 
which the manufacture of cigars in tenement 
houses in this city is regulated. <A decision is 
looked for in January. 
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LANDED IN THRE PENITENTIARY. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Dec. 17.—There was re- 
ceived at the Baton Rouge Penitentiary, yester- 
day, from Morebouse Parish & young man, “4 
years old, named Harry Fairchild, who is to 
servea term of two vearsanda half for borse 
stealing. Fairchild is well educated, and is a 
native of New-York City, where his people are 
highly respected. He says he was on one of the 
Unite@ States training ships off Fortress Mon- 
roe, was granted permiss:on to go ashore fora few 
hours, became intoxicated, and deserted. He 
drifted South and tound associates like himself, 
and went from bad to worse. He stole a horse 
from a man who had befriended him, was 
caught, tried, convicted, and sentenced.

THE CONTROL OVER WEST AND 
SOUTH AFRICA. 

THE CONGO CONFERENCE DELAYED BY 
COUNT VON HATZFELDT’S ILLNESS— 
RUMORS OF CESSION BY PORTUGAL TO 
GERMANY. 


BERLIN, Dec. 17.—There was.no sitting of 
the Congo Conference to-day, owing to the con- 
tinued indisposition of Count von Hatzfeldt, the 
German Foreign Secretary. It is reported that 
the conference will adjourn before Christmas 
until some time in January. 

The English treaty recognizing the African In- 
ternational Association is similar to the German 
treaty, but it secures Consular jurisdiction to 
England. 

Lonpon, Dec. 17.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
says there is reason to believe that Portugal is 
making arrangements to cede to Germany the 
Portuguese possessions on Delagoa Bay, in 
Southeast Africa. It is unknown upon what 
terms the contemplated cession will take place, 
but it is believed to be connected witht some 
scheme of Prince Bismarck’s relating to the 
Transvaal and Zululand, which are in the imme- 
diate vicinity. 

Dispatches from Berlin and Lisbon say that it 
is not believed at those capitals that the Govern- 
ment of Portugal is making arrangements to 
cede to Germany the Portuguese possessions on 
Delagoa Bay. It is said that the statement of 
the Pall Mall Gazette relative to the Portuguese 
possessions on Delagoa Bay has no foundation. 

It is stated in English official circles that the 
last German White Book omits certain import- 
ant dispatches which, if printed, would mate- 
rially change the aspect of the Angra Peaquefia 


question. The omitted dispatches will soon be 
published in an English Blue Book. 


TRIAL OF ANARCHISTS. 
REINSDORF CONFESSES TO HAVING BEEN A 
PARTY TO THE PLOT. 

Lerpsic, Dec. 17.—The trial of the an- 
archists for attempting to kill the Emperor and 
others at Niederwald was resumed to-day. 
Kuechlen testified that Reinsdorf suid the Em- 
peror should be spared. Any accident to Crown 
Prince Frederick William would have the de- 
sired effect. Rupsch denied this testimony. He 
declared that Reinsdorf’s object was to kill the 
Emperor as well astheothers. Rheinbach and 
Soehngen pleaded not guilty to the charges 
against them. Soehngen swore that Rupsch 
stated that something might happen at Nieder- 
wald, but did not say that he would have any- 
thing to do therewith. Reinsdorf confessed that 
he was connected with the plot to assassinate the 
Emperor at Niederwald, and referred ina most 
vehement manner tothe condition of the working 
classes. The Judges were frequently compeMed 
to interfere and rebuke the prisoner during his 
remarks. Keinsdorf continued, saying that 
the task of obtaining treedom devolved 
upon the workmen themselves, and that 
the contests at the polls so _ beloved 
by the Social Democrats were absurd 
and irrational. The anarchist programme of 
action would alone do any good. The end 
sanctified the means; there was no good in 
being sentimental, and he _ had _ = done 
his duty as an_ anarchist. He admitted 
that he had persuaded Rupsch and 
Kuechlen to join him, and that he gave them the 
necessary instructions as to the handling and 
placing of the dynamite, adding boldly that if 
he had not been ill he himself would probably 
have committed the assassination at Niederwald.

A STAGE FLY ON FIRE, 


A LIVELY INCIDENT AT THE METROPOLITAN 
OPERA HOUSE, 

Those who went early to the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House last evening to hear Meyer- 
beer’s ‘The Prophet’? were unaware of a little 
scene that was going on behind the curtain. Dr. 
Damrosch had just taken his place in front of 
his orchestra and was waiting to begin the over- 
ture, when a message came through the speak- 
ing tube that caused him to hasten down from 
his seat and rush behind the stage. He found a 
fly of cottony material smoking on the stage 
and the people there in a state of considerable 
excitement. 

A few minutes before 8 two scene shifters 
lowered a long horizontal piece of the scenery 
from above. Its edge was a little frayed, and 


one of its shreds dangled between the wires that 
covered a border light. In an instant a bit of 
tlame puffed up and then shot along the fly. 
which was of light material. The tireman who 
was detailed to the opera house was standing 
near, and shouting to the scene shifters he ran 
for an extinguisher. Meanwhile, the ropes hold- 
ing up the fly were cut, and it dropped to the 
stage, making a noise which some in the audi- 
ence heard. but paid no attention to. The fire- 
man turned on the extinguisber, and the fire was 
put out quickly. 

There were xbout 50 supers and actors who 
were to take’ part in the opening scene on the 
stage when the flame was discovered, and a rush 
was made by some of them to the entrance. 
There were afew screams by the women, who 
were, however, soon quieted, but not until two 
ot them had fainted. The alarm was so slight, 
however, that in front of the curtain it was not 
noticed. Several German chorus singers had 
reached the lobby at the stage entrance before 
their fears could be allayea by the doorkeeper, 
who held them back. Meanwhile the 350 re- 
maining persons who later on were to appear 
came running out of dressing rooms and from 
the corridors to see what was the matter. The 
result was a hubbub of voices on all sides. 

Alderman Waite, whv was behind the scenes, 
as soon as he discovered the fire sent out an 
alarm that caused Engine No. 26, whose quarters 
are in Thirty-seventh-street, to rattle up to the 
opera house, followed by a crowd of boys. The 
tire was out, however, and the engine was sent 
back immediately. Quiet had meanwhile been 
restored on the stage, and at 8:15 Dr. Damrosch 
was smiling in his place and the curtain rising on 
the first scene in **The Prophet.”? The audience 
was a large one, and more than halt were in 
their seats at the time of the fire. They all 
seemed surprised when told of the accident after- 
ward. The fly which caused the trouble was in 
the sixth row, and was a very long one, reaching 
out over the stage.

Concerning Gallagner the Daily News says: 
“William J. Gallagher was a few years ago 
promineutly connected, it is said, with a gang of 
‘ jury tixers’ that infested the courts of Phila- 
delphia. He was tried on March 26, 1878, for em- 
bracery, an indictment having been found against 
him for attempted jury tixing in the Bliss case, 
but the jury returned a verdict of not guilty. 
Gallacher is said to have also borne in Philadel- 
phia the reputation of being a confidence man 
and bunko steerer. He left Philadelphia in the 
Fall of 1882 to escape arrest, it is said, on charges 
of forgery and obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses.””

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HOG CHOLERA IN CONNECTICUT. 


New-HAven, Conn., Dec. 17.—Hog chol-: 


era has made its appearance near New-Haven. 
The town recently purchased a large farm about 
three miles from the city, and on it has placed 
considerable live stock of all kinds. Acrossa 
small brook from tbe new town farm is a little 
colony of colored people whose chief live stock 
consists of hogs. Just now the people are ina 
state of consternation over the appearance 
among their swine of the fatal hog disease, 
which has killed off so many hogs within 
the past few weeks in various sections of 
the State. Two or three of the colored 
settlers in the locality referred to have 
already lost in the aggregate from 20 to 30 
hogs, and the disease is still raging. There is 
general fear that the hog cholera, as the disease 
is culled, will make a clean sweep of the whole 
swine familv in that vicinity. On tbe Brookside 
town farm close by there are, including old and 
young, about 400 swine. So far the disease has 
not broken out among them, but its appearance 
is constantly apprehended. Precautions against 
such an event have been taken as far as possible 
by a sort of a quarantine system designed to 
keep the town farm hogs from coming within 
the reach of the contagion over the brook. 





TWO MOONSHINERS KILLED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 17.—In a remote 
part of Hall County at midnicht last night a 
desperate fight cecurred between Deputy Mar- 
shals and two moonsbiners, Anderson Grant and 
® man named Prater, both of the moonshiners 
being killed. The raiding party, consisting of 
tive men headed by Deputy Marshal Gaston, 
were making for Grant’s illicit distillery. but 
were intercepted by the moonshiners, who 
seized the teams the raiders hed left by the 
roadside. Shots were exchanged, and the fusil- 
lade was kept up for several hours. The reve- 
nye men were reinforced by people from 
Gainesville, and at midnight the random firing 
resulted in the killing of the moonshiners. Two 
members of the revenue party were badly 
beaten, another had his hat shot through, anda 
fourth had his mule shot from under him.

Crry oF Mextco, via Galveston, Dec 17.— 
In accordance with the law of June, 1883, au- 
thorizing the Executive to take steps for the 
recognition of the entire national debt, internal 
and external, the President has named a com- 
mission of seven, called a ** Board for the Con- 
sideration of the Public Credit,’’ who are to re- 
port as soon as_ possible on the best means 
for the conversion of the national debt. 
Four members of this commission voted 
against the late bill for the conversion of the 
English debt, and one member voted in favor of 
it. During the discussion of the bill in Congress 
the great objection urged was that the bill pro- 
vided for a recognition of the English debt loan, 
while tbe law only authorized the Executive to 
arrange for the conversion of the entire debt oa 
equal terms, and with no especial tavors to 
holders of any particular class of bonds. 





A FRENCHMAN AND HIS DIAMONDS. 

CuicaGco, Dee. 17.—Henry Boxhorn, of 
Paris, France, arrived in this country a few 
weeks ago with $10,000 worth of diamonds. 
These he offered for sale, and disposed of many 


of them in the metropolis and other cities. Last 
week Boxhorn reached Chicago, and yesterday a 
writ of attachment for the diamonds was 
issued from the Superior Court at the_ in- 
stance of [raitel and Otterbourz, ‘of New-York 
Citv. Deputy Sheriff Cleveland found Boxhorn, 
but as the diamonas were safely buttoned in an 
inner pocket the writ couid not be served. Box- 
horn !cft for tbe East this vy pee He says the 
firm mentioned isa firm of New-York lawyers, 
who were after him for attorneys’ fees he is said 
to owe them.

A TELEGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 
NEW-ORLEANS MANAGERS DO NOT THINE 
IT PROBABLE. 

NEw-OrtEaAns, Dec. 17.—A local papet 
this afternoon publishes an interview with a 
telegraph operator, who is represented as say- 
ing that there isevery reason to believe a tel- 
egraphic strike is imminent; that the operators 
here are ready to give the signal; that the plans 
have been matured for some time, and that New- 
Orleans will sound the keynote, being the most 
favorable point, as it would be difficult to get 
operators here in case of a sudden strike. He 
claims that the brotherhood are more capable of 


making a strong fight than ever before, having 
shaken off the traitors whom they had most 
trusted, and who caused the disastrous failure 
of the last strike. He says the grievances com- 
plained of are that those who were promised 
$85 a month get only from $60 to $70, that the 
operators have to do extra work on week days 
without pay, and that they one to such unjust 
aud arbitrary rulings. It is claimed to-day that 
the action of the force depends on the answer of 
Gen. Eckert to their appeal. } 
J.T. Alleyn, Manager of the Western Union 
Company, on being shown the above. in- 
terview, says he does not believe there 
is any foundation for these statements; 
that no operators had been promised $73 
or $80 and paid only $60; that while he admits 
there is some dissatisfaction about cutting off 
the “emergency extra,” he does not believe it id 
to such an extent as to warranta strike. On tha 
contrary, the majority of the men have mani- 
fested a good disposition, and are inclined to 
make the best of the situation. They must know 
that there are in the city many idle operators, 
who, while not strictly first class, would not 
hesitate to take any place oftered them;, 
besides, operators would be sent here 
from New-York and other points if meces- 
sary. Since the cutting off of the, “ emer~ 
gency extra” five additional operators have been 
employed so as to prevent as far as practicable, 
any overwork on the part of the operators, and 
more will be employed if the service requires it. 
Chief Overator West said this evening: * Pre< 
vious to the strike of 1883 for a number of dayg 
the fact that a strike was preparing was welk 
known in our office, but the exact moment wag 
kept fromthe members of the brotherhood at 
this point. A few days after the order of 
the company was posted on our. office 
bulletin pvoard, saying that on and after 
Dec. 6 no extra service would be paid for 
except that performed on Sundays. In cone 
versation with one of our men on the subject 
of striking, he said’that no idea of striking was 
entertained; that the men had requested Gen. 
Eckert to rescind the order or relieve them off 
working over the regular hours, I remarked 
that I should dislike very much to see a strike 
inaugurated by the New-Orleans staff. So far 
as my personal observation goes I see no proba 
ability whatever of suchastep.

DEATH OF LOUIS KOSSUT 
—_—— 
"HE EARLY ACHIEVEMENTS OF 
THE HUNGARIAN PATRIOT. 
4IS EFFORTS TO MAKE HIS COUNTRY FREE 
—ENGLAND AND AMERICA VISITED— 
THE HARDSHIPS OF AN EXILE, 
Loxpon, Dec. 17.—It is reported that 
jouis Kossuth, the Hungerian patriot, is dead. 
Lonpon, Dec. 15.--A dispatch from Vi- 


nna says that nothing is. known there regard- 
ng the reported death of Louis Kessuth. 


Louis Kossuth was born at Menok, inthe 
zounty of Zemplin, in Hungary, on the 1ét4 of 
September, 1802. The Kossutd samily is of 
wncient Uisvic descent. Though noble it is 
eithout fortune. Its most distinguishéd quality 
aas been its patriotisc:. Between the year 1527 


yi the year 1135 37 members of it were perse- 
suted by the Austrian Government for bigh 
sreason. The fatbercf the patriot was a Jawyer 
ind possessed some’svres of Innd. Louis, his only 
son, was given a liberal education under Prot- 
stant instructors. He completed his studies at 
the college of Patak, where be learned iaw and 
philosophy, and imbibed anew that hatred of 
Austria which had been dominant in his an- 
zestors. aud which afterward became the master 


passion of his own life. Patak has always been 
famed for its opposition to the rule of Austria. 
it counts in Kossuth not only its most cele- 
brated but also its most beloved alumnus. The 
education which Louis acquired was thorough 
and entirely adequate for his chosen profession. 
Besides knowing iaw he became well read in 
history, and in the languages he was uncom- 
monly proficient. Witn almost equal ease he 
spoke German, French, Latin, Slovak, and his 
own country’s Magyar. Latin then remained 
the legal language of Hungary, and men who 
could speak it were not rare. Kossuth practiced 
law fora time in his native village, and soon was 
admitted to the Assembly of the county of 
vemplin, where he rapidly acquired popularity 
among the lower classes, who were delighted 
with his liberalism. . 

Atter five years of life in Zemplin, durinz 
which he had made rapid professional and po- 
litical advancement, Kossuth removed to Pesth. 
This was in 1831, when his age was 29. A year 
later he was sent to the Diet ot Presburg as the 
proxy of a magnate, thus having a deliberative 
voice in the lower house, though no vote. The 
Diet of that period was one of extraordinary 
interest to Hungarian patriots, and its debates 
were watched with the closest interest. ‘lhe 
publication of the debates, however, was severely 
restricted, and the patriots, at the suggestion of 
Kossuth, resorted to the novel method of a news- 
paper in writing, telling extracts, with com- 
ments on them, being dictated by Kossuth 
to a large number of copyists and 
their primitive newspapers then widely distrib- 
uted, The experiment was also tried of a litho- 
graphic paper, but the publication of it was for- 
bidden by the Government. Kossuth resisted 
this order and placed. himself under the protec- 
tion of the courts of Pesth. The order was then 
sent to the county. The county also refused to 
obey it and declared further that all censorship 
was unconstitutional. Other counties joined in 
the support of Kossuth, and his name had be- 
come famous from one end of the land to the 
other, when, on May 2, 1837, he, with several 
other advocates of the popular cause, was seized 
in the night by police authorities and brought 
to trialfor treason. Along with his associates 
he was condemned to four years’ imprison- 
ment. The immediate result was an outburst 
of indignation such as Austria had not heard in 
many years, and at the elections for the new 
Diet the Liberals carried a majority of the seats, 
after an agitation of the most active and thor- 
ough character. The direct issue in that cam- 
paign was Kossuth and his companionsin jail, 
and when the Government asked, in the new 
Diet, for grants of money and men, it was an- 
swered with demands for the liberation of 
these prisoners. ‘Thiers was then in power as 
Prime Minister in France. The cause of Kos- 
suth was taken up warmly in France, and 
through Thiers was threatened a general Euro- 

ean movement in behalf of Kossuth, under the 

orce of which Austria felt herself obliged to 
yield. Kossuth and his friends accordingly 
were released, amid the loud and joyous shouts 
of their followers. 

Kossuth now entered upon a course oF great 
activity and usefulness. Laws enacted in 1840 
under the leadership otf Deak had given new 
vigor to the cause which the liberation of the 
prisoners greatly intensified. A Pesth publisher, 
who had received the license for the issue of a 
semi-weekly newspaper called the Hirlap Jour- 
nal, invited Kossuth to become its editor. The 
first number appeared on Jan. 1, i841. The sub- 
scribers were fewer than a hundred, but within 
a month they numbered several thousand. The 
avowed aim of the Hirlap was the reawakening 
of the Hungarian oe as anation, and their 
moral and material advancement. Public opin- 
ion followed Kossuth decidedly, and his paper 
became the regular organ of the Liberal Party, 
which in 1843 again carried the elections, The tar- 
iff became a prominent subiect of discussion, Hun- 
gary having been exhausted by a system which 
kept her dependent on the German provinces as 
if sbe were their colony. Kossuth and other in- 
fluential leaders formed themselves into a ** pro- 
tective union,” admitting women as well asmen, 
and all of whose members pledged themselves to 
use exclusively home-made productions when 
they could be had. The list of members Nnally 
reached hundreds of thousands, and thougn the 
organization failed in its direct object of reviv- 
ing national industries, it served admirably the 

urpose of binding the party together and keep- 

ng alive the national agitation. Kossuth was 
its leading and informing spirit. At the election 
of 1847 he was chosen for Pesth. The campezign 
of that year acquired a new spirit because of the 

olitical movements going on in Italy, Switzer- 
and, and elsewhere outside of Hungary. A few 
sessions of the lower house were enoagh to es- 
tablish Kossuth as the leader of the Liberal 
Party. His eloquence became a thing before 
which Count Szechenyi, who, though entitled to 
a seat in the upper house, had chosen to be 
elected to the lower, in order to oppose Kossuth, 
could effect little. 

When the news of the French Revolution of 
1848 reached Presburg, the opportunity of Kos- 
suth arrived, and he epee seized it. He pre- 
pared an address to the Emperor Ferdinand, cull- 
ing for the restoration of Hungary to its former 
state of independence and for the issue of a 
eharter of liberty for the people of Austria. 
The address was voted in the lower house and 
held in abeyance in the upper; but, meanwhile, 
10 days after Kossuth had made his speech, the 
people of Vienna rose in insurrection against 
the Government, and Prince Metternich fled in 
dismay from Ferdinand’s capital. Kossuth fol- 
lowed up the news. of this insurrection 
with a departure for Vienna, his address in 
hand, and was received there with the hon 
or. of a_ liberator. The immediate_resul- 
was that Ferdinand intrusted to Lonis Bathy-t 
Anyi, one of Kossuth’s companions, the forma- 
tion of an independent Ministry for Hungary, in 
which Kossuth was given charge of the portfolio 
of finance. On AprilJl, of the same year, (the 
address had been prepared on March 3,) the last 
Diet of Presburg ended its labors, long-urged 
measures of reform haying been passed. The 
next legislative session in Hungary was to be 
held by a national assembly at Pesth in the fol- 
lowing July. Radical changes had been made by 
the Diet in the Constitution, feudality had been 
established, and there had been enacted a new 
election law. 

But no sooner was the independent Hunga- 
rian Government sanctioned by Austria than 
troubles for it were stirred;up in the south among 
the Rascians, the old enemies of the Magyars. 
Croatia and Slavonia proclaimed themselves in- 
dependent of Hungary, and Ben Jellachieh oc- 
cupied the Littorale and crossed the Drave with 
alarge army determined to subdue Hungary. 
For all these events the Government of which 
Kossuth was a member was totally unprepared. 
Itsown zealand the patriotism of the people 
were almost its sole resources. Volunteer 
troops were raised, the Treasury was replen- 
ished by contributions, and the organization of 
the militia was undertaken. Meanwhile Aus- 
tria, having reconquered vase vg 1 sent aforce 
to Pesth to disperse the Hungarian Diet by force. 
The Batthydnyi. Ministry resigned, and, with 
Kossuth as President, a committee of public de- 
fense was formed. Then was begun the war of 
revolution, in which the part played by Kossuth 
was a conspicuous one. He and his associates 
actively supplied the various bodies of troops 
which went into the field with money, ammuni- 
tion, and other necessaries. Their zeal was ad- 
mirable and their efficiency great. To their 
work was very largely due the _ successes 
achieved by the patriots. Finally, when the in- 
dependence of the country was proclaimed, Kos- 
suth was appointed Governor. Soon afterward 
he resigned his office in favor of GUrgei, and 
Girgei two days later surrendered to the Rus- 
sians, Kossuth sought refuge in Turkey, where 
he was placed in confinement. His extradition 
was demanded by both Austria and Rus- 
sia. Turkey offered him protection if 
he would adopt the Mohammedan religion. 
This he declined to do. But Turkey, 
encouraged by England and France, still resist- 
ed the Russian and Austrian requests, and final- 
ly, at the intervention of England and the 
United States, he was allowed to depart. His 
wife and children had already escaped from 
Hungary, and had joined him in Asia Minor, 
where he had employed his leisure in studying 
military science and the languages. He was lib- 
erated in 1851, and departed on board the United 
States war steamer Mississippi, which had been 
sent over by resolution of the Senate to conyey 
him to this country as the Nation’s guest. The 
steamer called at Gibraltar, Lisbon, and finally 
at Southampton. At ali these places he was re- 
ceived with great warmth. He made a tour of 
the most popular cities of the British Kingdom, 
and was received everywhere with enthusiasm. 

At last he set sail from England for New-York, 
where he arrived ear!y on the a | of Dec. 5, 
1851. Huis reception made a virtual holiday in 
New-York. Reports of it filled the newspapers 
of the time. Fortwo days they printed scarcely 
anything else. From New-York he went to 
Philadeiphia, and thence to Baltimore, Washing- 
ton, and numerous other,places. At Washing- 
ton the honor done nim recalled those which had 
been showered upon Lafayette. He urged upon 
the American people an acknowledgment of the 
claims of Hungary to independence and the inter- 
ference of this Government jointly with England 
in behalf of the principle of non-intervention, 
thus allowing European nations fair play in 
their struggle for liberty. But his agitation was 
brought to an untimely end by the news of Louis 
Napoleon’s coup d’état which arrived here about 

fortnight after Kossuth bad stepped ashore, 
ite retasned home in July. 1862. with the contri- 
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butions he had obtained here, and og? para- 
tions for a new uprising in the following 
Spring, acting in concert with Mazzini and _ 
dru-Rollin. His funds were, however, soon €x- 
hausted. Leaders of the cause in Hungary were 
executed, and the mother and sisters otf Kossuth 
were banished from the country. At subse- 
quent times the hopes of Kossuth for the libera- 
tion of his country from Austrian ea were re- 
vived, as in 1859 when NapolJeon and Vietor Em- 
manuel were making preparations for the war 
against- Austria. He was. bitterly disappointed 
4 the failure of his plans, which was brought 
about by the peace of Villafranca. The arrange- 
ment with Austria which, under the lead of 
Deak, was carried through in 1866, he strongly 
opposed. He might on several occasions have 
been elected to the Diét of Pésth, but he chose to 
remain in voluntary exile, ‘ 

fne last years of Kossuth’s life have been 
passed at or near Turin. His mother died at 
Brussels soon after. she was exiled. His wife and 
Gaughter have died at Turin. His only surviv- 
ing sister is Mme. Ruttkay, who resides with him 
at Turin. Kossuth went to Turin in 1862. For 
many years he gave lessoris there in German, 
English, and Hungarian “at moderate rates.” 
He was very poor, and grew, to, Jook.. very. old. 
Of his poverty he was proud. Friends at. home 
offeréd him a present of 50,600 florins, but he 
declined it, though at times he has been without 
money .to pay, for a. tire.. He. has seen years 
when his total income was less, than $200, 
A yisitor once found a_ table near his 
bed with a loaf of bread and_ dried 
meast'spread upon it near, well-worn French and 
English grammars. But more recént years have 
been kinder to him. He has lived ia &@ comforta- 
ble home 20 miles distant from Turin, and has 
had a large garden in which to cultivate flowers. 
He has been fond of making excursions to the 
Alps, and of collecting specimens of plants, of 
which he made a collection numbering 4,000 
specimens. His ** Memoirs,” published. in. 1880, 
were widely read, and must haye replenished his 
purse. On the occurrence of his eightieth birth- 
day, afew years ago, a hundred counties and 
boroughs in Hungary united, in sending him 
their congratulations. . Kossuth’s physical vital- 
ity was remarkable. Few men in any country 
who have met with the like bardships and disap- 
pointments have survived to so old an age.

Park, who, at the time of his death, was 
President of the Panama Ltailroad and 
was prominently identified with the  Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company, the Hud- 
son River. Tunne}), and other important 
interests. Mr. Lincoln was Treasurer of the 
Hudson River Tunnel Company. When the 
change was made in the management of the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western RaiJway. in 
November last Mr. Lincoln was made the Treas- 
urer. He was Treasurer of the LotosClub. Mr. 
Lincoln was a man of great redding and remark- 
able memory. It tvas difficult to find in the 
whole range of fiction a book which he had not 
read. and of which he did not remember every 
character. In fiction, biography. and history he 
was almost an encyclopedia. He was genial, 
whole-souled, and a man of strict honor.

CROWNING THE POET-LAUREATE OF FREE- 
MASONRY.

THE TENEMENT HOUSE NUISANCE. 





INSPECTOR TRACY DESCRIBES THE DISTRICT 
BELOW CHAMBERS-STREET. 

Sanitary Inspector Tracy was before 
Messrs. Morris, Adler, Fairchild, Reichardt, 
Esterbrook, Wingate, Vanderpoel, and Shaler, 
of the Tenement House Commission, yesterday 
afternoon, and answered $9 printed questions 
and many oral ones relating to his district. Dr. 
Tracy’s district is that part of the city below 
Chambers-street, and in it are 437 tenements. 
They have improved o? late in respect of venti- 
lation, lighting, and drainage. The substitution 
of iron for earthen drainage pipes has done 
much to prevent many contagious diseases. 
Few tenements in this district have rear 
huuses, and the yards are of the proper size.. A 
good deal has been done in rerard to closets, but 
unless the proprietors keep close watch tenants 
who cannot be made to appreciate proper ac- 
commodations will render them nuisances. 
A1l cesspools, in the opinion of Dr, Tracy, should 
be done away with. The cellars of the houses he 
inspects are generally damp. Thisis because 
they are on a low level. The worst houses in his 
district are Nos, 3) and 37 franktort-street, 
where eight to ten families are on each floor, 
and the stairsand hatchways are so infested 
with the rabble that the janitor has to carry a re- 
volver. 

Dr. Tracy suggested as a means of escape from 
fire in a tenement house a brick and shect iron 
tower, with a steircase inside. He believed that 
when overcrowded houses or districts were re- 
lieved the tenunts went to other districts and 
crowded them. The population that huddles to- 
gether cannot be riven out of the city. Houses 
for workingmen outside of the city would give 
but little relief. The Tenement House act 
might be amended to advantage by giving the 
Roard of Health more power and money to pros- 
ecute inquiry and punish delinquents. Dr. Tracy 
said he gave as much time as he could afford to 
his official duties. On an average it was six 
hoursa day, including the time required for 
writing out reports. He considered that it 
would be wel! to increase the number of the 
sanitary policemen, so that the Sanitary Inspect- 
ors could be something more than mere nuisance 
hunters.

THE MISERABLE DEATH OF A DISSIPATED 
OCTOROON. 


An octoroon named Annie Gréen died 
early yesterday morning at No. 68 Sullivan- 
street, and John David, a tative of South Caro- 
lina, was arrested by Capt. McDonneli because 
there is proof that he ill-ttsed her. David, who 
isa mean-looking young man and says he has 
been an oysterman anda _ photographer’s assist- 
ant. went to live at No. 68 Sullivan-street four 
months ago. Annie Kad been intimate with an- 


other white man, and hada child by him. David 
compelled her to go on the strects, and took all 
the money she brought home. On Monday night 
David caroused with Michael Coye, a ’long- 
shoreman, who lodges at No. 492 Canal-street, 
and they and the woman Green occupied the 
samé room that night. Tuésday ont int David 
affected jealousy of Coyle, and wreaked his pas- 
sion.on the woman, striking her in the face until 
she bied freely, At night he attackéd Coyle at 
No. 492 Canal-street. with a stool, and after ho 
had knocked him down, cut him twice on the 
head with a knife. Then David went to No. 68 
Sullivan-street, and, entering 4 room where the 
woman Green was talking to two women and a 
man, he struck her on the head, and as she fell 
against.a partition he kicked her in the abdo- 
men. Shefell to tne floorand did hot speak, 
and David carried her to their room. 

All was quiet for a while, but the woman_con- 
tinued in anunconscious condition, and David 
went for Dr. Seymour, of No. 162 Spring-street, 
who decided that Annie had convulsions. She 
died without baving spoken from the time David 
kicked her, Information of her death did not 
reach the police until last evening. David was 
arrested ing liguor saloon in Sullivan-street, 
near Broome, while he was collecting money to 
bury Anniéand treating*himself out of the sub- 
scriptions. Coyle was hunted up, and he made a 
charge of felonious assault against David.

CERTIFICATES OF MARRIAGE. 


DOUBTS CAST ON THE LEGALITY 
THAT ARE ISSUED. 
The counsel to the Board of Health has 
under consideration a communication from the 
Rey. J. M. Pullman, of the Church of Our 
Saviour, in West Fifty-seventh-street, in regard 
to circulars sent out by Grayton Johnston, a 
lawyer, of No. 82 Nassau-street, of which the 
following is a copy: 
NEw-YorxK, —, 1884 


SIR: In view of the recent marnage of your dat gh- 
ter it would be well for you to.submit your marriage 
certificate to some lawyer in whose opinion you have 
confidence, and ascertain, from him if it is inaccord- 
ance with section 18, Article I.. chapter 8, page 2. the 
Revised Statutes of the State of New-York. The cer- 
tificate in ordinnry use ts informal and of no Jegal 
effect. (See decisions reprinted upon other side.) 
Yours, &¢., RAYTON JOHNSTON. 

The decisions are from Dann vs. Kingdom, 1 
Supreme Court, T. and C., 494, and Fuller vs. 
Pettit, 7 Albany Law Journal 171, which are to 


the same effect, by E. D. Smith and Potter, Jus- 
tices. They are to this effect: ‘The certificate 
of marriage is properly excluded. It was én- 
tirely insufficient. When astatute makes sucli 
a certificate or any classofex parte or extra 
judicial statements evidence the statute must 
be strictly complied with. This certificate fails 
to state, as required by the statute, that the 
magistrate knew the parties described in such 
certificate, or if they were satisfactorily proved 
by the oath of a person known to him 
to be the persons. described in such cer- 
tificate, and that he had ascertained that 
they were of sufficient age to contract 
marriage. It also fails to staté the name and 
place of residence of the attesting witnesses, 
and no attesting witnesses appear on the face of 
the certificate to have been in fact present. And 
it also fails to state that upon due inquiries made 
there appeared no lawful impediment to such 
marriage.” 

The Rey. Mr. Pullman says: ** The fact that the 
signer of this circular makes end selisa mar- 
riage certificate may or may not,bias his opinion, 
but it would seem very desirable to have that 
opinion tested by competent authority. It is 
not pleasant for me to be told that when I make 
return of a marriage to your department as re- 
quired by law, and on blanks furnished by your 
departmént, I am not furnishing a legal proof 
of that marriage.”

GALES ON THE ATLANTIC. 


ARRIVAL OF TWO OF THE OVERDUE STEAM- 
SHIPS, 

The Inman steamship City of Montreal 
and the National steamship Spain both arrived 
from Liverpool yesterday, and reported having 
encountered remarkably severe weather. Capt. 
Redford, of the City of Montreal, reports that 
he left Queenstown on Dec. 3, and has since met 
with nothing but a series of strong westerly gales. 
The wind came from either northwest or south- 


west during the entire passage, and the 
cross seas whieh usually come from 
ahead greatly retarded the progress of the 
vessel. She rolled considerably and shipped 
much water. Her passengers scarcely ventured 
on deck after leaving Queenstown. The storms 
were accompanied at times by squalls of great 
force. From Dec. 4 to 8 the highest day’s run 
was only 186 miles, while, h.d the weather been 
tine, the Montreal would have traveled consid- 
erably over 300 miles a day. On Dec. 6the day’s 
run was only 120 miles. From Dec. 10 to 12 the 
ship averaged little more than 150 miles per day. 
Another violent storm on Sunday last kept 
the run for the 24 hours down to 159 miles. 
The Montreal met with no accidents durmng the 
voyage. She was to have sailed again to-day, 
but owing to her late arrival her departure will 
be pos ponee until Saturday. Capt. Williams, 
of the Spain, also reports a series of viotent head 
gales, which the vessel weathered in safety. 
There are several steamships which, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, would have been looked for 
several days ago, but are not now regarded as 
really overdue.

RUMORED CORNER IN COTTON. 

Speculators in cottou have been some- 
what anxious during the last two or three days 
over rumors that a syndicate bad been formed 
to get up a “‘corner” in January cotton. Men 
who have been operating on the ‘‘short” side of 
the market have been busy for more than a week 
covering their contracts. Fears of a “corner” 
are stimulated by the knowledge that the last 
season yielded but a mod«rate crop of cotton. 
The total crop, it is estimated, will not exceed 
5,750,000 bales. Some culculators put the figures 
as low as 5,400,000 bales. There was an advance 
of seven points in the price soon after the open- 
ing of businessin the Exchange yesterday, but 
the price receded soon afterward and closed from 
one to five points lower. The sales for the day 
were onty 84,000 bales. 

The bear operators in the Exchange are keep- 
ing close watch of John H. Inman and Solomon 
Ranger, the two most prominent “ bulis.” Mr. 
Inman was the leader of the bull movement that 
resulted in the cornering of December cotton. 
He denied yesterday that anv manipulation of 
the market was to be attempted by him. He 
thought, however, that present New-York prices 
were too Jow as compared with prices in South- 
ern markets. It is generally believed that the 
**bull” operators desire to foree cotton up 2 
cents above the present price. Should that be 
done there will bea iively scampering and some 
squealing among the bears. 





LONG ISLAND CITY WANTS HER TAXES. 

About 200 real estate owners of Long 
Island City met in Alber’s Hall, Astoria, last 
night for the purpose of taking measures to com- 
pel delinqueut taxpayers to pay up. The finan- 
cial condition of the city treasury and the fact 
that four of the largest property owners owe 
over $100,000 in arrears of taxes made it necessary 
for those who pay promptly to protect them- 
selves.

The Trustecs 
ot Union Coliege owe_ $7,144 36; the Thompson 
estate, $32,000; the Woolsey estate, $25,885 37, 
and the Franklin estate, $10,087 77. rief ad- 
dresses were made by other gentlemen and a 
resolution instructing the Chairman to appoint 
acommittee to visit Albany and secure legisia- 
tion to remedy the evils complained of was 
unanimously adopted.

THE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


—_o-————. 
ADDRESSES AT THE CLOSE OF THE CENTE- 
> NARY MEETING. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 17.—The Rev. E. R. 
Hendrix, of Missouri, presided over the delibera- 
tions of the Centenary Conference this morning, 
and the Rey. W. P. Stowe, of Chicago, opened 
thé session With prayer. The Rev. Dr. MeFerrin 
offered a resolution of thanks for the personal 
interest that had been shown in the Conference 
and for the spiritual profit that had béén diffused 
among the delegates. Speaking on the resolu- 
tion, he said that one year ago he did not expect 
to attend this Conference. He believed that the 
Méthodist Eniséopal Church was on equal 


grounds with all other branches of Methodism, 
but he would live and die in full fellowship with 
the great body of Methodism in allits branches. 

The first essay of the day was by the Rey. J. 
M. Buckley, D. D., on * What Methodism Owes 
to Woman.” Woman, he-said, is naturaily 
more disposed to piety and devotion than man. 
They are more confiding and less liable to doubt. 

hey are more responsive to music and oratory, 
and they are the principal supporters of re- 
ligion, true or false. They are the most untit- 
ing servants of Romanism, and, though they 
are not as_ influential in Protestantism, 
they are still very strong and powerful. 
They. were last at the cross and _ first 
at the sepulchre, Methodism owes much to 
woman. The first woman worthy of mention in 
connection with Methodism—Susannah Wesley— 
is credited with naving nurtured in the mind of 
her son, John Wesley, the. great ideas he after- 
wurd gaveé to the world. Next, perhaps, is Sarah 
Crosby, who possessed great powers as an ex- 
horter and was complimented by the great Wes- 
ley on the good work she had done. The women 
of American Methodism are fully as deserving 
as their sisters on the other side of the water. 

At the afternoon session the minutes were 
read, after which the. pastoral address, prepared 
pe ALS committee of Bishops, was read. It is as 
tollows: 


To the Methodist People in the United States and Can- 
ada: 


a: 

BELOVED IN THE LORN: The Bishops, ministers, and 
delegates inthe Centennial Conference of Episcopal 
Methodism. in session in the. city of Baltimore, Md., 
Dec, Y-17, 1854, greet you as féllow-disciples, and re- 
joice with you in the grace of our God which has 
made us a people who were not # people, and 
in the spiritual blessings which have comé to 
us. through the Gospel, as well as in the unparalleled 
achievement wrought upon this continent through the 
instrumentality of our formsof doctrine and-work: and 
we also sincerely invoké in your behalf the continu- 
ance of that special mercy of our Heavenly Father 
which shall build you up in faith and knowledge, 
and make you to abound in all wisdom and righteous- 
ness. 

The numerous papers read before this Conference, 
and which will be given to the public, so fully record 
the lessons of our history, and with such force and 
clearness, that. nothing remains for us but to exhort 
you to give such prayerful consideration to those 
faithful representatives of the marvelous tokens of 
the Divine favor which have marked the steps of our 
advancement thréugh the century as the vital interests 
involved will both justify and demand. 


Permit us, however,to remind you, déar bréthren, 
while we extend hearty congratulations npon the suc- 
cess of the past, and express the profoundest ennvie- 
tion that even nobleand grander achievements await 
us inthe future,that the mission given us by Proyi- 
dential allotment is not yet accomplished. We entreat 
you, brethren, Go not forget that hitherto Method- 
ists have been distinguished by the emphasis 
they have given to the essential doctrine 
of Christianity. In all the yeats of our history the 
truths relating to God, totmoral government, to im- 
mortality, to eternal retributions have been sacredly 
maintained and asserted with great distinctness, and 
that we have held, in common with all Christian peo- 
ple, to the inspiration and Divine authority of thé 
Seriptures, the Divine origin of the church, the voca- 
tion of the ministry, the value of the sacraments, 
and the indispensableness of the strictest morality 
according to the New ‘'estament standurd; and that 
yet, beyond all these points, we have made conspicu- 
ous the héinousness of sin, the nécessity of the atone- 
ment, the universality of the provisional redemption, 
the freedom of the will, and the freeness of 
grace. Not one of these cin be discarded or dis- 
torted without marring the scheme of salva- 
tion revealed in the Gospel. But even these 
foundation truths, however emphasized, will not meet 
the demands of the soul, and never could have pro- 
duced the phenomena of Methodist life and history. 
There are other doctrines to be emphasized—doctrines 
which relate to salvation applied as well as provided, 
doctrines which underlie the experiencas of the soul in 
its emergence out of the darkness and death of sin into 
the light and lifein righteousness. These other doctrines 
have been the rallying ery of Methodism in the past 
and must be inthe future. They are repentance, faith, 
justitication, adoption, the witness of the spirit, sanc- 
tification, and Christian pérfection. Out of these come 
all our experiences, all our joys and hopes, our inspira- 
tion and zeal, and upon these are built all our special 
forms and means of grace, our charities, our benevo- 
lences, and our connectional institutions. 

These doctrines, nbove all others, huve given tone 
and shape and spirit to the organism and determined 
its work and placein history. Take from Methodism 
these doctrines of a or even the emphasis 
given them, or overlay them with lifeless forms 
and ceremonies, or mar them by human specula- 
tions concerning the mode of the Divine pro- 
cedure in them, or confuse them by = any 
conceivable departure from _ their simplicity 
so that they shall become only doctrines of the creed, 
unverified in the soul as the very essence of salvation, 
and then our glory is departed forever. We, there- 
fore, plead with you, brethren, as you value the purity 
of the church and its power to convert the people, and 
sppeew Scriptura) holiness, hold fast these doctrines as 
they come from the fathers, as. they appear inthe 
Scriptures, and as they have been attested by the ex- 
periences of the church in past ages. * * * 

The holiest sanctuary on earth is the Christian home. 
Neitber church nor sunday schoo! can do the work of 
the home, or become an adequate substitute for the in- 
fiuence of pietyin the household. See to it that the 
children be all taught of the Lord. With sound in- 
struction let the hand of restraint be employed, yet 
with such firmness and gentlenéss as to win und help 
the children, as well as to hold them in subjection to 
authority. 

A spiritual church without a2 Sabbath is @n impossi- 
bility. God has consecrated one-seventh of our days 
to rest and worship. The law enjoining its observance 
is both positive and moral, imbedded in the decalogue, 
enforced inthe New Testament, and interpreted and 
illustrated in the practice of the. primitive church. The 
grand march forthe conquest of all lands for Christ 
has begun. ‘The voice of the Lord bids us go forward. 
We dare not accept a secondary place. With our 
schools and colleges, with our wealth and culture, with 
our social power and our vast numbers we must bave 
a large share inthe world’s evangelization. 





SETTLING UP SCHOOL MATTERS. 


CHILDREN TURNED AWAY FROM THE DOORS 
FOR LACK OF ROOM. 

According to the report that Superin- 
tendent Jasper handed in at the Board of Edu- 
cation meeting yesterday 553 children were re- 
fused admission into the public schools because 
of insufficient accommodations last month, 
principally in the Twelfth. Nineteenth, aud 
Twenty-second Districts. An increase of more 
than 4,000 pupils was reported over the corre- 
sponding period for last year. Ordinarily yes- 
terday’s meeting would have been the last of 
the year, buta few seemingly important mat- 
ters likely to provoke extended debate were 
pushed over toa special meeting next Tuesday, 
he board spent hours in clearing the clerk’s 
table of a vast amount of small business. Decu- 
ments were tossed aside with such perfunctory 
smoothness and apparent inattention that Com- 
missioner Vermilye once roused himself just in 
time to prevent. $13,090 voted into the reserve 
fund being increased through a clerical error 
into $150,000, 

The following gentlemen were re-elected to 
serve two years more as assistants to Superin- 
tendent Jasper: Thomas F. Harrison, Norman 
A. Calkins, John H. Fanning, William Jones, 
Arthur McMullin, James Godwin, and Paul 
Hotfman. In executive session the following 
Trustees were elected to fill vacancies: Dennis 
Burns, Sixth Ward; Moses T. Mendel, Seventh 
Ward; Joseph J. Marran, Twenty-fourth Ward. 
The attempt to wet sehools for the speeial in- 
struction of children or pp | deaf or near- 
sighted was finally disposed ot by a resolution 
calling upon teachers to give pupils thus afflicted 
front seats. The children were voted two extra 
holidays Christmas week.

THE NEW-JERSEY TAX LAW. 
OPPOSITION FROM THE LOCAL ROADS OVER 
WHICH THE ERIE RUNS. 


Indications accumulate that the New- 
Jersey railroad tax law, formulated wita so 
much care and pressed so vigorously last Winter 
by Gov. Abbétt, is going to have a hard time in 
passing the gantlet of opposition of the nu- 
merous companies affected by its provisions. An 
error of the Commissioners, arising from imper- 
fect information furnished them, either through 
carelessness or otherwisé, from the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western Ratlrodd office, has jtist 


come to light, ‘That railroad ritins through New- 
Jersey over various local roads, which were 
leased to the Erie about 1852. 

From the west side of, thé Erio tun- 
nel to. Paterson. the local road. is the 
Paterson and Hudson Rivér, which was 
the first railroad to be put in actual opera- 
tion in New-Jersey, in 1832. The Erie is bound 
by the lease to pay a fixed annual rental to the 
stockholders of thé local company, the rental 
being about equivalent to 8 per Cent. on the 
stock. Besides, it pays all taxes of the local com- 
pany. Tne next link isthe Paterson and Rama- 
po Railroad, extending from Paterson to Suf- 
fern, where the Union Railroad connects it with 
the Erie, The Ramapo Road has to pay its own 
taxes. All the side tracks adjoining the Pater- 
son station, together with thé station itself and 
the freight house, belong to the ola Pat- 
erson and Hudson River. Koad, but_ have 
been. assesséd to the Paterson .and Rama- 
po Road. The old Erie repair shop at Pat- 
erson, and the side tracks, switches; and turn- 
tables, &c., belong to the Erie Road propér, but 
are likewise assessed tothe Ramapo Road. If 
these assessments were to stand the Erie Road 
would save some thousands of dollars of taxes. 
Consequently, the Paterson and Ramapo Road, 
by its counsel, Judge Hopper, insists upon the 
correction of these.errors. Inasmuch as the va- 
rious leases to the Erie Road were all ratified by 
the Legislature when consummated in 1852-3, it 
is probable that the local roads, and the Erie as 
lessee, will claim that said acts of ratification 
were in the nature of a cortitract by the State, 
and that consequently no new system of taxa- 
tion can he imposed onthem now. The State 
Board will sit next Tuesday to hear protests. 
None of the companies are disposed to accept the 
provisions of the actasit stands, without the 
confirmation of the courts of last resort.

THE UNION PACIFIC’S EARNINGS. 

Boston, Dec. 17.—The report of tlie Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railway for the quar- 
ter ending Sept. 30--the first complete quarter 
following the change of adminj{stration brought 
about by the resignation of President Dillon— 
was issued to-day. The summaries exclude the 
St. Joseph and Western Railroad. The total in- 
come was $7,317,770, and the net surplus income, 
after the payment of all fixed charges, including 
Government requirement: and taxes, was $1,602,- 
398—a sum equivalent to 2.6 per cent. upon the 
capital stock of the company. For the same 
quarter last year the net surplus was $1,472,- 
840. For the nine months the total surplus 
income was $1,592,397, from which dividends 
amounting to $1,065,197 were paid, leaving a bal- 
ance of income of $527,200, which is an increase 
over the nine months inthe previous year of 
$49,227. During the quarter ending Sept. 30 the 
net floating debt of the company has been de- 
creased at an average rate of about $600,000 per 
month, The net debt on Sept. 30 was $5.137,009, a 
decrease from that of the previous quarter of 
$1,763,168. About the same rate of decrease wis 
continued through October and November, but 
an equally rapid rate of decrease is not expected 
during the Winter months. 

During the quarter ending Sept. 30 $488,000 
was charged to construction, of which $416,143 
was spent on extensions represented by addi- 
tional mileage. To meet this expenditure $134,- 
000 worth of bonds was sold, and the balance was 
derived from surplus income. The land salés for 
lt months of 1884 aggregate: Unioti Pacific, 
3,465,950 acres for $4,104,945, and Kansas Pacific, 
181,580 acres for $643,725. There is no Apparent 
reason, President Adams says, why the proceeds 
of the Kansas Pacific land grant, like those of 
the Union Pacific, should not constitute an 
asset set aside for the extinguishment of the 
bonds, in whole or in part, secured by them. 
It is accordingly recommended that a supple- 
mentary agreement in the nature of a binding 
contract be entered into between the Union 
Pacific and some trust company under which the 
railway company will agree to set aside from its 
other income a sum equal to the amount which 
may in any year be paid over to it by the 
Trustees, under the consolidated mortgage, as 
proceeds of the sales of lands, to be applied by 
the trust company to the purchase and ex- 
tinguishment of the consolidated bonds of the 
Kansas Pacific Company. The land zrant will 
thus become a sinking fund for the ab- 
sorption of this issue of bonds. Action 
to this effect should be taken, if taken 
at all, by the full board of Directors. 
The Executive Committee have therefore caused 
a suitable supplementary contract of the nature 
indicated to be prepared. Should it receive the 
approval of the Directors it will practically con- 
vert the bonds issued under the consolidated 
Kansas Pacific mortage into Jand grant sink- 
ing fund bonds. Some 4,000,000 acres of the Kan- 
sas Pacific land grant now remain unsold, and 
there are outstanding contracts for land already 
sold to theamount of $2,794,600. The ultimate 
extinguishment of these bonds before maturity 
will, in a great part, be provided for.

REPORT OF THE FITCHBURG LINE. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 17.—The annual re- 
port of the Fitchburg Railroad Company for 
the year ended Sept. 30 was issued to-day. It 
shows the total earnings to have been $2,856,657; 


expenditures, $2,131,404; net earnings, $725,253. 
The results of the connection with the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Road and the new 
line in connection with the New-York, West 
Shore and Buffalo Road are very favorable. 
Pullman cars with new and first-class equip- 
ment are running to Buffalo, Chicago 
and St. Louis over the West Shore 
Road and to Chicago by the Erie. The 
prospects, the report says, for the maintenance 
of an.efficient through route between tne East 
andthe West are tar better than at any time 
in the previous history of the roac. Notwith- 
standing the embarrassments labored under, the 
volume of business has largely increased, and 
but for the unfortunate war in rates which was 
waged for a large part of the year just closed 
much more favorable results would have been 
shown. AS compared with the previous 
year, the purely local passenger earnings 
have increased to an amount which more 
than equals the loss of through busi- 
ness, so that the total passenger traftic 
shows an increase of $4,431 despite the 
large.reduction in local rates. The freight earn- 
ings have suffered a loss of $60,000, while the 
quantity carried, reduced to tons earried one 
mile, shdws an inerease of 9,191,000 tons, 
although the taxes have increased $9,400. The 
total operating expenses are $55,586 less than 
last year. The track and rolling stock are in 
good condition. Nine hundred and eighty-two 
tons of steel rails and 107,450 ties have been laid. 
Tbe work on the second track of the Vermont 
and Massachusetts Road has been continued, and 
there 1s now a continuous double track from 
Boston to the Connecticut River, where the 
masonry is nearly completed and the work of 
erecting a double track iron truss bridge of five 
spansis about to commence. The bridge wilil 
be completed and the second track opened to 
Greenfield in the Summer of 1885. 


SEE VS are 
RADICAL CHANGES NEEDED. 

Robert Fleming, Dilwyn Parish, and C, 
Sligo De Pathonier, three of the four gentle- 
men who have been investigating the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad Company, in the inter- 
est of the English, Scotch, and other foreign 
bondholders, sailed for home on the Oregon 


yesterday. This committee represented about 
$7,000,000 out of the $18,000,000 of the consolidated 
mortgage bonds. After going over the road and 
frequently consulting with heavy bondholders 
in this city and Philacelphia the committee re- 
commended a radical reorganization of the com- 
pany.

The eircular says that the floating debt is 
about $1,500,060, which has been carried over for 
several months, but which must be paid on or 
before Feb, 1, 1885, “If it is provided for,” 
say the Directors, “the company will suc- 
ceed. not provided for, disaster may 
occur.” The capital of the company is 
$20,000,000, and the proposed assessment of 
$z 50 a share will raise $1,000,000. The 
Union Terminal bonds, which the company 
own, Will be made available in settling the 
balance of the floating debt. The management 
propose to zive the stockholders, in return for 
their subscriptions of §2 50 a share, general 
mortgage bonds at par, and the stock on which 
this assessment is paid will be stamped * assent- 
ing stock” and quoted as such.

TRANSCONTINENTAL BUSINESS. 

Curcaco, Dec, 17.—At the meeting of ths 
Trétiscontinental Railway Association to-day 
most of the session was devoted to a resolution by 
the Central Pat‘fic that the members define their 
positions iii regard to the action of thé séaboard 


trunk linés in refusing to concur in the 
new basis for rated to the Pacific 
coast. The resolution was defeated. It 
was finally decided to instruct Commis- 
sioner Restine to telegraph Commissioner Fink, 
suggesting a truce till Jan. 31 next, A majority 
of the association opposed a continuance of the 
subsidy of 6 per cent. on San Francisco business 
to the Northern Pacific to preyent its competi- 
tion, They also opposed a like subsidy to the 
Central Pacitic for its Oregon Short Line to 
Portland. It is believed, however, that both 
will be granted subsidies, but that the allow- 
ance will be léss than per cent. each. 
The Central Pacific offered a resolution that thé 
Auditor be instructed to settle up the business 
of the association to Dec. 31, the meaning being 
that the association should go out of existence 
at that date. The resolution was carried unani-« 
mously, This action is looked on in railroad 
circles merely as a “ bluff,’ as it is not believed 
there is any serious intention of dissolving the 
pool. The association meets again to-morrow.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
The Directors of the Pacific Mail Steame 
ship Company decided yesterday to pay the 
company’s obligation to the Panama Railroad 
Company, which amounts to about $800,000 and 
bears 7 per cent. interest. Itis stated, however, 


that the Panama Company will insist upon 
maintaining the present contract, which calls

His hat was no sater than that of a 
common member, and it wasalucky day when he 
could get back to his office with unrumpled 
linen. At last he found relief in withdrawal, 
and anew Chairman was elected to the same ex- 
periences. Ordinary pranks having grown 
stale the past week or two witnessed the intro- 
duction of wet paper wads to the floor of the 
Exchange. They got in the way of fastening 
themselves uncermoniously to the cheeks and 
necks of members, and the windows were plas- 
tered with them nearly every day.

MR. NEUENDORF’S RETURN IN His 
FORMER CAPACITY. 

HIS PLANS FOR THE THIRD-AVENUE THEATRE 
—MR. RANKIN’S COMPANY—MR. RICE’S 
TROUBLES—MISCELLANY. 

Mr. Ad. Neuendorf, after a quite ex- 
tended period of absence from theatrical life in 
New-York, is about to return in his old mana- 
gerial capacity. The gentleman named has se- 
cured, upon exceedinely favorable terms, a 
lease of the Third-Avenue Theatre, the name 
and policy of which he will at once completely 
change. The proposition is to call the theatre 
the Apollo, and to give German entertainments 
upon its stage during the greater part of the 
season. Mr. Neuendort is backed in this enter- 
prise by asyndicate of German capitalists, and 
his new scheme starts in upon a solid founda- 
tion. His lease of the theatre is so arranged that 
it can be given up at reasonably short notice in 
case of disastrous business, while,on the other 
hand, if the affair proves largely profitable 
the term of occupancy can be _ indefi- 
nitely extended, and the property can be 
bought in upon an exceedingly favorable basis. 
Mr. Rankin is understood to be pretty thor- 
oughly tired of his managerial career, and he ig 
entirely willing to get out of the theatre upon 
any terms which will leave him not an actual 


loser. The house was built underasystem of 
mortgages which came due so rapidly that only 
the greatest possible receipts could make it pos- 
sible to meet them. Mr. Rankin had antici- 
pated very iarge business, and being greatly dis- 
appointed he became pretty badiy pushed for 
funds. It was under these circumstances that 
the theatre passed into the hands of Kate Clax- 
ton and ber husband, who gladly restored it to 
Mr. Rankin in due course. The only troubie 
thus far among the managers who have 
had charge of the Third-Avenue has lain 
i their shortness of ready money. 
They could easily have tided over their 
difficulties if they had not been obliged to draw 
on the future, and in this respect the gentlemen 
who are backing Mr. Neuendorf wiil havea 
strong advantage over their predecessors. When 
they take hold of the theatre Mr. Rankin’s co- 
operative company, which is the first business- 
like atfair of its kind ever started in this country, 
willstart on atour of the country, performing 
three English melodramas, a!l of them concoct- 
ed mainly by that biood-curdling dramatist, Mr. 
Henry Pettitt. Mr. Rankin’s company is a mut- 
ual atfair, andthe people interested in it, besides 
himself and his wife, are Frank Mordaunt, D. H. 
Harkins, J. J. Wallace, R. H. Halley, and Theo- 
dore Hamilton, Jtis a reguiar stock corporation, 
the shares being issued to the different incorpora- 
tors in sums proportionate to the monetary posi- 
tions they have been accustomed to command in 
the theatrical calling. Any deficiencies are to be 
made up by contributions assessed pro rata, and 
any profits that may be accumulated are to be 
divided according to the same system. The 
minor meibers of the various casts are paid by 
the corporation. The advantages are that an 
exceedingly strong dramatic combination is 
effected, and the salaries of the leading members 
are saved. This is an exceedingly important 
item, as will be easily seen when it is understood 
that the lowest salaries of the members of the 
corporation amount in the aggregate to $1,100 
weekly, and their combined services would prob- 
ably cost anv outside speculator even more than 
that. Of course,in case of bad business this is 
an item of expense which would very shortly 
bankrupt an ordinary theatrical enterprise. But 
aside from these salaries the cost of carrying the 
Rankin company is not very large. Should the 
co-operative system work in this instance, it will 
be tried to a very large extent next season, when 
the general cut in salaries will make actors dis- 
satisfied and more than ever anxious to branch 
out by themselves. The members of this calling 
have iustified their extravagant exactions on 
the ground that in case of large managerial 

rofits they received no extra compensation. 
The connection is a trifle cloudy, but to those 
players who fancy they are individually re- 
sponsible for such profits as are made bv the 
companies to which they belong the co-operative 
arrangement offers a singularly good opportuni- 
ty to test theirown worth. If they do not draw 
they get nothing. If they do draw they receive 
their just proportion of the takings. Mr. 
Neuendorf’s programme at the  Apoilo 
will includc German drama and opera 
comique. Hejis, by the way, the only manager 
who has ever made any money in German the- 
atricals in New-York. He had several exceed- 
jngly prosperous seasons at the old Germania 
Theatre on Fourteenth-street, and the error ho 
made was to undertake to branch out too ex- 
tensively at Mr. Wallack’s old theatre. The 
German population of New-York is by no means 
equal to the task imposed upon it in the support 
of two suvh large organizations as were at the 
time indicated employed at the Thalia and the 
Germania. Running one of these companies is a 
very different thing from conducting an ordi- 
nary American theatrical enterprise. German 
companies must contain performers for trag- 
edy, others for§ comic opera, still others §for 
comedy, and a fourth set who are equal to Wag- 
ner. They are thus very expensive affairs 
to carry on. Last Spring the Thaha The- 
atre was on the point of being turned 
over in disgust to the tender mercies of ordinary 
American combinations, and it is understood 
that the present will be the last season of the 
house in the German line of work. Mr. Neuen- 
dorf in the early days of his management used 
to guarantee himself against loss by circulating 
a subscription list among the richest German 
families and providing his amusements accord- 
ingly. It is given out that the same plan will be 
observed in connection with the Apolio. The 
better part of each season will be employed in 
giving performances in New-York, but a few 
weeks every year will be devoted to a tour of 
those cities which have large contingents of 
German inhabitants. The musical entertain- 
ments will beled by Mme. Janauschowsky, who 
was seen in the ‘* Little Duke” at the Casino, 
and who had previously been successful in other 
portions of the country as a prima donna in 
opera comique. aS 


In the Adonis company there isa very vigor- 
ous opposition'to the contemplated cut in sala- 


ries. During the past week Mr. Rice has been 
sending to several members of the organization 
copies of alletter beginning with the ominous and 
familiar phrase ‘**‘ Owing to circumstances over 
which I have no control,” and ending with the 
regretful assurance that he is compelled to in- 
form them that their engagements will ter- 
minate a fortnight hence. The “circum- 
stances” to which Mr. Rice thus feelingly alludes 
may be briefly related. His persistent connec- 
tion with enterprises like **Pop’’ and ‘*‘Funon 
the Bristol’ reduced him in due time to a condi- 
tion of monetary aridity that may be described 
as Saharan. When ‘** Adonis” began to demon- 
strate its financial value Mr. Rice’s creditors 
gathered with great unanimity and proceeded 
to pounce upon him. In this strait his father- 
in-law, a Boston gentleman named Rich, loaned 
him the sum of $5,000 with which to compromise 
his debts, and in exchange for this sum took Mr. 
Rice’s share of Adonis, which he wil) retain until 
the profits of the entertainment shall have re- 

aid him for his advance. When Mr. Rich came 
© look over the expense account of his acquired 
company he wasstruck with the advisability of 
getting rid of anumber of wel! paid performers 
and getting cheaper ones to take their places. 
To this end the letter above referred to was sent 
to Miss Reiffarth, Miss Carrie Godfrey, and one 
or two others, Miss Reiffarth has been receiving 
$65 a week during the New-York engagement of 
the company, with the understanding that as 
s00n asthe people go traveling she shali be paié 
= weekly. When Miss Reifiarth went to Mr. 
tice to find out what it meant she was told that 
Mr. Rich thought he could engage somebody 
for about $40 a week to play ber part. Miss 
Reiffarth pointed out that she had been loyal to 
her engagement to the extent of declining three 
distinct engagements which had been offered 
her at an important advance upon her pres- 
ont salary. Mr. Rich was full of regrets, 
but he feared Mr. Rice would prove obdurate. 
Miss Reiffarth accordingly consulted counsel, 
who will at once bring suit against Mr. Rice, 
Mr. Rich, and Mr. Dixey to compel the fulfill- 
ment of Miss Reiffarth’s contract. Miss God- 
frey contemplates similar proceedings. Mr. 
Dixey thinks he should not be considered a 
party to the matter, as his interest in the com- 
pary does not go beyond drawing 10 per cent. of 
the gross receipts as pay nent for his services as 
star. In law, however, be is a partner. The 
company has been making money, and Mr. 
Dixey’s share is said to have been close to $400 
aweek. The indications are that there will bea 
rather lively time for the next two or three 
weeks in the direct vicinity of the Bijou Opera 
House, where lawsuits have flourished with a 
peculiarly luxuriant growth Guring the past 
year.

The postponementjof the production ot ** Vie- 
tor Durand” at Wallack’s Theatre from last 
evening until to-night was occasioned, it is said, 
by Mr. Henley’s voice, which is reported under 
the head of lost, strayed.Zor stolen. It is said 
that Mr. Henley staid out late Sunday night, 
took cold, and has not since been speaking as he 
passed by. Accordingly Mr. Lewis Morrison 
will take his place in the cast of Mr. Carleton’s 
play. Asthecharacter involved is a very im- 
portant part in the drama, the managers could 
not afford to place it carelessly, and for that rea- 
son an actor of Mr. Morrison’s standing had to 
be engaged to give it voice. Mr. Henley, it is 
quite well known, did not consider the charac- 
ter quite worthy of his serious attention. The 
young gentleman isa member of the Madison- 
Square company, and was loaned to Mr. Wal- 
lack in exchange for Mr. Keleey, who was want- 
ed in “ The Private Secretary.” After attending 
rebearsal at Mr. Wallack’s theatre Mr. Henley 
zaid he would rather walk about the streets doing 
nothing than play the part to which he had been 
cast. in reality it is one of the most important 
personages of the drama, but from Mr. Henley’s 
comments it is inferred that he did not wish to 
play second to Mr. Tearle.

Mrs. Langtry is spoxen of in the letter to which 
I referred as being in Paris, and nearly every 
night visiting the Comédie Francaise and employ- 
ing her afternoons in driving upon the Houle- 
vard. Mrs. Langtry, it will be seen, is ** study- 
ing’ again. The mental strain upon people who 
prepare themselves for the stage is not often un- 
derstooG at its fullest extent. The preparation of 
M. Sardou’s new play, called ** Théodora,”’ is said 
to be causirg little excitement, owing to the 
general stagnation of the city. In ordinary 
times a play by Sardou, in which Miss Bernhardt 
was to play the leading réle, would be almost the 
only topic of conversation.

Cleveland desired information relating to the 
duties hitherto performed by the Captain of the 
Port and the Harbor Masters, to be used in his 
message to the Legislature. The Commissioners 
ordered that the necessary information be sent. 
C.F. Southmaya, attorney for the Astor estate, 
wrote to the Commissioners some time ago for 
permission to fill up property on Cromwell's 
Creek, above One Hundred and Sixty-first- 
street, 80 as to make that the head of the naviga- 
ble water of the ereek. The Commissioners yes- 
terday received the Corporation Counsel's opin- 
ion, for which they had asked, stating that he 
did not deem it advisable for them to grant the 
permission, as it would lay the city open to suits 
for damayes from those whose waterway was in- 
terfered with. the Commissioners accordingly 
refused to grant the permission. The engineer 
of the department was directed to ascertain and 
report whiat piers could be made available tor 
the dumping of snow by the Strect-cleaning 
Bureau. 





NEBRASKA GRAIN AND HOG CHOLERA. 

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 17.—Reports from 35 
counties in this State compiled by the Republic- 
an concerning the effect of the recent reduction 
in railroad rates on the price of grain show that 
while the reduction has not universally redound- 
ed to the benefit of the farmer yet it hada cer- 
tain salutary effect. Twenty-three counties re- 
port an increase in the price paid for corn, av- 
eraging about 2}4cents. Farmers in some cases, 
however, claim that on account of the over- 
abundant crop the cost of transportation is 
still exorbitant. Satisfaction is however ex- 
pressed that the roads should concede as much 
as they dia. 

Concerning the hog cholera in the same coun- 
ties, 15 counties report an epidemic cholera and 
10 its existence in a milder form. Twelve are 
thus far tree from the scourge. Sarpy County 
fares the worst, the total loss in that county 
being 70,000. No hogs are left in the county. 
The entire loss throughout the State from this 
source amounts well up in the hundred thousand 
dollars. ‘lhe disease is decidedly virulent, in- 
fectious in nature, and its character is so little 
understood that all attempts at a cure prove 
useless. In Lancaster County a numberof tape 
worms have been found in the heads of the dis- 
eased animals. The ravages of the plague are 
very exteusive and destructive, and it is hoped 
that efficacious remedies may soon be discovered. 





BOSTON’S BASEBALL CLUB. 
Boston, Dec. 17.—The Boston Baseball 
Association to-day elected the following officers: 
President—A. H. Soden; Treasurer—J. B. Bill- 
ings; General Manager—W,. H. Conant; Direct- 


ors—A. H. Soden, J. B. Billings, and W. BR. 
Conant. It was voted that the Directors be au- 
thorized to purchase land in Boston for a base- 
ball ground, which is now used by the corpora- 
tion, at a price not exceeding $100,000.

QUININE SELLING HIGHER. 
CO — 
THE PRICE ADVANCED SHARPLY BY SPECOU- 
LATION, 

The market for quinine has recovered 
very materially from the depressing effect of the 
recent sharp competition between foreign and 
domestic manufacturers, and the result is that 
there is now a greater demand for the article in 
this country than was ever betore known at this 
season of the year. 

Under the influence of the cutting process in- 
troduced by Mr. Boehringer the price of quinine 
in this country was forced down to 88 cents an 
ounce, with 5 cents off for cash, leaving the 
minimum cost to wholesale dealers 78 cents. 
This was the lowest price ever reached, the 
next lowest being in 1860, when quinine was 
sold for ashort time at $1 12 an ounce, but it 
quickly recovered, and a fair average price since 
that time has been considered to be from $2 to 

$2 25>. Ernst Boebringer, of the great manu- 
facturing firm at Mannheim, sailed for Germany 
on Dec. 10. He told an intimate friend that he 
bad mude contracts during his stay in this coun- 
try for the sale of from 50,000 to 60,000 ounces of 
German quinine, most of it for January and 
February delivery, and most of it at the lowest 
price, 78 cents. 

The departure of Mr. Boehringer was the signal 
for an increase in the price of the American 
article, which had been reduced to meet the cuts 
made by the foreign manufacturers. On Thurs- 
day last, the day after Boehringer sailed, Powers 
& Weightman, the largest manufacturers of 
the drug in this country, advanced the price of 
their article from $0 to 95 centsan ounce. On 
Monday the price was again raised to $1 05, and 
at that tigure it wasstationa y yesterday, and 
Powers & Weightman were by no means anx- 
ious to secure ordersatthe price. Speaking of 
the rise, a gentleman who was for years 
identified with the manufacture of German 
guinine, said yesterday: ‘*The price of the 
raw material has advanced in Loudon 2 per 
cent. The owners of the bark have been com- 
plaining for a long time that they did not get 
high evough prices to pay them for raising it. 
Now they are taking advantage of the necessi- 
ties of the Mannheim firm, which has these large 
contracts on its hands, and are putting up the 
price of the raw material. The immediate result 
of the advance in the price has been the creation 
of an extraordinary demand for the drug. While 
it was at its lowes: point nobody wanted it; now 
everybody is running after it, speculators, deal- 
ers, and consumers, but the demand is undoubt- 
edly in the main speculative.” 

It was announced among the trade yesterday 
that Powers & Weightman were refusing to fill 
more than 25 per cent. of the orders which were 
fiowing in upon them from all over the country. 
The agent in this city declined to say anything 
fur publication about the business of his house, 
except to deny emphatically that any such arbi- 
trary ruleas refusing to fill more than 25 per 
cent, of an order had been made. A gentleman 
who understands a good deal about the business 
a & Weightman was more communi- 
cative. 

* The house,” he said, **could not begin to fil 
all the orders it is now receiving, and if it could, 
it would be the poorest kind of business policy 
todoso. Its main object in advancing the price 
of quinine was to eheck the speculative demand, 
which has threatened to exceed all bounds. As 
an instance, toshow you that this demand is 
purely speculative, Isawa letter from a retail 
country druggist, who has been in the habit of 
ordering 5and 10 ounces of quinine at a time, 
calling for 500 ounces. The. house, as I under- 
stand it, uses its own discretion in filling orders, 
taking into uccount the amount of the article it 
has to meet the demand. The orders of some 
customers are filled in full, others are filled to 
the amount of 75 per cent., and others in propor- 
tion—some not being filled at all. There is no 
arbitrery rule in the matter whatever.” 

W. A. Gellatly, of the tirm of W. H. Schieffelin 
& Co., speaking of the speculation in quinine 
and its causes said: ** The advance in price was 
undoubtedly made because Powers & Weignht- 
man could not produce enough of the drug to 
meet the demand, which they had been supply- 
ing at prices very near to cost under the pres- 
sure of the foreign competition. I do not be- 
lieve that the price will go much higher; neither 
do 1 think that it will sink again to the low fig- 
ures which recently prevailed. The probability 
is that it will fluctuate slightly. The demand 
now is almost wholly for speculation, and it 
could not possibly be for consumption at this 
season of the year. There is a fight, too, be- 
tween the producers of the bark and the manu- 
facturers, and bark sold much higber in London 
yesterday than at the last sale. Of course, this 
tact adds to the cost of manufacture, and must 
have an influence in determining the future 
price of quinine. Still I do not think it will ad- 
vance much more.” 





A DESPERATE BURGLAR. 


BREAKING FROM AN OFFICER AFTER BEING 
HELD IN COURT. 

Shortly before midnight on Tuesday 
John F, Fisher, a machinist, living at No. 352 
Fourth-avenue, while passing through Sixth- 
avenue noticed John Benson, a negro, standing 
with his back toward_one of the large windows 
of Simpson, Crawford & Simpson’s store, No. 
307 Sixth-avenue. His movements were regurded 
as suspicious, and Fisher watched him, while he 


kept under cover. He saw Benson suddenly 
give a backward kick with his right hell, smash- 
ing a pane of giass in the window. He had 
waited until an elevated railroad train wus pass- 
ing so that the noise of the breaking glass was 
drowned by the passing train. As Benson thrust 
his hands through the broken window with the 
intention of stealing a valuable sealskin sacque, 
Fisher appeared upon the scene and gave an 
alarm. Lewis Ross, the watchman in the store, 
came out, and with Fisber permene Benson, who 
had taken to his heels without having secured 
any plunder. They overtook him and gave him 
into custody of Patrolman Smith, of the Twen- 
ty-ninth Precinct. ‘The negro’s hands were cut 
und bleeding. He was locked up at the West 
Thirtieth-street police station, and yesterday 
morning was arraigned betore Justice O’Reilly, 
at the Jefferson Market Police Court. 

Col. Tracy, the chief clerk, drew up a com- 
plaint of burglary against him, He was called 
into the examination room to sign his formal 
examination. He said that he was 33 years of 
age, a native of this city, a waiter by occupa- 
tion, and lived at No. 214 West T'wenty-ninth- 
street. When he had signed his name to the ex- 
amination paper he fell to the floor in an epilep- 
tic fit, and was only revived after he had been 
vigorously douched with cold water. The ne- 
growas then taken into the court room and 
after being arraigned before the magistrate was 
committed for trial in default of $2,000 bail. As 
he was being taken into the prison he broke 
away from Officer Smith, who had him by the 
collar, and, leaving his coatinthe hands of the 
>oliceman, sprang through the prison door into 
Vest Tenth-street. He ran at the top of his 
speed into Greenwich-avenue, and was pursued 
by the policeman. The fugitive took refuge in 
an alleyway at No. 32 Greenwich-avenue, where 
he was overhauled and rearrested. He was con- 
veyed safely into the prison and locked up in a 
cell,

GOLD IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—A special dis- 
patch to the Times says: **‘ Equinunk,in Wayne 
County, on the Delaware, the home of State Sen- 
ator Nelson, is greatly agitated over the discoy- 
ery of gold. For many months a farmer by the 
name of Daney, whom the neighbors have 
pleased to denominate a crank, has labored 
blasting rock from a mine, using an ox team for 
hoisting power, and an old-fashioned fanning 
mill to drive out the smoke. A short time ago 
his search was rewarded by finding the precious 
metal. A specimen of the ore, assayed in 
New-York, showed a yield of $7 20 per ton. 
The country surrounding Equinunk, formerly 
heavily timbered. has long since been shorn of 
this product, and the land being poorly adapted 
to agricultural purposes the now idle lumber- 
men hail with delight the prospects that under- 
neath their rugged mountain possessions lie hid- 
den treaseres that may bring them untold 
wealth. Though the metal has not been found 
in paying quantities, lands in the vicinity of 
Daney’s mine are already held at fabulous 
prices.

THE LAST OF THE BLAINE LIBEL SUIT. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Dee. 17.—In the United 
States court to-day the solicitors for the com- 
plainants in the chancery suit of John C. Shoe- 
makerand the Indianapolis Sentinel Company 
against James G. Blaine filed the following: 

** The said defendant herein, James G. Blaine, 
of Maine, having voluntarily dismissed his suit 
at law against the complainants in this suit, and 
there being no longer any necessity for the dis- 
covery prayed for, the complainants do now dis- 
miss said bill.” b 

This action terminates the litigation entirely. 
It is said that Mr. Blaine’s counsel were yester- 
day induced to strike out the part of their mo- 
tion to dismiss which made the reasons a part 
thereof by learning that Judge Woods under 
no consideration would allow the letter to be 
spread upon tbe record, because he believeda 
fair and impartial hearing of the evidence in the 
ease could be had, and he regarded Mr. 
Biaine’s statement to the contrary as an imputa- 
tion upon the court.

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THE OHIO ELECTION INVESTIGA- 
TION BEGUN. 

SEVERAL WITNESSES TESTIFY TO THE BAD 
CHARACTER AND CONDUCT OF MARSHAL 
WRIGHT'S DEPUTIES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The special com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. Springer, of Illinois; 
Van Alstyne, of New-York, and Stewart, of Ver- 
mont, appointed to investirate the alleged mis- 
conduct of Marsha! Wright in the Ohio election 
last October, held its first public meeting this 
morning, Dr. R. B. Bradford, a resident of Cin- 
cinnati, but temporarily residing in Washington, 
testified that he was in Cincinnati on the day of 
election and several days previously. He over- 
looked a riot in the Plum-street district, but was 
not near enough to know who were the aggres- 
sors. He heard a good many pistol shots, but 
did not know from whom they emanated. He 
heard persons say that decent people would not 
go to the polls in that district to vote. He did 
not know whether tne Deputy Marshals took 
part in the riot. He had heard so, however. There 
were a great number of persons in the city who 
were strangers there. There were a great many 
unemployed negroes standing around the streets, 
and he was told that they were Kentucky negroes, 

Frank P. Morgan, a newspaper reporter of 
Washington, testified to being in Cincinnati on 
election day. He remained nearly all day near 
the United States Marshal’s office. He saw sev- 
eral men from Washington there acting as 
Deputy Marsbals and wearing metal badges. 
They were Moses Wright, John Wright, and 
James Donnelly. Witness paid them a social 
call in the evening, and they produced bulldog 
pistols, which were a part of their equip- 
ment. They got their instructions from Lot 
Wright first, and were afterward drilled 
by Pension Detective Rathbone. Rathbone, 
it is generally understood, charge 
of the imported talent—gentlemen who 
bad been summoned by the Republican National 
Committee to Cincinnati, as they said, to see a 
faircount. One of the gentlemen whom he had 
named told him that there bad been 2,400 
Deputy Marshals appointed. Witness visited 
a voting precinct in tne Fourth Ward, and saw 
a good ueal of fighting. The Deputy Marshals 
appeared to be overbearing, insolent, and in- 
suiting. They were hard looking characters, 
and seemed to be selected from the worst classes. 
This seemed to be a black ward from the great 
preponderance of colored men there who 
went around swinging pistols as a police- 
man would swing his billy. The efforts 
of the Deputy Marshals tended rather 
to break the peace than to keep it. A week be- 
fore the election there had been a convention of 
colored Odd Feliows in Cincinnati, and witness 
met a prominent Georgia colored man named 
Pledger, who told him that while he was in the 
city ostensibly to attend the convention his real 
object was to carry the election. In reply toa 
question by Mr. Van Alstyne, witness said he 
believed that 99 out of 100 of the Deputy Mar- 
shals were roughs. They looked dissipated and 
capable of intimidating decent people. : 

Hiram T. Doyle, who was present in Cincinnati 
onelection day as correspondent of the Wash- 
ington Sunday Herald, testified to ‘the bad ap- 
peurance of the Deputy Marshals, He thought 
they kepta great many respectable men from 
the pols, and their presence gave rise to a feel- 
ing of insecurity. 

0. P. C. Clark, Commissioner of Pensions, was 
called and sworn, but as he had not had time to 
comply with the order of the committee to bring 
certain papers with him, his examination was 
postponed until to-morrow.

THE PURSUIT OF HOWGATE. 
SECRETARY LINCOLN SAYS HE HAS BEEN 
BALKED BY THE PRESS, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—It was ascertained 
at a late hour last night that the person who 
surreptitiously opened Lieut. Greely’s desk at 
the Signal Office, and copied the private letters 
to Lieut. Greely from H. W. Howgate, was 
Sergt. Otto Holtnorth, of the Signal Corps, who, 
it is said, bad long believed that other Signal 
Service officers were connected, directly or 
indirectly, with Howgate’s frauds, and who, 
after he had rified Lieut. Greely’s desk, was 
sent by the Secretary of War in search 
of Howgate. In reply to inquiries, Secretary 
Lincoln said toa reporter to-day: ‘I did send 
Sergt. Holtnorth in search of Capt. Howgate. I 
have invariably sent some one after him when- 
ever I had a reasonably good clue to follow; but 
you may say that the recent publications in this 
matter have made it useless for me to continue 
at present the search. and that I believe they 
were made in the interests of Howgate. I have 
been balked by the press.” 

“Did Lieut. Greely give you all the informa- 
tion in his possession ?”’ 

*“* He gave all that was necessary,’ was the re- 

ly. “ The second letter to Greely, asking fora 

oan, contained no information as to his 

whereabouts that was notin the first, andthat he 
did not inform me of its receipt was a matter of 
no consequence. I was unable at the time to 
make use of the Greely information, but when 
Sergt. Holtnorth came to me and told me he had 
seen a letter from Howgate, which now appears, 
as I did not before know, to be the one to Greely. 
I tonnd I bad in him a man who was thoroughly 
familiar with Howgate’s handwriting, and who. 
for other reasons as well, could be utilized in 
following the clue, andso he was ordered to go 
in search of Howgate. 

“It is intimated,’ suggested the reporter, 
6g thet Lieut. Greely was an accomplice of How- 
gate?’ 

*T had had no such suspicions in the matter,”’ 
replied the Secretary, * but Lieut. Greely was 
unfortunate in allowing his own name to be used 
as viving out information which was rendered 
useless by a published, and if he is correctly 
reported in making a remark as to his age oon 4 
for and willingness to assist Howgate, whic 
implied that he regarded him as an unfortunate 
man rather than an escaped criminal, I say that 
was unfortunate, in that it tends to give color 
to the suspicion of friendship felt and aid ren- 
dered to Howgate by persons formerly with him 
in the Signal Service. I do not refer to the Chief 
Signal Officer, who has made every effort in his 
power to have Howgate punished.” 

“Then there is no suspicion of Greely’s com- 
plicity with Howgate beyond that alleged to ba 
held by the man who saw Greely’s letters ?” 

‘None that I know of,” replied the Secretary. 
“*Sergt. Holtnorth gave me no idea that he 
suspected any particular person of complicity 
with Howgate, and it did not occur to me that 
the Jetter he had seen was the one to Lieut, 
Greely; indeed, he so described the letter he had 
seen as to make it necessarily another letter.”’ 

Lieut. Greely said emphatically to a reporter 
of the Evening Star this afternoon, when _ his at- 
tention was called to the rumored snspicion of 
his complicity with Howgate, that no such inter- 
pretation could be placed upon the communica- 
tions he had received from Howgate. ** My rep- 
utation and all my actions refute any such sus- 
picion, put besides, it is well known that my 
work in the Signal Service has been entirely of 
a scientific nature, and I never had any 
connection with the property or financial 
branch of the service. My present financial con- 
dition is another proof. Had I been implicated 
with Howgate I undoubtedly would have been 
able to make the paltry loan he requested. 
When I received the first letter from Howgate [ 
informed the Secretary of War, and I did not in- 
form him of the second one because it contained 
no additional information. I did not reply to 
Howzgate, but simply wrote to his daughter.”

TESTIMONY FOR SWAIM. 
A WITNESS WHO CONTRADICTED HIMSELF 


TOO MANY TIMES. 


Wasuington, Dec. 17.—In the Swaim 


court martial to-day the cross-examination of 
Mr. Humphrey was continued without eliciting 
anything material. After proceeding for scme 
time it was suspended to permit the witaess to 
examine his books. Seth A. Terry was then re- 
called by the Judge-Advocate for further cross- 
examination. He was questioned as to his 
recollection of the interview between Bate- 
man and Swaim, testified to by him yester- 
day, and as to his visits to Bateman’s bank 
or Swaim’s business, but he made no ma- 
temal modification of his yesterday's statements. 
The principal part of the examination, and one 
which proved to be highly sensational, was 
directed to impeaching the credibility of the 
witness. Under the close questioning of the 
Judge-Advocate the witness stated that he was 
formerly Secretary of the Territorial Land and 
Building Association of this city, and severed 
his connection with that association upon a con- 
fession by him of a shortage in his accounts; 
that he was indicted for embezzlement, but was 
never tried, the District Attorney having in- 
formed him that there was no _ case 
against him, because the association was 
not incorporated under the laws of the District 
of Columbia, and that the amount of the embez- 
zlement was $24,000. In answer to inquiries by 
Gen. Grosvenor, of counsel for the defense, the 
witness said that he had not embezzled any 
money, and that the charge was brought against 
him to blackmail him. Hesaid that one of the 
Directors of the association told his attorney 
that they proposed to have blood or moner. 
and he added that he had no doubt _that H. B. 
James, the head of the Customs Division in 
the Treasury De ment, was instrumental in 

ursuing him with this charge and bringing 
t into this court. Previously to his examina- 
tion on this point the witness oad admitted that 
one of the recommendations on which he was 
appointed to a clerkship in the office of the 
Judge-Advocate-General was from Gen. Swaim. 
He now testified that his application for appoint- 
ment was accompanied by letters from 50 to 75 
prominent persons, among others Gen. Howard, 
Minister Langston, and Mr. Le Duc, then Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. He said that all of 
these people knew of the circumstances attend- 
ing his indictment for embezziement; that he 
had told them all about it. 

Howard T. Bell, of New-York, a broker, was 
the next witness called by the defense. He was

J. H. Day, a witness called by Judge Lawrence, 
said he believed Mr. Barker wrote the fraudu- 
lent claim, He thought himself competent to 
judge, although not an expert judge of different 
handwritings. 

** Didn’t you say that if 1 came into your room 
you would throw me out of the window?” 
asked Mr. Barker. 

** No, Sir; Isaid you was a —— scounarel, a 
beat, and a liar, and if you spoke to me I would 
knock you down. You went through the cor- 
ridors telling clerks that you would use your in- 
fiuence to retain them in position.”

ests, and, lastly, the board was opposed to the 
assessment of school children or their parents 
for benevolent objects of any sort.

A SIMOOM IN BELLEVILLE 
THE CHINESE LAUNDRYMEN EN- 
GAGE IN A SMALL RIOT. 

THE TROUBLE WHICH FOUR PAIR OF LUNGS 
CREATED BY HIS FAILURE TO PROPERLY 
MANIPULATE A SHIRT BOSOM. 

Superintendent George W. Cummings, 
of Casebolt’s laundry, at Belleyille, N. J., has 
reached the conclusion that Chinese labor is not 
all his fancy painted it, for on Tuesday evening 
the Chinamen inthe laundry struck work and 
introduced a reign of terror into Mr. Cum- 
mings’s bosom. Belleville is a riparian village 
which maintains a struggling existence about 
two miles from Newark. The Casebolt laundry 
isat once the pride and anxiety of the village. 
It is just across the river from the station of the 
Erie Railway, and oceupiesa large space. In it 
labor daily 135 white men and women and 60 
Chinese. The Celestials are engaged in the iron- 
ing department, where they are monarchs of all 
they survey, as the whites decline to labor in 
theircompany. The greater part of them are 
employed in one room, and nearly all of them 
haye been in the laundry since 1871. Near the 
laundry building they have a three-story brick 
building, in which they live like a swarm of 
ants, as happily as they could in a Mott-street 
tenement. They rent these quarters from their 
employers, and feed themselves. 

During the last dozen years strikes have been 
numerous among them, but, as they were all on 
questions of wages, they have been settled with- 
out any serious trouble. Much of the success of 
their employers in handling them was due to the 
influence of one Charley Ming, an aged Celestial, 
who could talk English well, and acted as an in- 
terpreter. Charley, however, fell ill about three 
months ago, and finding that hig malady—con- 
sumption—was not likely to be checked while in 
the atmosphere of Belleville, he deputed his 
duties to his nephew, Ah Lung, and set sail for 
China. Ah Lung is youthful and his smile is 
bland, but he is not among the Confucian 
prophets and his influence is smal]. Since Char- 
ley’s departure there has been more or less dis- 
content among the Chinamen. They have only 


waited for an excuse to raise a little simoom in 
Belleville. They are yery clannish, and any 
affront to one of their number is resented by all. 

These Chinese rejoice in names that dislocate 
the teeth of rash Americans who attempt to pro- 
nounce them. Hence Mr. Cummings hit upon 
the happy plan of numbering them, and he has 
One Lung, Two Lungs, Three Lungs, and so on 
up to Chin Lung, which means too many Lungs 
to enumerate. he person who was the imme- 
diate cause of Tuesday's trouble was a Celestial 
who rejoices in four pair of lungs, or, in other 
words, No.8. Hes neither beautiful nor good. 
The fawny skin of his face is frescoed with 
freckles, and his eyes are blessed with the rarest 
kind of obliquity, inasmuch as they slantin op- 
posite ways. Those who admire his eyes 
call him ‘ Goog,” while those 2 his 
complexion call him ‘* Polka Dots.” e prefers, 
however, to be known as Four Pair of Lungs. 
¥. P. Lungsisnotagoodironer. Heisaltogether 
too eager to reach the end of his task, and so he 
frequently decorates shirt bosoms with plaits 
that the maker never dreamed of. Many times 
Mr. Cummings. aided by Charley Ming and Ah 
Lung, has instructed No. 8 that shirt bosoms 
were intended by nature to he smooth, and that 
no man could be expected to possess his soul in 

atience if he found a map of Asia exhibited on 

is breast. F. P. Lungs would nod his head and 
remark in the choicest pigeon English that it 
was “‘ allee litee.” 

On Tuesday evening he had plowed several in- 
artistic furrows in the bosom of a dress shirt, 
when Mr. Cummings approached and reasoned 
with him. No.8 became excited, and crushing 
the shirt in his hands rendered it a tit subject for 
the washtub. Thereupon Mr. Cummings prompt- 
ly discharged him. Ah Lung explained to the 
assembly what had happened, and a hideous 
shriek arose. The 60 Chinamen threw down 
their irons with a tremendous noise and depart- 
ed from the building. They went to their 
quarters and held a council of war. few 
moments later they issued forth, armed with 
hammers, tongs, long-handled saucepans,, 
and other war-like instruments. Then they 
made for the laundry and rushed into it. 
Mr. Cummings gazed into their faces and there 
saw unpleasant expressions. He felt that he 
was about to be ruined by Chinese cheap labor. 
So he girded up hisloins and ran. He did not 
pause to take breath until he was in the yard of 
the Jersey City Water Power Works. There he 
found a valiant preserver in George Beatty, the 
watchman. Beatty once served on the Newark 
police, and is the proud possessor of an old blue 
coat, adorned with brass buttons. and an omi- 
nous club. Armed with these insignia of au- 
thority he had often awed the innocent Celes- 
tials, Hastily procuring them, he sallied forth as 
Cummings dashed into the yard, and the China- 
men, seeing him, turned cue and fied, shouting 
* P’leecee! p’leecee !”” 

Mr. Cummings was at first inclined to have 
them arrested, but he relented, and was ready to 
allow them to return to their Ixbors yesterday 
morning. They were not ready to return, how- 
ever, and remained in their quarters. Mr. Case- 
bolt and Mr. Cummings both declared that there 
had been no trouble and would not be any more, 
but they kept a stalwart policeman—a real one— 
on the premises a]i day. Mr. Casebolt said that 
the Celestials were good workmen, but they 
were more expensive than white people and not 
s0 easy to manage. Hecould not say definitely 
what he would do with the Chinamen. ae

impression is abroad in Belleville that he will 
part company with his tawny workmen very 


soon. 

A visit to the quarters of the Chinamen failed 
to elicit any information. The Celestials had all 
the doors and windows shut and looked ugly. 
They appeared to be quite ready to eat a re- 
porter, and jabbered at bim in unintelligible 
pigeon English. They informed the reporter that 
he was *‘ too flesb” and was ** no goodee.” They 
also intimated that Mr. Casebolt was ‘‘ welly 
culio,” and that they would be permitted to re- 
turn to work “chop chop.” One remark which 
was smeared all over their conversation was ‘‘allee 
samee, p’leeceeman no catchee.” The amount 
ot intelligence which is distributed among them 
may be gathered from the statement of the sta- 
tion agent, who said that when he first began to 
sel) excursion tickets to thie city he could not in- 
duce the Chinamen to buy them. ‘“‘“Goto New- 
Yorkee 25 centee,” said they, ‘come backee 10 
ecentee? No, conductel puttee off, no pay 25 
centee backee. ‘T'weuty-five centee come backee 
allee samee go.” 

Mr. Cummings, it was reported yesterday, had 
written tor Charley Ming to come back from 
China as soon as he was well enough to sit up 
and take rice with a chopstick.

It would be a very fitting termination 
to the Blaine-Mahone movement of the 
past year in Virginia if its minor repre- 
sentative in the Senate should succeed in 
defeating the confirmation of Mr. McCuL- 
LOCH as Secretary of the Treasury. The 
Secretary is honored by the opposition of 
thisman. He is everything as a financier 
which RIDDLEBERGER is not—able, experi- 
enced, sagacious, and honest, and he 
is attacked for precisely these quali- 
ties. If, as is not impossible, the im- 
placable jealousy of Mr. BLAINE is back 
of the insignificant politician from Vir- 
ginia, the latter may be successful, but the 
responsibility will not lie with the Sena- 
tor, nor even with the ruined adventurer 
inspiring him, but withthe Senators who 
shall stoop to aid him. And we may add 
that whatever harm may come from such 
a result will not affect the honorable and 
distinguished Secretary of the Treasury, 
nor the President, but the Republican 
Party, which, in its present condition, 
might well be spared any further experi- 
ences of this sort. 





It is strange that the Interior Depart- 
ment knows nothing about a lease of three 
million acres of the Crow Indian Reser- 
vation in Montana by ‘a syndicate of 
Colorado capitalists” for one cent an acre, 
especially when it is remembered that 
Mr. TELLER has a large acquaintance in 
Colorado, and when it is said that the 
negotiators of the lease were Indian 
agents. The Senate recently provided for 
an investigation concerning similar leases 
in the Indian Territory, but it has been 
said that the inquiry will not be made 
until next Summer. It seems to us that 
it should be made now, so far as it can be 
made in Washington, and should not be 
postponed to serve as an excuse for a 
junketing excursion. 











The House wrestled vigorously during 
nearly the whole of yesterday’s session with 
the tremendous question of whether Con- 
gress should regulate the treatment of 
colored people on inter-State railways, 
and if so, how? There were many speeches 
made on both sides, and there was the 
usual display of buncombe and wrig- 
gling. The Democrats, on the whole, 
made the worst showing, because 
they tried to present the appearance 
of entire respect for the equal rights of 
the colored race while expressly permit- 
ting the railroad companies to exclude 
them from a portion of their cars on ac- 
count of their color. The average South- 
ern Democrat frankly avowing and de- 
fending his prejudices is a much more re- 
spectable figure than the same man trying 
to deny those prejudices while indulging 
them. The incident throws a good deal 
of light on the difficulty of regulating 
such minute affairs by Congress. 














We hope some good friend of Mr. 
Evarts will dissuade him from writing a 
letter defining his views on the tariff. It 
is not a subject with which he is familiar, 
and he will probably overdo the thing. 
Should he announce himself now as a 
‘yank protectionist, in favor of a horizon- 


‘ta] raising of the tariff. his letter micht. 





be called up to his annoyance when pub- 
lic opinion,-as it doubtless will before the 
expiration of his term should he be the 
successful aspirant, shall compel the rad- 
ical cutting down of the war taxes. We 
do not mean to imply that it would give 
Mr. EvarTs any great trouble to change 
his views and take the other side. As a 
successful lawyer he has, of course, had 
to do that very often. Wemerely wish to 
spare him the unnecessary bother of writ- 
ing the letter and the momentary embar- 
rassment which it might cause him two or 
three years hence to say that it was writ- 
ten in the heat and haste of the Senato- 
rial canvass and not ripely considered in 
its bearing upon future events. 








When Secretary FoLGEer, in 1882, ac- 
cepted the Republican nomination for 
Governor he led a forlorn hope. His let- 
ter of acceptance showed that he appre- 
ciated the position in which he had been 
placed, and that he felt it to be a duty 
which he owed to his party not to shrink 
from the ordeal. To the late Mr. HucH 
J. Hastines, for whose support he was 
grateful, Secretary FoLGErR wrote a letter 
explaining fully his part in the campaign 
that resulted so disastrously. The letter 
was preserved with care by Mr. HasTINGs, 
who recognized its political value. He be- 
queathed it by will among his other public 
papers. It seems, however, that the letter 
has disappeared, and a careful inquiry 
seems to show that none of Secretary FoL- 
GER’s professed opponents of 1882 had ac- 
cess to it. Inquiry as to the fate or pres- 
ent whereabouts of this letter may lead to 
some interesting results. 








Twelve of the peers of SULLIVAN and 
GREENFIELD have decided that those per- 
sons observed the spirit and the letter 
of Judge BaRRETT’s instructions. That 
magistrate himself seemed to have some 
doubt upon the matter, but it must have 
been dispelled by SULLIVAN’s explanation 
that GREENFIELD’s eye was blackened, 





not by a_ blow, but by a _ casual 
collision of heads. Judge BaRreETT’s 


instructions to pugilists are much the 
same as Hamlet’s to the players. Even 
in the torrent, tempest, and he may say 
whirlwind, of their passion they must ac- 
quire and beget a temperance that will 
give it smoothness. Perhaps WALTON’S 
receipt for the treatment of a worm would 
be equally applicable. The true boxer 
must knock a man out as though he loved 
him. There is little danger that SULLIVAN 
and GREENFIELD will violate the spirit of 
this injunction in future, and not much 
that, if they do not, their mild and ami- 
able sparring matches ‘‘for honors” will 
draw any crowds. 








MR. BECK’S FORLORN HOPE. 

Senator Beck, of Kentucky, is an abie 
man. No one doubts it, and he as little as 
any one else. He is also a bold, bluff 
man, and when he has taken it into his 
head to advocate a principle or a policy he 
does it with directness and courage. He 
is fond of a fight, and when he encount- 
ers opposition he delights, in his own 
phrase, ‘‘to take the bull by the horns.” 
With a good cause and a well-selected po- 
sition this isa sort of tactics which is 
often successful and always more or less 
admirable. . But there are occasions on 
which it is well to remember that the 
horns belong to the bull. 

One of the occasions when this reflec- 
tion would have been of value to the chiv- 
alric Scotchman arose on Tuesday, when 
Mr. Breck plunged into a valiant defense 
of the coinage of silver, assailed Senator 
SHERMAN for his course regarding it while 
in the Treasury Department, and an- 
nounced that within ‘‘sixty days” the 
men who had defeated the silver law 
would be driven from the other end of 
the avenue. So much of Mr. BECK’s re- 
marks as relates to the soundness of the 
silver law as a currency measure may 
be for the present dismissed. It is his 
misfortune that he shows the same tenaci- 
ty in defending an error that he does in 
sustaining the truth, and this quality 
keeps him in a position which all the most 
intelligent bimetallists in this country or 
abroad have long since abandoned. Were 
he less obstinate he would now join Mr. 
KELLtY, Mr. BuRCHARD, Mr. BUCKNER, 
and the chief advocates of silver in En- 
gland and in Europe, in conceding that the 
continued coinage of $28,000,000 of silver 
annually by the United States, at the pre- 
posterous ratio of sixteen to one, is the 
most serious obstacle to that agreement 
among financial nations without which 
bimetallism is absolutely hopeless. 

As to Mr. Beck’s citation of history, it 
may be said to be literally true, but to lead 
to wholly false conclusions. It is true that 
Mr. SHERMAN as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury so far showed unfriendliness to silver 
coinage that he had only two million dol- 
lars’ worth a month coined when he 
might have coined $4,000,000. But it is 
also true that Mr. SHERMAN strained every 
nerve to get the smaller amount into cir- 
culation, going quite to the verge of his 
legal authority, if not a little beyond it, 
in his efforts in this direction, and that he 
would have been very happy, if he 
could have circulated it, to coin 
the larger amount. Indeed, when we re- 
member the desperate contortions which 
Secretary SHERMAN underwent, and the 
ridicule he brought upon himself in trying 
to reconcile his duty as guardian of the 
national faith with his desire to make 
peace with the proprietors of silver 
mines and Rocky Mountain Senators, one 
is at a loss whether most to pity the ex- 
Secretary under Mr. BrEcxk’s lashing or 
to be satisfied that such unworthy tactics 
have subjected Mr. SHERMAN to just criti- 
cism from both sides. 

But it is Mr. Becx’s predictions that are 
of most interest. No doubt he really 
thinks that a Democratic Administration 
will include a Secretary of the Treasury 
who will sympathize with him as to sil- 
ver, who will direct the coinage of double 
the quantity of that unmanageable metal, 
and who, in the term of President CLEVE- 
LAND, will pile up five or six thousand 
tons of it in addition to the four thou- 
sand and over already in the vaults 
of the Treasury. If he were correct 
he would still find that the men who 
havo defeated the silver dollar law would 
be as strong as ever. and. indeed. far 





stronger. They are not at either end of 
Pennsylvania-avenue. They are all over 
the United States, and in every quarter 
of the globe. They are the millions of 
people everywhere who will not give 
a dollar’s worth of commodities or 
labor for eighty-three * cents’ worth 
of silver, even at the mandate 
of the Congress of the United States. 
They are the keen, selfish, experienced 
business men of the whole world, and 
particularly of the active Yankee Nation, 
who know their interests, and know how 
to maintain them, and against whom the 
whole Government is as helpless as a little 
child. Were President CLEVELAND to put 
Mr. Beck himself into‘the Treasury De- 
partment, with all his energy and enthu- 
siasm, the silver dollar law would be just 
as hopelessly and_ constantly defeated as 
it has been under ,Republican Adminis- 
trations. 

Moreover, Mr. BEcK is not good author- 
ity as to the intentions of the President- 
elect. There is not the slightest reason to 
suppose that Mr. CLEVELAND will put into 
the Treasury any man who would make 
his Administration untold trouble by 
adopting Mr. BEcK’s views on silver. Mr. 
CLEVELAND has, so far, been noted for the 
intelligence with which he has perceived, 
and the skill and fidelity with which he 
has put himself in harmony with, the 
progressive forces of American politics. 
He is not likely in so momentous a matter 
as this to try to defy and override those 
forces. 








THE NEW-ORLEANS FAIR, 


The exposition at New-Orleans cannot 
fail to be of great service to the Nation as 
a whole, and especially to the inhabitants 
of the Southern States and to their neigh- 
bors in Mexico and Central America. 
Differing in its nature, its aims, and its 
scope from the World’s Fair at Philadelphia 
and from the Atlanta Exhibition, it may 
be more beneficial in influence and results 
with reference to this Nation and this conti- 
nent than even the first of those enter- 
prises. The developing effect of the Philadel- 
phia Exhibition has been seen in the North 
rather than in the South. The beneficial 
influence of the Atlanta Exhibition was 
exerted in parts of the South. The New- 
Orleans fair, held on the southern bound- 
ary of the Republic at a port destined to 
become a most important station on the 
highway from the North and the South to 
Spanish America, and from the East to 
the Pacific slope, will tend not only to 
stimulate the industries of the South but 
also to bring our producers and consumers 
face to face with the people of Central 
and Southern America and to make our 
commercial intercourse with them more 
intimate. 


The development of the industries and 
natural resources of our Southern States 
is something greatly to be desired by all 
who see that national prosperity and a 
complete and enduring reconciliation of 
two sections once divided by war depend 
in great measure upon symmetrical and 
harmonious national growth. The close 
of the war found the South impoverished 
and confronted by great probléms relat- 
ing to labor, industry, and society. Un- 
der the new conditions many of the 
old methods could not survive. It was 
inevitable that in course of time there 
should be a new system of agriculture 
and a development of manufactures, and 
that natural resources should be re- 
vealed and utilized. Fortunately for the 
people there were in the South men who 
strove intelligently to hasten those changes 
which the new order of things required. 
The Atlanta Exhibition opened the eyes 
of the people of Georgia, as well as those 
of Northern capitalists, to the evils of the 
old agricultural methods, the wealth of 
the State’s mineral deposits, and the many 
opportunities for material advancement 
that had been neglected. The mines, the 
forests, the waterfalls, and the soil took 
on anew value. Thestimulating effect of 
that exhibition was felt in other States—in 
North Carolina, Alabama, Virginia, and 
Florida. Cotton mills were built, mines 
were opened, furnaces were started, new 
towns sprang up, and old ones grew rapid- 
ly. In September, 1883, it was shown that 
the assessed value of property in twelve 
Southern States had increased $640,000,000 
since the taking of the census. In Septem- 
ber last it was shown that in the preced- 
ing twelve months the assessed value had 
increased $205,000,000, while the rate of 
taxation had been reduced, and _ the 
amount of money expended for public 
education had in some places been doubled. 
Within ashort time iron made in Alabama 
has been’shipped to the{Northern markets. 
The immense coal fields that surround 
Birmingham are soon to give employment 
toa large population. In Georgia new 
methods of agriculture have supplant- 
ed the old, and are bringing to the 
farmer a security and a_ prosperity 
that he could not enjoy under the 
old plan. But ‘there are regions in the 
South where the stimulus has not been 
felt, where the earth’s treasures are 
allowed to slumber untouched, where 
manufactures do not yet exist, and where 
the old methods of agriculture still make 
the planter the slave of the money lender. 
The New-Orleans Exhibition will awaken 
the people in States and districts where 
the new industrial spirit has not yet ap- 
peared. 

An extensive display of the products of 
Mexico and the Central American States 
by the side of our own machinery, agri- 
cultural implements, and other manufact- 
ured goods will tend to show to people on 
both sides of the line the possibilities of 
international trade. If the exhibition 
shall meet the expectations of its promot- 
ers, its commercial value, from this point 
of view, will be very great. The 
recent negotiation of commercial treat- 
ies has directed public attention to 
the fact that we sell very little 
in Central American and South Amer- 
ican markets, or to the countries on 
the other side of the Pacific. In some 
way those markets should be opened to 
us. It is not probable that the work can 
or will be done by so-called reciprocal 
treaties. The exhibition may convince 
some persons that the prize can be won by 
a wise modification of our tariff laws. It 
will undoubtedly reveal to many the great 
value—not realized by them heretofore— 








of these markets that are now mainly sup- 
plied from Europe. . 

The exhibition will also be very useful 
in tightening the bonds that unite the 
North and the South. Every undertak- 
ing that brings the people of the North 
and the people of the South together and 
gives them a better knowledge of each 
other tends to produce national harmony 
and to remove distrust and prejudice that 
are born of ignorance. 








NEEDLESSLY ALARMED. 

The cable has conveyed to London the 
summary of the Nicaragua treaty, as pub- 
lished in THE Times the other day, and 
our London namesake has been moved 
thereby to make some very ridiculous 
remarks. It is not merely the set- 
ting aside of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty which excites the London Times 
to indignant protest, but ‘‘ the example 
afforded of one State purchasing the con- 
trol of such a waterway for its personal 
advantage, and not asa trustee for the 
benefit of the world.” ‘A navigable 
highway between the oceans,” says the 
Times, ‘‘is not a matter of sale and barter 
between a couple of States.” 

This is all very solemn, yet not without 
its mirthful aspects. There happens to be 
a historic precedent for the sale and barter 
of waterways, and Great Britain was one 
of the parties to the trade. We doubt 
whether the London Times has entirely 
forgotten that in 1875 Lord BEACONSFIELD 
—then BENJAMIN DisRAELI—purchased of 


the Khédive 176,602 of the 397,438 shares 


of the Suez Canal. These shares have 
ever since been held by Great 
Britain, making her the principal 
shareholder, and, with the shares owned 
by private persons in England, giving her, 
beyond doubt, the control of the stock. It 
is true that the French Directors outnum- 
ber England’s, but as the neutrality of the 
canal is guaranteed by a puppet of hers, 
the present Khédive, her control of this 
waterway between the seas is as complete 
as it could well be made. This important 
fact was recognized by the French Direct- 
ors in 1882 when they suddenly became 
very humble before England’s threats 
when she was seeking to enlarge her in- 
fluence in the directorate. 

With the Suez Canal thus in her own 
hands, what sort of a ‘ trustee” has En- 
gland been ‘‘ for the benefit of the world”? 
When the operations against ARABI were 
transferred from Alexandria to Tel-el- 
Kebir and Cairo, Admiral S—EyMouR coolly 
took possession of the entire canal with 
his war vessels, and the world’s merchant 
vessels were excluded during his pleasure. 
The United States surely can never go 
further than that. 

But our British friends have no occasion 
for alarm. The privileges of the United 
States in respect to the canal will not be 
abused to the detriment of the trade of 
Great Britain or of any other country. It 
is not as a base of war operations, but 
as a channel of trade and for the 
promotion of the peaceful pursuit of 
money-making by our citizens and 
those of all other nations, that the canal 
will be used if this Government controls 
it; and it is for peaceful uses exclusively 
that we wish it to be built. The one 
further condition must be that it shall 
not be used against us in time of war; 
and the United States is very firmly of 
the opinion that it needs no help from 
any quarter to secure these two ends. 

We presume that the London Times will 
discover that, as we have intimated, her 
Majesty’s Foreign Office is not altogether 
ignorant of the negotiations which have 
resulted in the drawing up of this new 
treaty; and if that be the case it may be 
safely surmised that some understanding 
has been reached about the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. In any case there can no 
longer be any doubt that if a Nicaragua 
canal is built the United States will con- 
trol it, and exclusively. 











KOSSUTH. 


The death of Louis Kossuta will re- 
vive in the minds of all Americans who 
a full generation ago were of an age to 
note passing events memories of the greet- 
ing which he received on these shores in 
1851. So warm and generous and general 
an impulse the Nation has felt but rarely 
since. 

There was everything in KossuTH’s 
character and situation to stimulate the 
warmth of public and private hospitality. 
The persecuted exile was a picturesque as 
well as a heroic figure. To the romantic 
charm of his personal history was added 
the romantic charm of his appearance 
and address. He had not only written 
and spoken in his native land for her 
cause, but he had fought and suffered 
for it also, and he came to appeal for it 
in America. He made his appeal with 
a mastery of the language of his 
hosts which no man_ brought to 
maturity in a foreign country has 
ever surpassed and very few have ever 
equaled. The slight strangeness of his use 
of English words emphasized the effect of 
his wonderful eloquence, as a slight for- 
eign accent is often an additional distinc- 
tion on the lips of a distinguished’ and 
cultivated man. Now that the enthusi- 
asm with which the still provincial and 
self-conscious New-York of 1851 roared its 
greeting to KossuTH, thirty-three years 
ago this month, has long passed away, one 
can re-create, in reading the reports of what 
he said, the generous excitement which 
his wordsevoked. It was an impractica- 
ble and an unwise thing that he asked 
of us, for it was nothing less than to 
overset the traditions of our Republic and 
to disregard the counsels of WASHINGTON. 
It was a Quixotic crusade to which he 
invited us, and nothing less than the per- 
sonal charm of the orator and the 
romantic attractiveness of his career 
would have availed to secure him. even a 
respectful hearing. But two very strong 
holds he had upon the American people. 
One was the appeal he made to them as 
an apostle in Europe of American ideas; 
for the independence of Hungary, in be- 
half of which he appealed to Ameri- 
can sympathy, was a cause which he 
likened, not without reason, to the cause 
in behalf of which the struggling Amer- 
ican Republic had successfully appealed 
seventy years before to the aid of France. 
Again it was asa publicist that he had

most conspicuously done and suffered for 
the cause of Hungary, and the appeal 
which he made to all Americans was 
especially direct and constraining when 
it was addressed to young and chivalrous 
American journalists. Most conspicuous 
among these was Henry J. RayMonpD, the 
founder of what was then the youngest 
of the New-York morning journals, for 
THE TIMES was barely three months old 
when KossutTH landed on Staten Island. 
By reports of KossuTH’s speeches, which 
were miracles of prompt accuracy then, 
and which would still be most creditable 
pieces of newspaper work, by editorial 
appeals, and by appeals in his own person, 
Mr. Raymonp did his utmost to forward 
the cause which the exile had visited 
America to promote. The speeches in 
which KossutH besought the United 
States to abandon in favor of Hun- 
gary the principle of abstaining from 
interference in the domestic politics of 
Europe which, up to that time, had 
scarcely been challenged, except in the 
similar case of Greece, were masterpieces 
of persuasive eloquence. Though they 
failed of their immediate object they 
brought from sympathetic Americans the 
means which the orator afterward em- 
ployed in organizing the abortive rising of 
1853. From these speeches one can readi- 
‘ly understand, and even sympathize with, 
the admiration which they excited, with- 
out being prepared to admit that the 
statesmen who kept their heads were in 
the wrong. 

KossutnH’s American journey, though 
but an episode in his career, is that part 
of it which gives his career an intimate 
interest even to Americans to whom the 


‘oratorical triumphs of the journey are 


known but by tradition. Without it he 
would be to us but a name. And, indeed, 
while this tour is unique in our annals, it 
is perhaps the most conspicuous triumph 
in the career of KossutH. As a political 
mission it failed, but its personal success 
was complete. Nobody who heard it has 
since forgotten what Rurus CHOATE then 
called the most mournful of human utter- 
ances, ‘‘ the eloquence of an expiring na- 
tionality,” as that eloquence fell from the 
lips of Louis Kossuta. 

Nor, indeed, were the labors of Kos- 
suTH fruitless. The result for which he 
wrought and fought did not come in the 
form which he proposed to himself as the 
goal of his endeavors, but it came. The 
peaceful and constitutional Hungary of 
to-day, the equal partner and not the de- 
spised bondwoman of Austria, would not 
have been but for the old man whose 
death is now announced. In the planning 
or in the execution of the national part- 
nership KossutH had no share and 
His gifts, brilliant and 
attractive as they were, were not the gifts 
by which States are founded or composed. 
The work of the political revivalists, of 
the Mazzinis and the Kossuths, is of 
little avail until it is given a practicable 
form by men more of this world than 
they, by the constructive statesmen, the 
Cavours and the Deaks, whose own 


. labors would in turn be in vain if the 


eloquent enthusiasts had not ‘aroused 
the spirit of nationality to which 
it is the province of the states- 
men to give form. Nevertheless the 
voice of one crying in the wilderness 
is heard to far times. The unpractical 
and hopeless apostles and martyrs of na- 
tionality remain among the most shining 
figures of the world’s history; and so long 
as Hungary is fit to be a nation, so long 
will the name of KossutH be honored 
within her borders. 








The letter from the French painter, M. 
J. L. Gtrome, which we give elsewhere, 
does not put the scandal of our 380 per 
cent. tariff on works of art in any new 
light, but it ought to touch protectionist 
hearts to see the simplicity with which he 
appeals to American love of fair play, 
conscience, and good sense. No one could 
better afford to call a meeting of artists 


to discuss the tariff and express himself 


against it by word and letter than M. Gf- 
ROME, for to his spirited teaching and 
broad, generous conception of art 
many of our younger painters owe their 
present excellence. There seems to have 
been more spite than statesmanship mani- 
fested in putting a crushing tariff on 
works of art against the earnest protest 
of native artists here and abroad, because 
the imports would necessarily fall and 
the revenue from this source suffer, while 
the two classes the change pretended 
to favor—the buyers and the home 
artists—were strongly opposed to it. 
Protection theorists seem to have 
done it without thorough  consul- 
tation with experts on the state of 
affairs in art matters, upon the general 
principle that any rise of the tariff any- 
where is a good thing. It is not likely 


that we shall have any general tariff legis- , 


lation this Winter, but may we not look 
for a removal of such ignorant and con- 
scienceless legislation as this? It is as fu- 
tile as an economical measure as it is dis- 
astrous and shortsighted as a permanent 
policy. 








1N FAVOR OF NATIONAL EDUCATION. 3 
Col. Dexter A. Hawkins, of the Union 
League Club Committee on Politcai Reform, 
invited a large number of gentlemen who favor 
national aid to education to meet at his resi- 
dence, No. 5 West Thirty-fourth-street, last 
evening. The meeting was attended by 
the Hon. William M. Evarts, the Rev. 
Dr. Roswell D. Hitchcock, William Wood, 
the Rev. Dr. S. Irenzeus Prime, George B, 


Butler, Col. Le Grand B. Cannon, the Rev. 
Robert Collyer, O. P. B. Billings, Edward H. 
Ammidown, the Rev. Dr. A. D. Mayo, Gen. 
George W. Palmer, Gen. G. N. Dunn, Cephas 
Brainerd, H. J. Scudder, H. H. Boody, and Gil- 
bert H. Comstock. Mr. H. H. Boody was 
chosen Chairman. Col. Hawkins stated that 
at the request of several leading Sena- 
tors and Representatives the meeting was 
called to express it as the sentiment of 
leading public and educational men of New- 
York City that the Senate bill for national aid to 
education should be passed by the House of 
Representatives. On motion of the Rev. Dr. 
Prise, resolutions to that effect were adopted, 
to be forwarded to every member of Congress. 
A committee was appointed to visit Washington 
and discuss the question before the House Com- 
mittee on Education. 








PROPOSED SOFT COAL POOI- 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—The necessity of 
some action to prevent the prices of soft coal 
“going all to pieces” next year, as the dealers 
express it, has resulted in several conferences 


between the railroad companies, with the view 
of pooling that portion of the production which 
is to be sent to tidewater. The companies inter- 
ested are the Pennsylvania, the Baltimore and 


Ohio, the Reading, ana the Lehigh Valley. Thus 
tar nothing has been accomplished, but it is very

OPERA AT THE METROPOLITAN. 
The representation of ‘Le Prophéte” 

given at the Metropolitan Opera House last 

evening is to be accounted the most complete 
and impressive that has been witnessed in this 
city during the last 15 years. Meyerbeer’s 
work has, in truth, had comparatively few 
performances within the memory of the pres- 
ent generation; it is not an opera that 
can be hastily brought out during the progress 
of a brief season, nor one that appeals to the 
masses like the picturesque ‘“ Huguenots” or 
the tuneful “ Trovatore.” The few renderings 
which have been listened to of late have been 
of slight importance, and the last time 

“Le Prophéte’” was sung, under the man- 

agement of Mr. Abbey, the representation 

attracted little attention owing to the feebleness 
of Fides and the absolute incapacity of John of 

Leyden. Without comparing yesterday’s pro- 

duction of “Le Prophéte” with its immediate 

predecessor, 1t may be reasserted that of all 
the renderings of the opera remembered 
by youthful and even middle-aged  lov- 
ers of music, it was incomparably the 
best. It was not, indeed, without slight blem- 
ishes. The singing of the Anabaptists was not 
always unimpeachably accurate in respect of in- 
tonation, the ballet was by no means as brilliant 
as it ought to have been, and the tendency of 
the conductor and artists to slacken the 
pace of the music was more than once 
injudiciously yielded to. But the worth 
of a representation that compels approval 
through an admirable Fides. a perfect Bertha, 
and an excellent John of Leyden, through an 
orchestra of uncommon proportions and unsur- 
passable efficiency, through a well drilled chorus, 


and through scenic attire of unusual ap- 
propriateness and beauty, is not  hkely 
to be seriously impaired by any trifling 


demerits, most of which, moreover, 
wili probably have disappeared when the opera 
is up for repetition. The late hour at which the 
curtain fell upon the last scene makes it impos- 
sible to deal with it as minutely as could be 

ished. Midnight had struck when John of 
eyden and his enemies perished in the 
flames of; their palace. It should be chron- 
icled that almost the whole audience — an 
enormous gathering, that filled the house from 
parquet to gailery—remained’ until the final 
scene; thisrecord of fact will indicate with suf- 
ficient clearness the interest and effectiveness of 
the performance. ‘“* Le Prophéte” is, of all 
Meyerbeer’s achievements, the one with which 
the company of the Metropolitan is best 
fitted to cope. The influence of Italian 
composers is less perceptible in the opera than 
in ** Robert’? and “The Huguenots,” and al- 
though “ Le Prophéte” suffers from no scarcity 
of melodious numbers, it is clear that Meyer- 
beer placed greater dependence upon the elo- 
quence of lyric declamation, upon the theatrical 
effect of contrasted characters, and upon the 
symphonic richness of his instrumentation than 
upon the sensuous charm of a series of 
detached pieces. Hence the special aptitude of 
the artists now under engagement at the Metro- 
politan to the work assigned them last evening. 
Friiulein Brandt’s Fides, Frau Schroeder-Hanf- 
staengl’s Bertha, and Herr Schott’s John of Ley- 
den ,were three personations remarkable alike 
tor clearness and thoroughness of concep- 
tion and for sincerity, force, and finish of 
presentation. If one of the three singers 
can besaid to havesurpassed the others, this 
very high praise should be awarded Friiulein 
Brandt. Her portrayal of Fides was equally 
good in a histrionic and in a lyric sense. 
Her first interview with John, in which 
her gratitude for her son’s sacrifice of his be- 
trothed finds utterance in the lovely arioso, 
** An! mon fils!” her pathetic appeal at the be- 
ginning of the fourth act, when asking alms in 
the streets of Miinster, and the trying scene 
in the cathedral, when she first recognizes 
and then denies her son, were acted with 
infinite feeling and with a mastery of the 
methods of expression be foreign to the ex- 
ponents of Italian art. The music of the part, it 
should be added, lies well within the range of 
Friiulein Brandt’s voice, and no atom of its 
charm was lostin her delivery of its measures. 
Frau Schroeder-Hanfstaeng] sang Bertha’s num- 
bers with the facility and brilliancy characteristic 
of that gifted soprano’s style. From a dramatic 
standpoint, the réleof Berthais rather thankless, 
for it is little better than a foil for Fides, but 
her music is effective, if not always appropriate. 
Herr Schott’s commanding presence, earnest 
manner and forceful delivery stood him in good 
stead in the character of the Prophet. His nar- 
ration of his Gream was a study, and his scene 


_with Fides in the cathedral a perfect specimen of 


quiet, intense, and powerful acting. More extend- 
ed comment upon the performance must be re- 
served, however, for the present. The cathedral 
scene last night was particularly animated and 
showy, and was loudly applauded. As for the 
artists, they were called out twice or three 
times after each important incident or number.

Following the comedy 
was a brief ballet. divertissement entitled ** Die 
Fliegende Fee,” or “ The Flying Fairy,” which 
afforded a new-comer, Mlle. Preciosa Grigolatis, 
to display her undoubted skill and grace as a 
danseuse. This lady. who is pleasing in appear- 
ance, is quite an adeptin herart. Besides the 
usual pirouetting she flew through the air sus- 
pended by invisible wires, and gave a pretty ex- 
hibition of trained pigeons. The birds flew 
through the air from divers portions of the 
auditorium, perched themselves on the lady’s 
extended arms and upon her headdress, and ac- 
companied her in some of her aerial flights. The 
exhibition was well applauded, and promises to 
be ataking feature. Mlle. Grigolatis will repeat 
her performance this evening and at the matinée 
on Saturday.

CANADIAN CONSERVATIVES. 
MACDONALD TALKS ABOUT THE 

FISHERY TREATY. 

Toronto, Dec. 17.—The Conservative 
Convention opened in the Grand Opera House 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon. The house was 
packed by Conservatives from all parts of On- 
tario and several from other parts of Canada. 
After the election of W. R. Meredith as Chair- 
man, Mayor Boswell welcomed the members 
of the convention to the city.

matters occupied the attention of the 
convention until the arrival of Sir 
John Macdonald at 2:15. Upon the latter 


making his appearance on the stage the whole 
audience rose and cheered again and again, Sir 


John bowing his acknowledgments. Addresses 
to the Premier were then presented, and he com- 
menced his speech about 3 o’clock. It was prin- 
cipally a review of the events of his political 
life. Speaking of protection, he said it was a 
consistent part of the Conservative policy. He 
insisted that it had failed in no _ par- 
ticular, and declared that he wou'd stand 
or fall by it. Touching the approaching 
abrogation of the fishery clauses of the Wash- 
ington treaty, he said there was a feeling in the 
maritime provinces that the cancellation of the 
fishery clauses will greatly affect them, and in 
their despair they talked very foolishly. He 
thought of going down on his knees to the 
States and asking for a continuance of that 
treaty. ‘*No course,” be said, “‘is more sui- 
cidal, no course shows a more absolute 
want of common sense i1n_ negotiations 
with so astute a nation as_ the States 
than to show anxiety. Already, in consequence 
of some unguarded and unwise utterances in St. 
John and the maritime provinces, the Ameri- 
cans have begun to hold back to see what the 
result upon Canada will be; but we know the 
unwisdom of such a course, because nothing 
done by the States will force us to give up our 
allegiance to the Queen. We will not desert the 
country to which we are so deeply attached and 
whose institutions we revere.” :

A LETTER FROM GEROME. 





—_—@.—_. 

Mr. William Schaus, of this city, has rea 
ceived a letter from J. L. Gérome, the painter, 
who is hardiy less known in America than in 
France, and whose school for young artists at 
Paris is always full of American pupils. It aps 
pears that he took the initiative and called q 
meeting of French and American painters to dis. 
cuss the matter of our prohibitive tariff on 
works of the fine arts, at which the American 
artists put themselves on record as unanimousiy 
opposed to the change, and afterward petitionea 
Congress to no effect. Nobody will agree with 
the distinguished artist that this is the time to 
encourags importation of foreign works of art, 
if he means by that anything more than re- 
moval of duties. If there ever was such a tima 
it is long passed, but it is hardly possible to 
deny that buyers have aright to get foreign 
work as cheaply as they can, provided the im. 
port tax is not necessary to the revenue of the 
country, and that fair dealing and common bu- 
manity demand that the foreign artist shall not 
be unjustly discriminated against. The letter 
reads, in translation, as follows: 

No. 65 BOULEVARD DE CLicry, 
PARIS, Nov. 28, 1884. ; 

DEAR MR. ScHAUS: It is a matter of regret 
to me, as I pen to you these few refiectiong 
touching the 30 per cent. duty exacted on for. 
eign works of art, that I am notan American, 
for,asa Frenchman affected by this tariff law, 
my opinion might seem to lack disinterested. 
ness. Such is, however, not the case, and my 
views are thereby in nowise influenced, accus. 
tomed as Iam, when judging a question, to sink 
my own personality. I will, then, give you my 
views with entire freedom, without bias, and 
with absolute frankness. What reason was thera 
for this law? What will be the effect of it: 
Will it swell the State coffers? Will it benefit 
American painters? To these two latter ques- 
tions the answer can be but,in the negative. 

In the huge budget of the United States the 
sum arising from duties on pictures, to the im- 
portation of which these almost prohibitory du- 
ties deal a deadly blow. is but asa drop of water 
to the ocean; and that vast land, teeming with 
wealth from its agricultural and manufactured 
products, would have no use for the few paltry 
dollars they would bringin. As to the sale of 
works by native artists,it would be neither 
brisker nor slacker than of yore. If good, they 
will find buyers; for taste has made marked 
strides in America, and only works of art credit- 
able by reason of their idea and masterly. execu. 
tion are sought for, without the least reference 
to the artist’s nationality. If bad, ,they will in- 
evitably remain on the bands of their producers, 
and it is right they should do so. Buyers of 
works of art are usually the wealthy, who right- 
ly prefer paying a high price fora good picture 
to giving a iow one for a canvas which they 
would scout the idea of hanging up in a room by 
the side of a masterpiece—procured elsewhere. 
Such is my view on these two points. There 
was no reason for sucha law, Its contemplated 
effect is illusory. 

There is a moral aspect to this question on 
which I am desirous of laying some stress, and 
which appears to me deserving of attention. It 
is in France and Germany, but in France more 
especially, that your young American painters 
have been taught. We have given them this 
teaching gratuitously. They have been treated 
precisely like our own subjects in the State 
schools. Consequently itis to foreigners they 
owe what they know, and without whose form- 
ing aid there would hardly be a painter or 
sculptor of renown in the United States. 

Is it just to treat tho works of these foreign 
artists, these educators, with such severity? 
Does not this kind of ostracism savor somewhat 
of ingratitude? I am familiar with the adage, 
* Nations{have no gratitude, only interests.” 
That may be true, but at any rate it is no eulogy 
of them to say so, and I very specially regret the 
present case, in which even the country’s inter- 
est itself is so thoroughly misconceived. 

The passage of this act—which, by the way, 
smacks a trifle of barbarism—produced consid- 
erable feeling among the artistsin Paris. Tosees 
what could be done I called a meeting of French 
and American painters, and I must say that the 
position taken by the latter was altogether 
above criticism. They were just about as dis- 
satisfied as we were, as they proved by their pe- 
tition to Congress, in which they evinced their 
gratitude to us and their deprecation of a meas- 
ure so damaging to our interests. They thor- 


“oughly understood their obligations to us, now 


well they had always been treated by us, how 
they were admitted to the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
on the same footing as French students, how at 
the annual exhibitions they enjoyed the same 
rights and privileges as our native artists, how 
they received prizes and good positions in the 
Salon when they deserved them, and how we 
everywhere encountered the gratitude attribut- 
ed to the lion when dividing the spoils. In fine, 
we had every reason to be pleased with these 
young men on that occasion, and I want to say 
so emphatically, so that every one may know it. 
They did everything in their power to mduce 
Congress to reconsider this outrageous measure, 
and if they did not succeed it is not to be laid to 
their charge. I have all the more pleasure in 
testifying to these facts, ascertain unfortunate 
rumors had obtained currency, and I have it at 
heart to deny them. 1 have done so. 

Works of art enter every country in Europe 
free of duty. This non-prohibitive system has 
always been fruitful of good results. It is thus 
that the various schools of painting, sculpture, 
and architecture were possibile of reformation 
in Germany, France, Italy, Belgium, and Spain. 
It is only after toilsome efforts that a nation 
succeeds in getting a school of art worthy of the 
name. Little by little the feeling for the beauti- 
ful is, so to speak, infused into it; the education 
that results is the work of the really good and 
beautiful objects placed under its eyes. Some- 
thing much better than a prohibitive tax for 
America, which has comparatively no past, 
would be a measure encouraging the importa- 
tion of pictures, statues, &c., which would allow 
individuals to form private galleries and cities 
public ones. 

People will one day say: “It was at the close 
of the nineteenth century, in the full flush of 
civilization, that the strange, odd idea cropped 
up of likening the products of the mind with 
sardines in oiland smoked hams. All over the 
world works of art were duty free. In one 
country alone were they saddled with an ex- 
cessive tax, and that country was the youngest, 
the greatest, and the wealthiest of the nations.” 
Pray receive, my dear Sir, the assurance of my 
best.regards. J. L. GEROME.

ITS EFFECT ARTISTICALLY AND 
FINANCIALLY CONSIDERED. 

THE LAWSUIT THAT GREW OUT OF IT—THE 
PLAINTIFF, COL. MAPLESON, ARDITI, 
‘AND MISS KELLOGG TESTIFY. 

The unmusical spirits who pay large 
sums for seats in the opera in order that they 
may gaze upon the personal charms of world- 
renowned songstresses had a magnificent op- 
portunity yesterday in the Superior Court of 
feasting their eyes upon two popular prima 
donnas, a contralto and a soprano, who were 
present not to lift up their voices in song, but 
in testimony. A bevy of gilded youths, who 
a few hours later would doubtless appear in im- 
maculate shirt fronts in the lobbies of either 
opera house, were also upon the scenes, and an 
expression of wistful pleasure illumined their 
features, presumably called forth by the fact 
that they could see all they required without 
the boredom of listening to music. 

Mme. Sofia Scalchi, Countess Lolli, sat as 
gracefully as she could in the middle of the 
front rew of seats. She was sumptuously at- 
tired in a figured velvet dress of an uncertain 
hue, which looked red in one light and purple in 
another. A blue hat was set resolutely upon 
the lady’s brow, as though she had pressed it 
down and said, ** Don’t dare to move;” diamond 
earrings shone in her ears; bracelets encircled 
his wrists, and long gauntlet gloves ran as far 
up her arms as they could. Beside her were 
her costly sealskin dolman, with its sable trim- 
ming, and her husband. The fair Countess was 
for this occasion only a plaintiff in a case against 
Henry E. Abbey, her manager most of last sea- 
son. Count Luigi Alberto Lolli was much more 
interested than his wife. He listened to the 
whole proceedings in italics, as it were, and 
pulled at the points of his upright collar as 
though they stuck in his throat and hurt him. 

Solomon in all his glory would have hidden his 
diminished head if he had been asked to sit be- 
side Miss Clara Louise Kellogg, who was radiant 
at theside of Mme. Scaichi. Miss Kellogg was 
in an intensely good humor, and laughed all the 
time in sheer youthfulness of spirits.

Col. Mapleson, imposing as ever, well dressed 
as ever, placid as ever. and gallant as ever, was 
in the room accompanied by a goldheaded walk- 
ing stick, while Max Maretzek, Signor Luigi 
Arditi, and opera myrmidions to an almost un- 
limited extent sweiled the throne. The fair

is partner, Daniel G. Thompson, and an assist- 
ant, John J. Creeney. Mr. Henry E. Abbey, at 
present in London, had confided his case to 

Messrs. Olin, Rives. & Montgomery. _His testi- 

mony had been taken there. Judge Ingraham 

resided over the galaxy of operatic talent. 

Tudge Truax joined him a little later, eviaently 

to prevent his having all the good things to him- 

self. 

Mr. Sterne, in opening the case for the con- 
traito, told the jury (who seemed as much 
pleased as though they were all in an orchestra 
box) that Mr. Abbey bad engaged the services 
of his eminent client for six months ata salary 
of $5,000 per month, with all expenses. Mme. 
Scalchi claimed a balance of salary which with 
interest amounted to $1,441, and the amount of 
passages to Europe for herself, husband, and 
maid, valued at $500. 4 

* Mr. Abbey states,’ said the counsel, ** that 
Mme. Scalchi failed to appear on April 12 as 
Fides, in * The Prophet,’ at a matinée; that he 
was forced to close the house, and that she broke 
her contract. Now, the fact is that the opera, 
“Carmen,” wasto have been given that day, 
with Mme. Trebelli. The Jady was taken ill, and 
Mme. Scaichi was notified to appear in * The 
Prophet.” Now,” said Mr. Sterne with intense 
pathos, ** Mme. Scalchi_was and is but human, 
and had eaten a hearty breakfast. It was impos- 
sible for her to appear at so short a notice as 
Fides, but she offered to sing in anything else, 
and even two or three acts of * The Prophet.’ 
Mr. Abbey declined and closed his house. That 
is why he has interposed a counter claim of $5,000 
for damages. 

The first: witness called was Col. James H. 
Mapleson, who advanced in a majestic manner 
to the stand, while Mme. Scalchi smiled, Miss 
Kellogg tittered, and Count Lolli looked at them 
in italics. q 

* Your name, please ?” 

** James H. Mapleson.” The gallant gentleman 
peemed surprised that such a question was neces- 
sary even in the Superior Court. : 

*““Howlong have you been an operatic man- 
ager?” 

** For 30 years.” 

“ Do you know Mme. Scalchi 

“T do. Asa prima donna contralto or mezzo- 
soprano she ranks among the leading voices of 
the world.” . ; 

“Is it necessary in your experience to substi- 
tute a beavy opera like *The Prophet’ for a 
light opera?” ; 

“It depends on circumstances.” 

* What is the position ct * The Prophet’ as 
being light or heavy ?” continued Mr. Sterne. 

“It is one of the heaviest of operas,” an- 
swered the Colonel,** and the role of Fides is 
one of the heaviest of réles.” 

* Now, Sir, is 1t reasonable to call upon an 
operatic singer like Mme. Scalchi to sing Fides 
in ‘The Prophet’ without previous rehearsal, 
and with only a notice of an hour and a half.” 

** Well, it was a very short notice under the 
circumstances.” 

* Let us assumethat she had not eaten for 18 
hours previously, do you think she could have 
sung the part.” 2 

“She would have given a very feeble per- 
formance of it,”” was Col. Mapleson’s answer. 

“ With what effect upon her.” : 

**She would have been disabled for a consider- 
able time.” The Colonel glanced at Mme. Scalchi, 
who did not look as if by any possibility she 
could have existed for 18 hours without food. 
Supposing the lady to have eaten at 12 o’clock 
and to have been called upon io sing two hours 
afterward, what would the effect have been, 
was the next question. : 

** Some artists,” said the Colonel, “cannot sing 
after eating. Others—Mario, for instance—could 
not sing without eating. Mario always ate a 
beefsteak before commencing his réle.” 

**Have you ever met Mr. Abbey ?” : 

** Once or twice.” answered Col. Mapleson, in a 
grieved tone of voice. 

** Do you consider him a good manager ?” 

* No,” said the witness. ‘* His experience, you 
know, was only obtained in 1883 and 1854. Before 
that he knew nothing of operatic management.” 

“Is it usual to close a house when a prima 
donna refuses to sing ?°’ : 

“It is not,” was the answer. “I think by

deliberately closing the theatre 
pulled his nose at the expense of his face.”’ 

Then Miss Kellogg. in a burstof childish ex- 
uberance, leaned forward and in a stage whisper 
remarked to Mme. Scalcni: ** Ah, the Colonel’s 
the only man who knows how to close a house.”’ 
But Mme. Scalchi was obliged to tear herself 
away and repair to the witness stand, which she 
did with much composure on her part and con- 
siderable anxiety on the part of Mr. the Count, 
ber husband, whose eyebrows seemed to take a 
long farewell of his eyes. Mme. Scalchi’s testi- 
mony was given through an interpreter, as the 
lady is but little acquainted with the English 
language. She began her operatic engagement 
with Mr. Abbey,she said, on Oct. 2, 1883. The 
season closed April 19, in Philadelphia, on which 
day she sang in ** The Prophet.’’ She sang three 
or four times a week. For the last 15 days she 
had received no pay, and her passages from New- 
York to London and from London to Naples had 
not been allowed for. She had never refused to 
sing but on one occasion. 

“That was in*Tne Prophet,’” she said: * it 
was impossible for me to sing in it because it was 
too late. I offered to give two of its light acts 
and any other opera Mr. Abbey pleased. Mr. 
Copleston came to my house at 12:30 and wanted 
me tosing Fides at 2 o’clock. I couldn’t do it. 
* Rigoletto,’ * Martha,’ *The Huguenots,’ I could 
stand, but not*The Prophet.’ Well, I went to 
the theatre, and made this offer to Signor 
Vianesi, who transiated my remarks to Mr. Ab- 
bey. That gentieman said I must sing the whole 
of*The Prophet’ or he would close the house. 
He closed the house.” 

Mme. Sealchi said if she had been capable of 
singing she would have done so, but Fides was 
fearfully heavy and fatiguing, and required 
dramatic and vocal force. It was the heaviest 
réle of her répertoire. ‘“‘Wken I saw Mr. 
Copieston,” she said, ** I was breakfasting, and I 
bad had nothing to eat since 6 o’clock the pre- 
ceding evening.” The interpreter failed to trans- 
late the sigh which accompanied this statement. 

“ Were you in good health?” 

“Yes, sufficient to sing in any opera not so 
heavy as‘ The Prophet.’ 1 hac not practiced, 
and I nearly always exercise my voice with the 
piano before appearing on the stage. It is a hor- 
ribly difficult part, and I was not equa! to it.” 

Mme. Scaichi nimbly left the stand and joined 
her dear friend Miss Kellogg, who was nervous 
and excited. Signor Arditi was the next witness 
examined. 

“Mr. Vianesi says,”’ remarked the counsel, 
*that asinger who can sing a bur of an opera 
can sing the whole opera. Is that so ?” 

* Simply ridiculous.” Signor Arditi jerked out 
the words in an Italian ecstasy of emphasis. 

“Mr. Vianesi says,” continued the imperturba- 
ble counsel, “that if Mme. Scalchi could sing 
Martha she must have been able to succeed with 
Fides. Is that so?” ‘ 

“I tink he must have been choking.” Mme. 
Secalchi became suffused with smiles, and even 
Count Lolli seemed amused. : ) 

**How long have you been a musical director ?” 

“All my life.” [Laughter.] Signor Arditi 
thought tbat at least one day’s notice was neces- 
sary for such a roéleas Fides. [t was the most 
fatiguing and diflicuit of any contralto or mez- 
zo-soprano role. , 

Then Miss Clara Louise Kellogg, with much 
alacrity, rose from'her seat and stepped up to the 
stand. **Speak so that we can hear you,” called 
one of her feminine friends, and she laughingly 
promised to do so, and certainly kept her prom- 


ise. 
**How long have you been upon the operatic 
stage ?” she was asked. 
** A number of years,’ was the answer. given so 
- primly that the audience burst into laughter, 
and the clerk cailedthem toorder. Miss Kellorg 
was auite familiar with the réle of Fides. At 


- least 24 hours’ notice was required, 
quite impossible to sing it after lower 


“* What preparation is req "ee 
“What do you mean?” asked Miss Kellogg 


jerkily. 

“*In the way of meals?” 

“Oh, that depends uponthe artist. Some are 
compelled to eat four hours before appearing; 
others immediately before. . Brignoli never ate 
anything except at an early meal when he sang 
at night.” 

*Could Mme. Scalchi without any meal at all 
have sung that réle ?” 

** Simply impossible,” was the answer. ‘ She 
would not have had the strength. But immedi- 
ately after eating it is also impossible tc sing, ex- 
cept in the case of Mario, which was exceptional. 
It isnot customary to ask such a thing of an 
artist in her sang Fides does not fall in my 
réies, but I have heard it again and again. Few 
people in the world—”’ 

“Oh, please, Miss Kellogg,” interrupted Mr. 
Olin somewhat testily. Miss Clara took the hint 
and tripped back to her seat like a maiden of 
blushing 16. Max Maretzek then testified that 
in h}s opinion Mme. Scalchi would have serious- 
ly injured her voice it she had -— Fides. ‘It 
is a high mezzo-soprano role, and Mme. Scalchi 
is nota high mezzo-soprano. I don’t think it 
is a fit part for her, and she might have broken 
down entirely.” 

Signor Lucien Albites, a “vocal instructor,” 
was then examined: “If Mme. Scalchi had 
sung Fides,"’ he said, “it would have injured 
her voice seriously for a period of time. It 
would nearly have been a physical impossibility. 
No, it is not a question of method; itis a ques- 
tion of giving the right gymnastics to the vocal 
organs.” Signor Albites was very pompous, and 
was looked upen with much interest. *‘ Teach- 
ers differ,”? he said, *‘ but generally the digestion 
— be complete in order to have the voice 

ree.” 

“Do not artists save their voices for the diffi- 
cult passages ?” 

“Not in ‘The Prophet.’ ’ was the answer, and 
the court was again called from its boisterous 
merriment. “It isa very dangerous part,’’ he 
said, **and the fourth act is terrible.” 

Dr. Lewis Elsberg was then called. “I fear 
Mme. Scalchi would have fainted,” he said pa- 
thetically, “if she had sung Fides, and not only 
her voice but her health would have been in- 
jured.” 

* Now,” said Mr. Olin. “* I read in * Hygiene ‘of 
the Voice’ that tenors must be sober and avoid 
alcoholic drinks; bassos, on the other hand, may 
do as they like. Is that also true of sopranos 
ana contraltos ?” 

*“T don't think so,” was the surprised answer. 

*“*Now. I see that Malibran used to eat her 
supper in her private room before going to the 
theatre, and that another artist always took 
cold meat during the performance # 

** That is historical,” quietly assented the doc- 
tor, ** but go on reading. .You will then see that 
Malibran did something else which enabled her 
to eat before the performance.” 

“ What was that?” asked,the counsel nerv-

** She smoked.” 

“* Well, itseems to me you can’t generalize,” 
said the counsel. ‘*Some prima donnas drink a 
glass of beer after the first act, others a cup of 
milk after the second, some indulgein stewed 
prunes and seltzer water at statea intervals ?” 

“Yes, Sir. [Laughter.] It all depends upon 
habits. Without revealing my professional 
secrets, I may say that Mme. Sealchi was much 
troubled with her digestive organs at that time. 
It would have been a great risk if she had 
sung.’ 

Count Lolli was then called to the{stand. “I 
can’t spe’k Ongleesh,”’ he said helplessly, ** and 
it ees a ve-ry important case forrr me.” 

** Did you understand the oath?” asked Judge 
«Ingraham. 

* Oh yes, I swear,”’ was the answer. 

Then the noble scion of Italian aristocracy. in 
spite of his feeble English, managed to testify 
to much the same effect. as his wife, and the case 
for the plaintiff was closed. In opening for the 
defense, Mr. Rives said that on the day when 
Mme. Scalchi was asked to sing in “The 
Prophet” Mme. Nilsson, Mme. Sembrich, Mlle. 
Lablache, and Mme. Fursch-Madi were all ill, 
and there was no one but Mme. Scalchi to help 
Mr. Abbey out of his difficulty. * Five hun- 
dred people were ready to oblige him.and he could 
not give the performance because one laay had 
eaten too much breakfast.”> He claimed she had 
broken her contract, and asked, furthermore, 
damages to the extent of $5,000. 

The case was adjourned until this morning.

DEACON WHITE HAS HAD ENOUGH. 


NOT WILLING TO FIGHT AGAIN TO SUSTAIN 
LACKAWANNA,. 

There was a general decline in prices in 
the Stock Exchange yesterday, and particularly 
in the securities commonly known as the coal 
stocks. The course of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad stock was the chief feat- 
ure of the market. That stock opened at 9614, 
fell to 92%, and closed at 9314. The sales of Lack- 
awanna for the day aggregated 121,435 shares. 
Much of its activity and weakness was attrib- 
uted to the publication of a letter written by 
Mr. 8. V. White, the recognized ** bull’ leader in 
that stock, to his customers. Deacon White 
said, in his letter, which is dated Dec. 12, that 
twice during the past year he had fought 
ange battles with the bears on Lackawanna, 

ut that the course of Mr. Vanderbilt and his 
stocks had determined him within 48 hours to 
force a settiement, and not to again fight for his 
life. To each of his customers interested in this 
particular stock the Deacon said: 

“T have, if you desire it, sold all your stock and a part 
of mine, reducing my interest from a large speculative 
interest to a large investment one, which I shall 
not sell, believing.as I do, that the stock is cheap at 
125. The highest stock sold was ut 105g and the low- 
est at 10144, making average probably 10214 to 102%, 
after paying costs of commissions for buying and sell- 
ing as much as it was necessary to do. If, like me, you 
intend to hold for investment, I shall be glad. 

“Please either accept or decline the sale at once or 
the offer will be withdrawn; acting wholly without or- 
ders as I did makes this request necessary.” 

At the office of 8. V. White & Co. inquirers 
were informed that Mr. White was in Washing- 
ton ana bad been there al] of the week. Mr. F. 
W. Hopkins, a member of the firm, said that the 
letter was simply intended as a private commu- 
nication to customers und meant just what it 
said. Regarding the allusion in the letter to Mr. 
Vanderbilt, Mr. Hopkins said that Mr. White 
believed that W. H. Vanderbilt’s course had 
been damaging to the stock market and to good 
American investment securities. There had been 
no understanding or business dealings between 
Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. White at any time. 

Among the other stocks which went down hill 
in the Stock Exchange yesterday were Delaware 
and Hudson, which dropped 334; Jersey Central, 
which dropped nearly 2 points, and Western 
Union, which fell from 604% to 5754. The sales of 
the last-named stock amounted to 64,700. 

Mr. White’s letter was the cause of a great 
deal of talk about the coal stocks at the Windsor 
last night. Rumors prevailed that open reduc- 
tions were about to be made by the leading coal 
companies, particularly the Reading and Lehigh 
Valley. A large number of people who are 
holders of coal stocks for investment were 
in the lobby of the hotel seeking information 
about the probable prices of coal. Operators 
thought that if coal went lower the banks would 
begin calling the loans on thecoalstocks. It 
was stated that the price at which the Lehigh 
Valley offered to furnish coal to the elevated 
railways was in the neighborhood of $3 05a ton, 
or 95 cents under last year’s figures. To this 
statement was coupled the story that the ele- 
vated management had been led to believe it 
could get its coal from another quarter at $2 90. 
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INVESTIGATING PASTOR GUIREY. 

PaTeRsON, N. J., Dec. 17.—A mutual coun- 
cil of delegates from 20 of the North New-Jersey 
Baptist churches was held here to-day on a call 
signed by the Willis-Street Baptist Church and 
the Rev. George Guirey, its late Pastor, who 
withdrew from that church and organized a 
Baptist congregation, the Emmanuel. The 
council was called to decide whether his with- 
drawal was proper, and whether the Willis- 
Street Church should give him and his adherents 
letters of dismissal. The Rev. Dr. Hiscock pre- 
siaed. The session lasted all day and until 9 
o’clock to-night. A large number of witnesses 
were examined on both sides. Five charges were 

referred by the Willard-Street Church against 

ir. Guirey, but the council only investigated two 
of them—the first, alleging immorality toward 
Mrs. Heinich, of Newark, and the fifth, charging 
him with splitting the old church. Mrs. Heinich 
was not present, being confined to her house 
by illness, but a lady friend of hers gave evi- 
dence corroborating her stories of Mr. Guirey’s 
indecent behavior toward her, Mr. Guirey pro- 
duced a New-York witness who contradicted 
Mrs. Heinich’s statement that he had made false 
representations to her about his gold mine, and 
corroborating Mr. Guirey’s story of his interest 
in that speculation. The Willis-Street Church 
troubles were partially investigated, but the 
matter threatened to spread out indefinitely, 
every present and former member of the church 
clamoring to be heard. Therefore the council 
decided to refer the whole matter to a commit- 
tee, with Dr. Hiscock as Chairman, to investi- 
gate and report tothe council, which then ad- 
journed to await the report of the committee.

THE JAPANESE MINISTER OF WAR. 


INSPECTING THE HARBOR FORTIFICATIONS 
AND ENTERTAINED BY GEN. HANCOCK. 

The Japanese Minister of War, Gen. 
Oyama-Qua-O, spent yesterday on the water 
under escort of Albert Bierstadt, the artist. As 
yesterday was the last day that the Minister will 
spend in this vicinity, Mr. Bierstadt thought he 
might like to see the fine fortifications in the 
harbor. Secretary Lincoln glad!y placed the 
Government boat Chester A. Arthur at Mr. 
Bierstadt’s command for that purpose, and the 


Japanese flag was run up at her fore yesterday 
morning. Of the Minister’s party were Brevet 
Gen. M. Nozon and Lieut.-Col. N. Mourai, of his 
personal staff as Commander-in-Chief of the Jan- 
anese Army; Major F. Yabouki, of the Japanese 
Engineer Corps: Major (of Infantry) T. Shimizon, 
and Capt. T. Nosina. These gentlemen left Japan 
in January last,and for 10 months have been 
inspecting the various systems and appliances of 
European warfare. Mr. Saito, of the Japanese 
Legation at Washington, and Mr. S. K. Taka- 
hashi, the Japanese Consul stationed in this city, 
were also of the party. as were C. M. Spencer, the 
inventor; M. W. Bull, the marksman; Mr. 
Schuyler, of the Electric Dynamite Company, 
and L. A. Bartlett and J. ©. Griswold, President 
and Secretary respectively of the company that 
makes the Spencer arms. 

At Governor’s Island, where the first stop was 
made,a Lieutenant and a file of adozen men 
stood back from the wharf and saluted as the 
party landed. The Minister seemed much im- 
pressed, and raised his hat with marked respect. 
At the left, about 100 yards ahead. stood a group 
of officers, the full figure of Gen. Hancock prom- 
inent among them. It was rather far to shout, 
and Gen. Hancock instead beckoned them with 
hisarm to come on. * Why, how d’ye do?” he 
said, when they were within talking distance, 
his voice making up in volume what it lacked in 
facility for Japanese conversation. The Min- 
ister took off his hat and bowed with dignity. 
Gen. Hancock took off his hat, too, and held out 
his hand, gripping the Minister with soldierly 
heartiness. The Consul presented the rest of 
the party, but Gen. Hancock shook hands re- 
gardless of introductions. 

‘“*Now.”? Gen. Hancock went on, after the 
handshaking was over, “just say to the Min- 
ister that I haven’t appeared in full dress be- 
cause I supposed he would call in citizen’s dress, 
as I see he has done.” 

The Minister’s diplomatic experience enabled 
him to conceal his feelings in regard to this ob- 
servation. Just then firing began from guns 
across the parade. “It’sasalute of 17 guns for 
you,”’said Gen. Hancock. The Minister took off 
his hat. 

** Now, gentlemen.” Gen. Hancock resumed, as 
the smoke of the Jast gun rose and the Minister’s 
hat was restored to what seemed to him its prop- 
er outdoor place, ‘if you will step inside will 
try to make it pleasant for you;” and, taking 
the Minister’s arm, he led nim plump into a back 
room. ; 

The fortifications that the party inspected dur- 
ing the stay at the house were of a very gratify- 
ing nature, considering the overcast sky, and 
were left with regret. The relish of the inspec- 
tion had not passed away when Fort Hamilton 
frowned over the steamboat’s bow. At Fort 
Lafayette, which was still standing in the 
stream yesterday afternoon as a warning to 
foreign powers to keep away from Fort 
Hamilton, was a dynamite gun which Mr. 
Bierstadt wanted the Minister to_ see. 
Secretary Griswold,who knows enough French 
to inquire after one’s health, endeavored, by 
gesture and ejaculation, to make the Japanese 
Minister understand that Fort Lafayette was the 
objective point. The Minister responded by 
pointing to the shell, with an expression indi- 
cating to Mr. Griswold that the Minister thought 
it might be a relic brought over with the obelisk. 
Mr. Griswola’s politeness here rescued him from 
the perils he nad breasted, and he replied glee- 
fully: ‘‘Oh, yes, passé, passé.” The Minister 
and suite lauched in sympathy, alike for the fort 
and for Mr. Griswold, after which the interpret- 
ers explained the situation. All of the party 
were much interested in the dynamite gun, tak- 
ing copious notes about its work. They in- 
dulged also in the rifle tests, the Minister break- 
ing glass balls as fast as they were thrown up, 
and poerans all others far, behind in aiming at a 
mark. 

It was a ravenous half-frozen party that re- 
turned to the boat about noon, and they were 
regaled with sandwiches, pickles, and cham- 
pe dar while the boat was on its way to Willet’s 

oint. There a couple of torpedoes were ex- 
ploded in the water, and the Japanese portion of 
the party examined the laboratory, within whose 
doors Americans cannot go unless by order of 
the Secretary of Warforfear they might find 
out some Government secret. The boat borea 
very wearied party cityward, the Minister alone 
seeming to keen wide awake. 

The Minister’s party will take in Niagara 
Falls and Chicago on the way to San Francisco, 
starting this morning.

AN UXORICIDE PARDONED. 


PERMITTED TO LEAVE PRISON TO SUPPORT 
HIS MOTHER AND CHILDREN. 

ALBANY, Dec. 17.—Gov. Cleveland has 
pardoned Joseph P. Wall, who was. convicted in 
New-York of the crime of manslaughter in the 
first: degree in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
and sentenced Feb. 18, 1878, to 15 years’ imprison- 
ment in Sing Sing Prison. The following reasons 
have been filed: 


“It appears that this convict until a comparatively 
short period preceding the commission of the offense 
had borne an exemplary character, had worked steadi- 
ly at his trade as a confectioner, and had in all things 
faithfully cared for his family. For some time prior 
to the homicide the convict’s wife had been 1n the habit 
of drinking, and at times became so much under the 
influence of liquor that she grossly neglected her tam- 
ily. In time the convict, too, became addicted to the 
use of drink, and coming home one night in a 
drunken state, and finding his wife lying upon the 
floor inthe same condition, as it appeared upon the 
trial, he attempted to arouse her, and, not succeeding, 
kicked her in sucha manner that her death resulted 
within a day or two. It did not appear that he had the 
slightest intent to cause her death or to inflict serious 
injury. For this act the prisoner was convicted, in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, of mansluughter, and 
sentenced to 15 years’ imprisonment. He now, in his 
application from the prison, acknowledges the justness 
of his sentence, but pleads thut he may be released 
in order that he may be able to provide for 
his old mother and his children, who have been 
thrown upon charity. Judge Davis, who imposed the 
sentence, now writes: ‘He was at the time grossly 
intoxicated, and probably did not intend ner death nor 
fully apprehend the danger to which his brutality ex- 
posed her. Exemplary punishment was unposed be- 
cause crimes of that nature were very frequent at the 
time. 1 have since learned that Wall’s general charac- 
ter, with the exception of his addiction to drink, was 
quite good, and that when sober he was industrious 
and kind to his family. During the last Summer 
I visited the prison at Sing Sing and sawana con- 
versed with Wall. 
that his conduct in prison had been at all times exem- 
plary. He is submissive, industrious, and at all times 
attentive to the duties imposed upon him, and thor- 
oughly repentant of his crime. He manifested great 
anxiety on account his mother, who is old and poor, 
and his three children nowin the care of the Pro- 
tectory, all of whom need his care and support. His 
case is one in which a pardon may be properly granted. 
J therefore unite in recommending your Excellency to 

ardon him.’ For the reasons above expressed I 

ave determined that justice will in nowise suffer, but 
rather be promoted, if the convict’s application for 
pardon be granted.” 





NO TICKETS FOR RIVALS. 

ScHENEcTADY, Dec, 17.—Yesterday after- 
noon a boy asked for 10 tickets to Amsterdam at 
the Central Railroad office. The ticket agent 
refused to furnish them. Shortly afterward the 
local ticket agent of the West Shore Railroad 
entered the waiting room and throwing down a 
bill called for 10 tickets to Amsterdam. The 
agent refused him the tickets, saying, **1’ll not 
sell you tickets to be used in the interest ot 
the West Shore Railroad.”? Mr. Wood.the West 
Shore Agent, then demanded a single ticket, 
saying that he had important private business in 
Amsterdam, and as a citizen had a right to buy a 
ticket. The Central agent refused to sell him 
the ticket. Wr. Wood says that by the refusal 
of the Central Road to sell hima ticket to Am- 
sterdam he has suffered pecuniary loss, and will 
bring an action against the railroad company. 
The West Shore, it is said, has been making its 
connections by furnishing its patrons with Cen- 
tral tickets to Amsterdam and Albany, and cut- 
ting the Central rates to New-York and points 
west.

ONLY A SPARRING MATCH 


GREENFIELD AND SULLIVAN AC- 
QUITTED BY THE JURY. 


THE TWO PUGILISTS ON THE STAND—TES- 


TIMONY BY SUPERINTENDENT WALLING, 
“APT. WILLIAMS, AND OTHER EXPERTS. 
Messrs. Sullivan and Greenfield, charged 
With the heinous offense of “engaging in a fight 
or contention without weapons” in Madison- 
Square Garden, on the evening of Tuesday, Nov. 
ig, were triumphantly acquitted yesterday by 
the 12 intelligent gentlemen who were impaneled 
to sit in judgment upon them the day before. 
Mr. Sullivan appeared in court in all the gor- 
geousness of shiny hat, flashing diamonds, 
glittering watch chain, and picturesque trou- 
sers of a delicate shade of purple, with a 
maidenhair fern design. His legal adviser, 
Peter Mitchell, patted him upon the shoulder 
and bade him be cheerful. and the burly Mr. 
Howe, with his fragile partner, Hummel, roused 
the drooping spirits of their client, Greenfield. 
Superintendent Walling, Capts. Williams and 
Clinchy, Inspector Thorne, and various other 
police and city officials were arrayed behind the 
prisoners, and Tony Pastor came in during the 
afternoon to witness the proceedings. District 
Attorney Olney being obliged to attend to other 
business, his assistants, Messrs. Parris and Gove, 
appeared for ** the people,” whose rights were 
alegre to have been trampled upon. | 

Mr. Gove opened for the prosecution. There 
were two counts in the indictment, he told the 
jury. The first charged Sullivan and Greenfield 
with “ engaging in a fight or contention withcut 
weapons,” and the second declared that they 
had participated in “‘a ring, or prize, fight. 
“The prosecution,” said Mr. Gove, * claim that 
this sparring match, however it began, became a 
fight so recognized under the Constitution. The 
defense ciaim that it was only a sparring match; 
s0 you will perceive that the ouestion is nar- 
rowed down to a small compass.” Blood was 
drawn in this contest and bruises were made, 
Mr. Gove declared, and at this Mr. Greentield 
rubbed the mark on his classic brow as if he de- 
sired to objiterate it, while Mr. Sullivan was su- 
perlatively nonchalant. Mr. Gove assured the 
jury that he would prove to them that after one 
round of sparring excitement diverted the pu- 
gilists from spurring to fighting, against thejlaws 
of the State. j oe f 

Superintendent Walling was the first witness, 
and he took the chair with an air of conscious 
rectitude. The Superintendent described the 
position of the stage in Madison-Square Garden, 
end testified that he saw Sullivan and Greenfield 
thereon upon the occasion in question. They 
were dressed in tights and wore shoes and belts. 

"Was there a master of ceremonies?” asked 
Mr. Gove. 

* There was a man around named Johnson that 
called *‘ Break,’ ” replied the Superintendent. 

“What took place 7” me 

“They put on gloves.” Here Capt. Williams 
handed up the package containing the gloves, 
which he has been carrying for two days, and 
the gloves were passed around, Mr. Sullivan's 
being slichtly stained with the gore of Mr. 
Greenfield. Then Superintendent Walling 
graphically described the big fight. | : 

* They had one round of sparring,” he said en- 
thusiastically, ‘‘and after a rest time was called 
again, and they began to hit each other as I 
thought severely. Mr. Sullivan hit Mr. Green- 
tield, andthen Mr. Greenfield hit Mr. Sullivan. 
Then Mr. Greenfield grabbed Mr. Sullivan around 
the neck, and the referee called to break.” 

“Well, what then?’ asked Mr. Gove as the 
gray-haired Superintendent stopped for breath. 

“Oh. they didn’t break,” said the witness so 
naivelv that all the spectators laughed. ‘The 
referee called to break again, and then they 
broke, and afterward Greenfield got hold again, 
audthe referee told him if he didn’t let go he 
would decide against him. Then he let go and 
they struck each other again. and I saw blood 
and ordered Capt. Williams to arrest them.” 

** Upon which one did you see the blood ?” 

** Upon Greenfield.” 

* Did you tell Capt. Williams to arrest them ?”’ 

“He said: ‘Shall I arrest them? and I said 
*Ves.* ” 

Mr. Howe arose and beamed upon the vener- 
able Superintendent of Police with the utmost 
pbenignity. : 

“Have you ever seen a prize fight?’ he in- 
quired, with almost filial tenderness. { 

* No, Sir!” shouted Mr. Wailing, indignantly. 

* Please look at these boxing gloves. Do you 
zee blood on them all?” : 

* 'There’s most of it on Sullivan’s—a little on 
Greentiele’s,” replied the Superintendent, after 
a critical examination. 

* You’ve seen little boys get their noses bloody 
and then get their faces smeared. Is there as 
much blood on these gloves as would come from 
such an injury?” 

he Superintendent gave it up. 

*T ask as a fact,”’ said Mr. Howe, changing his 
tactics suddenly, “it the police do not have an 
athletic club in which they are instructed by a 
Professor ?” 

**T don’t belong to it, but I betieve so.” 

“Suilivan and Greentield met upon a stage, 
the same as at other sparring matches, didn’t 
they?” 

* Well,” said the witness, ‘‘the only other 
sparring match J ever saw was the police benefit 
exhibition at Madison-Square Garden.” 

. “Ah,” said Mr. Howe with gratification. **Then 
the Police Department had a sparring match in 
the same place?” 

Yes ” 


** And the men dressed the same way and wore 
the same gloves?” 

* The gloves were a little larger.” 

* That will do,” and Mr. Howesat down witha 
triumphant giance at the jury. 

Mr. Mitchell, Sullivan's counsel, asked: ** After 
the affair in Madison-Square Garden that night, 
Superintendent, did you go to Milligan’s saloon 
in Broadway with Police Commisioner Mat- 
thews?” 

en.” 

* Did you converse there with several men and 
say that the first round was all rignt?” 

* Yes. I said that in the Garden several times.” 

“Did you state that Sullivan could have 
knocked Greenfield out in the first round if he 
wanted to?” 

* Iam not sure that I said that. but I did say 
that Sullivan would bave knocked Greenfield 
out if he had not saved himself by catching him 
around the neck. I said that he could have 
knocked him out when he wanted to.” 

Suliivan looked gratified and Greenfield down- 
cast at this testimony, asif professional pride 
rose above the fear of imprisonment. 

Capt. Williams took the witness stand next, 
and gracefully admitted that he was present at 
the sparring match. He did not remember see- 
ing any backers of either of the men, any time- 
keeper, or any referee, though there was a mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Mr. Gove asked if Sullivan 
struck Greenfield while the latter had his arm 
ebout the other’s neck. 

* He couldn't,” said the Captain; ‘ Greenfield 
held him too tight. Sullivan only waited with 
his arms down until the master of ceremonies 
ordered them to break. They broke and opened 
again, andthen Greenfield’s arm went around 
his neck again. They broke apart again, and I 
noticed the blood on Greenfieid’s face as they 
came apart. Then Superintendent Walling said: 
*This has gone far enough. You must arrest 
them.’ I arrested them and took them to the 
station house myself.” 

Mr. Howe was even more tender and court- 
eous with Capt. Williams than he had been with 
the Superintendent. He informed Judge Barrett 
that the big Captain was an expert sparrer and 
was competent to give expert opinion. 

“You were elected President of the Police 
Athletic Club, were you not?” heasked of the 
Captain. 

** Yes, Sir.” 

ea Were the police instructed in the art of spar- 


“We paid Prof. Mitchell $100 per month for 
teaching sparring, fencing, running, and dumb 
bell practice,” replied Capt. Williams. 

** Have you sparred yourself 7” 

“se Oh yes.” 

* With Capt. Clinchy ?” 

* Yes, I’ve sparred with him.” 

** Have you seen bluod drawn?” 

* Yes, often.” 

ag Were the gloves you used any larger than 

7 


“No. They were often smaller.” 

“You are an expert wrestler, are you not, 
Captain?” asked Mr. Howe, with a giance at the 
witness’s broad shoulders. 

* Well,” replied the Captain with a smile, “I 
try to take care of myself.” 

“Did you see any hard blows struck that 
night 7” 

** I've seen hundreds of sparring matches where 
the blows struck were harder.” 

Capt. Williams testified further that no blows 
were struck hard enough to knock either man 
down. Inspector Thorne’s testimony agreed 
with that of Capt. Williams substantially. He 
testified that he belonged to the Police Athletic 
Ciub, and had frequently seen blood drawn at 
private sparring matches. Superintendent Wall- 
ing was recalled, and testified that when Sullivan 
put on the gloves he stroked the back of them, 
as if to harden them. 

** Did you ever see a lady put on gloves?” Mr. 
Howe inquired. 

“Yes, but they do this way,” and the Superin- 
‘endent stroked his fingers rapidly downward. 
“They don’t press the backs of them the way 
you do in putting on a boxing glove.” : 

* Ah,” said Mr. Howe, ** you’ve had the boxing 
gloves on yourself, then ?” 

* Yes, Sir.” said Mr. Walling, defiantly. 

The prosecution rested at this point, and Mr. 
Howe presented the defense tothe jury. The 
men fought, he said. with gloves manufactured 
expressly for the purpose of lessening the effect 
of the blows. “At the same time,” said Mr. 
Howe, * you must understand that a blow given 
by such men as Greenfield, Sullivan, Capt. Will- 
iams, and Capt. Clichy, all of them finely devel- 
oped, muscular men, would have more effect 
than one dealt by my partner, Mr. Hummel,” 
and he pointed out that infantile gentleman with 
30 much effect that even the court joined in the 
laughter. 

Capt. Clinchy testified that no hard blows were 
struck, and that there were no indications of 
passion on the g of the pugilists, for they were 
smiling at each other all thetime. Harry Hill 
was called to the stand after a recess, where he 
perspired heavily wndgr the ordeal of cross-ex- 
amination by Judge Barrett. He declared that 
the match was very tame, ‘and that he didn’t 
think he got his $2 worth of fun. James O'Neil, 
the teacher of sparring at the Racquet Club: 
Billy Edwards, the gentlemanly bouncer of the 
‘ an House, and Edward Plummer, & 
on sporting matters, testified that the gloves 





used on the occasion in question were no burder 
than gentlemen use in sparring and that no hard 
blows were struck. 

Mr. Greenfield was called to the stand, where 
he looked the picture of embarassment. He said 
that he had ae sparring and given sparring 
exhibitions in the old country fora great many 
years. 

* Did you spar witb Sullivan under any rules?” 
asked Mr. Howe, 

“Only exhibition business to please the public, 
ane hg all,” replied the pugilist, with a bashful 
smilie. 

** Did you give Sullivan any hard blows?” 

“What I gives my pupils in sparrin’, that’s all. 
I tried to get points, that’s all.” : Z 

** And the man that got the most points won?” 

“He got the honor, that’s all.” 

Being asked to explain why he put his arms 
about Sullivan's neck, Mr. Greenfield said: ** Sul- 
livan bein’ a good judge in tbe business, an’ ’im 
a’shiftin’ of *is ‘ead w’en I it at *im, my arm 
went around ’is neck. We ketched our ’eads to- 
gether, that’s all.” 

“ There was no ill-wil! between you ?” 

: ew not,” said Mr. Greenfield deprecat- 
ingly. 

es Onty an accident ?”” 

* Only an accident,” assented the pugilist. 

Judge Barrett and Mr. Gove got the witness 
badly confused upon the cross-examination, and 
he retired from the stand hotter and more em- 
barrassed even than when he went upon it. 

Far different was the case with Mr. Sullivan. 
He strode to the witness chair as if he owned the 
Court House, and refused to be led into any ad- 
missions prejudicial to his case. He testified ina 
gruff bass voice that he was born in Boston and 
had lived there all his life; that he was "26 years 
past,” was x man of family, with a wife and 
child, and that he was in the liquor business. 

* We had a friendly set-to,” he said, ** after we 
got Judge Barrett's decision about the case. It 
wasn’t according to any rules—Marquis of 
Queensberry or any other. We used ordinar 
boxing gloves, and had agreed beforehand to di- 
vide the gate receipts. After being arrested on 
the Monday before and going before Judge Pat- 
terson, at Jefferson Market. and being brought 
here on a habeas corpus, I wasn’t going to go 
against the Judge’s decision. Before IT went on 
the stage Capt. Williams warned us not to fight 
hard, and told him 1 would abide by the 
Judye’s decision.” 

‘Did you strike severe blows?” 

**No, Sir.”

Pete McCoy, one of Sullivan's trainers. came 
to New-York on Tuesday to witness the trial. 
Early yesterday morning he was arrested in the 
Bowery for drunkenness by Officer Murphy, of 
the Tenth Precinct. Justice Duffy fined him 
$10. He offered to pay the money, but the Jus- 
tice, in order to give him time to sober up, 
would not receive it until to-day. 
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NEEDS OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
ee Eee 
BONDS TO BE ISSUED TO BUILD A NEW 

ARMORY FOR THE TWELFTH REGIMENT, 

The needs of the National Guard in this 
city in the way of new armories engaged the 
attention of the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund for nearly an hour yesterday, and drew to 
the Mayor’s office Gen. Shaler and the principal 
officers of the Eighth, Ninth, Twelfth, and 
Twenty-second Regiments. Early last Summer 
the Commissioners authorized the Controller to 
issue $2,000,000 in bonds as fast as the money for 
the purchase of sites for armories and the erec- 
tion of buildings was required. The Controller 
issued bonds amounting to about $800,000, and 
with the money thus raised sites were purchased 
for the Eighth, Twelfth, and Twenty-second 
Regiment armories and division and brigade 
headquarters. 

Ata recent meeting of the Commissioners a 
communication was received from the Armory 
Board stating that the officers of the Twelfth 
Regiment had secured subscriptions for $300,000 
worth of armory bonds for the erection of an 
armory for their regiment, provided the bonds 
could be issued before Jan. 1, and asking that 
such bonds be issued. This communication was 
referred to the Controller, who yesterday made 
areport uponit. After reciting the facts con- 
cerning the issue of armory bonds the Con- 
troller reeommended that bonds to the amount 
of $290,694 92 be issued for the erection of an 
armory forthe Twelfth Regiment, the issue to 
be upon the condition that the contract for the 
building be issued before Jan. 1. A resolution 
to that effect was submitted. 

Recorder Smyth. who has appeared in the com- 
mission as thespecial champion of the claims of 
the Ninth Regiment for a new armory, objected 
tothe immediate consideration of the report, 
and it was laid aside. A communication from 
the Armory Board was read recommending that 
bonds to the amount of $250,000 be issued for the 

»urchase of a site for an armory forthe Ninth 

teyviment, and the Recorder offered a resolution 
of concurrence in the recommendation. 

**T hope that resolution won't pass,” said Con- 
troller Loew. *“* lam opposed to the purchase 
of any more sites. I have recommended that 
bonds ke issued for the Twelfth Regiment Ar- 
mory only because the city has bought the tand 
and it is standing idle. The rent of the present 
armory building is $20,000, and can be saved by 
the building of a new armory.” 

The Recorder said the only question was 
whether the money for the site should be 
raised by the issue of bonds or the amount in- 
serted in the tax levy. The Mayor said that the 
adoption of the Recorder's resolution, no objec- 
tion to be met existing, would be opening a 
door which could not well be closed. Recorder 
Smyth praised the Ninth Regiment, and said its 
claims had not been treated fairly by the Ar- 
mory Board. To this Mayor Edson replied that 
there had been no intention to treat the regi- 
ment unfairly,and the Recorder, in turn, re- 
marked that he only meant the Armory Board 
hadn’t acted as promptly as it might. 

The resolution of concurrence was lost and 
the report of the Controller adopted. Gen. 
Shaler pleaded for action on the Ninth Regiment’s 
claim, and said that the money could not be 
raised by the advertise of bonds unless the Con- 
troller could issue the bonds at once. After to- 
day there would not be time to advertise and 
sell the bonds before Jan. 1, and then the consti- 
tutional amendment would go into effect and 
the city debt could not be increased. 

* Suppose,” he said, “*thata bag of dynamite 
were placed on the Brooklyn bridge as it was on 
the London structure. Wouldn’t there bea good 
deal of alarm ?”’ 

Recorder Smyth—Then we would issue the 
bonds at once. 

No further action was taken.

TREASURER PARRISH ARRESTED. 

On an order of arrest granted by Judge 
Lawrence in the Supreme Court William W. 
Parrish was arrested yesterday and subsequently 
released on $2,500 bail. The order of arresé was 
obtained in an action brought by Robert J. Dean 
against William W. Parrish, Treasurer; William 
B. Hollingshead, President, and the Hollings- 
head Manufacturing Company. Dean, who 
is a stockholder of the company, charges 
in his affidavit that Parrish and Hollings- 
head have jointly appropriated the money 
and property of the company to their own uses, 
and that Parrish haus spent the money which he 
appropriated chiefly in the purchase and fur- 
nishing of a bouse in Bronxville. The company 
was organized in January last with a rominal 
capital of $100,000. It had an office at No. 37 East 
Fourteenth-street, but Dean alleges that there 
are no books or records to show that it ever did 
any business. Its effects were sold Out recently, 
those in the Fourteenth-street office bringing 
$lsland its plant and property at Bronxville 
being bid in by the judgment creditors for $500.

Corporation 
Counsel Lacombe was called in and ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was no 
objection to the bonds being executed 
in the State outside of the city. The whole 
matter was referred to the Committee on Finance 
and Audit. Mr. Brown, of the firm of Brown, 
Howard & Co., who secured nearly half the con- 
tracts so faras awarded, was present at the meet- 
ing. He willappear before the Commissioners 
with his bondsmen on Saturday. The commis- 
sion heara a number of reports on minor affairs 
and adjo :rned, after adopting a recommonda- 
tion of Engineer Church that Alfred de la Cor- 
nilliere, a draughtsman, be removed for inatten- 
tion to his duties.

The evidence in the case was con- 
fiicting, three witnesses testifying that the stab- 
bing was done by Michael Garretti, while five 
others swore that Donatti Demassi, who is now 
in Europe, did the deed. A brother of Demassi 
also testified to his brother's guilt. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of manslaughter in 
the first degree, and Garretti was remanded,

She said that while she was riding on 
a cross-town car on the 10th inst. McKenna 
jumped on the car and stole her sachel, contain- 
ing $26, from her. He was committed for trial 
in default of $2,000 bail. Another complaint 
was made against McKenna by John Hughes, of 
No. 80 West Sixteenth-street, who is employed 
as an assistant janitor at St. Francis Xavier Col- 
lege. He made an affidavit that on the night of 
the th inst., while he was walking through 
Seventeenth-street, between Eighth and Ninth 
avenues, he was attacked by McKenna, who 
knocked him down and stole his watch and 
chain, valued at $100. Hughes had previously 
caused the arrest of one Anton Allen for the 
robbery, and Allen is in prison awaiting exam- 
ination. Allen and McKenna bear a striking re- 
semblance to each other. McKenna was also 
committed for trial on Hughes’s complaint. He 
is but 17 years of age, and lives at No. 409 West 
Sixteenth-street. Robert Armstrong, who keeps 
a furnishing store at No. 306 Bleecker-street, 
made acharge of petit larceny against Arthur 
Carroll, Joseph Conroy, and Thomas Courtney. 
As these footpads were passing his store on 
Monday evening they stole a flannel shirt valued 
at $1 50. Onthis charge they were committed 
for trial in default of $500 bail.

APPRAISER KETCHUM REPLIES. 


HIS ANSWER TO THE CHARGES OF TEA 
EXAMINER DAVIES, 

United States Appraiser Ketchum,speak- 
ing yesterday of the statements of the late Tea 
Examiner, James R. Davies, that he had re- 
signed owing to the bitterness and injustice of 
the feeling manifested toward him by the Ap- 
praiser, said: 

“T have had no quarrel with Mr. Davies, our 
personal relations haying always been of the 


pleasantest character. My report of the in vesti- 
gation of the charges made against him was a 
judicial one entirely and to the nature and 
character of the evidence submitted. It would 
have been a graceful thing for him, I think, to 
have accepted the situation. As for the charges 
which he makes against meor my administra- 
tion of the office of Appraiser, Icourt the most 
rigid examination. He is reported as saying 
that at considerable personal expense to himself 
he has procured gifts for me at my solicitation. 
This charge is an unmitigated lie, and I am 
at a loss to understand what Mr. Davies 
reters to. Ihaveon three or four occasions 
asked him to order 10 pounds of tea from im- 
porters for me, but in every case the bills have 
come to hand promptly and been paid, always 
by check. Regarding the issue of a blank form 
to which Mr. Davies refers, this was nothing but 
ax chop list,and had this been the only charge 
against him the inquiry would have been without 
result, so trivial was the matter. Besides, the 
blank was notissued by my written directions 
as charged. About the charge that while I 
prosecute Mr. Davies for having his sign dis- 
played at the office of another firm, while I have 
a similar sign as a lawyer, the truth is that 
this was referred to, not by me, but by Mr. W. 

. Avis, who brought the charges. It is 
true that am a lawyer and _ practice, 
but my business is entirely disconnected from 
business associated with the United States 
customs. It is further charged that in Mr. 
Davies’s answer, prepared with the assistance of 
Co). George Bliss, the statement is made that I 
regarded Mr. Davies as a subject for removal 
because he had accepted gitts of tea from im- 
porters; that I also had received similar gifts, 
This is another unmitigated lie. No such refer- 
ence is made in the answer.” 





A DRUMMER CHARGED WITH THEFT. 

James Gasquoine, a commercial traveler, 
36 years old, residing at No. 3 Monroe-place, 
Brooklyn, was arrested yesterday by Detective 
Sergeants Heidelberg and Dolan on a warrant 
issued by Justice Patterson charging him with 
grand larceny. The complainant is Gabriel 
Strauss, dealer in pocketbooks and leather goods, 
at No. 229 Broadway, who alleges that during 
the latter part of September be engaged 
the accused to travel for him and intrusted 
him with samples of goods valued at 
$250, and gave him $40 in cash to pay 
his expenses during a week’s trip to 
Boston, New-Haven, and other towns in the 
New-England States. He failed to return the 
samples or to account for the money. Mr. 
Strauss hada warrant issued for his arrest on 
Oct. 1, and the officers have been looking for 
him since that time. He was arraigned before 
Justice O'Reilly, at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, yesterday. He demanded an examina- 
tion, and a hearing will be held on Friday. He 
was sent to prison, being unable to furnish 
$1,500 bail for bis appearance. 

DENOUNCED BY THE CITIZENS. 

The Board of Education of Jersey City 
sat till after midnight Tuesday. There was a 
large lobby present, who had been attracted to 
the meeting mainly to protest against the pro- 
posed shifting of Principals Ridenour, Sweeney, 
and Day. The board resolved to go into a Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and then it was resolved to 
reconsider the resolution concerning the Prin- 
cipals. Directors Van Riper, Boyd, Kelly, 
Clarke and Hornblower, who have been conspic- 
uous in securing the change of Principals, es- 
caped from the room before the board reassem- 
bled after the committee had ended its session. 
Their purpose is supposed to have been to break 
up the quorum and prevent the carrying of the 
motion to reconsider. In that scheme they were 
successful. The citizens organized an indigna- 
tion meeting, with James Henry as Chairman, 
and denounced!the absent members.
